May it please your Excellency, 



We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland, submit to your Excellency this the 
Twenty-fourth Annual Report of our proceedings under the Acts 
in force for the Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland. 



1 . We submit, in the first place, in continuation of similar returns 
in previous Annual Reports, a summary of weekly returns of 
persons relieved in the workhouse and out of the workhouse for 
fifty-two weeks, from the week ended 26th February, 1870, to the 
week ended 18th- -February, 1871, both inclusive; and we give, 
in illustration of these and previous returns, the two indoor and 
outdoor relief diagrams,'" so as to afford a comparison of the fluc- 
tuations which have occurred in each year for the last seven 
years.

3. These statistics, it will be seen by referring to the table in 
paragraph 1, are brought down to within a few weeks of the date 
of this Report, and we are once more enabled to point to a very 
considerable advance in the course of improvement noticed in our 
last Report. Thus the number of inmates of workhouses on the 
18th February, 1871, is less by 4,227 than the number at the 
corresponding date in the preceding year, 1870, and less by 6,963 
than the corresponding number in 1869. At the latest date 
previous to the date of this Report the decrease amounted to 
4,013, or 7'4 per cent, less than in 1870, and to 7,261, or 12*7 
per cent, less than in 1 86 9. Referring to the indoor diagram at page 
40 it will be seen that the fluctuating line of 1870-71 has through- 
out the entire year fallen below all the former lines in the diagram, 
containing, as it does, the fluctuations of the last seven years. 

4. The number of persons receiving out-door relief has increased 
on the other hand from 22,520 to 25,363 in the course of the fifty- 
two weeks comprised in the table. In paragraphs 3 and 4 of our 
Report of 1869 we have entered fully into the considerations 
which oblige us to disregard any ordinary increase or decrease of 
out-door relief as indicative of the state of the population, and to 
look exclusively to the increase or decrease of the number .of 
inmates of workhouses. It is most probable, indeed, that as the 
country advances in prosperity, the out-door relief lists, which 
have steadily increased from 655 persons, daily, in 1855 to 25,363 
in 1871, will continue to increase, subject though they are to 
certain limitations imposed by Statute. 
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Children out at Nurse. 



1 Q 
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5 The number of children out at nurse has increased in the 
last twelve months from 1,207 to 1,428. In the last year but one 
it was only 689. This increase, as observed m last .Report, is clue 
partly to the extension of the legal age from five to ten years, and 
partly to an increase in the number of Boards of Guardians avail- 
ing themselves of this provision of the law. In some unions it 
may be doubtful whether the zeal of the Guardians is not out- 
running the intention of the Legislature. 

C It has been erroneously represented that the purpose of this 
enactment was to bring up children in private families on account 
of the risk of demoralization incidental to their being brought up 
in workhouse schools. This is a false impression, unconnected, 
with anything which has actually existed at any time m Ireland, 
and originating probably in statements made by writers, chiefly 
female writersfon the subject of English pauperism and English 
workhouses. It was solely and exclusively on the ground of 
health that legislation first took place on this subject, and that 
youno- children in Irish workhouses, without mothers, were 
allowed to be put out to nurse as the only mode m which the 
maternal solicitude necessary at that tender age could be supplied. 



7 It has long been notorious, in Ireland at least, that the infant 
child so placed out soon wins the affection of the foster parents, 
and it was felt to be hard upon the latter to make them return 
the child to the workhouse at five years of age, or, if they letamed 
it to submit to the alternative of maintaining it without iurther 
assistance from the poor rates. On this principle the Legislature 
has been induced to extend the limit to ten years, as the age at 
which it may be presumed that the child having become thoroughly 
affiliated and capable of making itself useful ceases to be likely to 
be returned to the workhouse. 



8. It was never intended by the Legislature that healthy chil- 
dren between five and ten years of age should be placed out in 
families for educational or industrial training, for this would be to 
send them from an institution in which they possess such means 
of education in a high degree, together with perfect security tor 
sufllcient food, clothing, and medical care, to a home m which 
there can be only a partial and precarious enjoyment ol such 
advantages, and in which they must be more or less exposed to 
the risk of evil associations. The Irish workhouse school, shut ott 
as it is from all contact with adults other than the teachers, differs 

in no respect materially from the boarding school to which parents 

in a better class of life send their children from home for the pur- 
pose of a more systematic course of education and discipline. . 

When a healthy orphan, therefore, or deserted child is doing 
well in the workhouse school, the guardians will go beyond the 
intention of the Legislature, if they needlessly send it anywhere 
else for the purpose either of literary or industrial training. 

9. The following table exhibits the progress of the relief of 
“persons disabled from labour,” &e., since 1857, m comparison 
with the other two classes for which out-relief is legalized by 1st

The total number of deaths in the workhouses in the fifty-two 
weeks comprised in the table, has been .10,639. In the corre- 
sponding table in the last Annual Report the total number of 
deaths was 10,968, which, compared with the present numbers, 
shows a decrease of 329 deaths, and a decrease of 810 compared 
with the number in the preceding year. This is a satisfactory 
evidence of the improving sanitary state of the country. 

The number of deaths by fever is 630 in comparison with 774 
in the previous year, and with 884 in the year preceding. 

It will be seen that no less than thirteen deaths from small- 
pox have taken place in the Workhouse Hospitals of Ireland in 
the course of the year 1870-71, in comparison with only one 
single case recorded in our last Report for the year 1869-70. 
These deaths occurred in the following Unions, viz. : — Belfast, 9; 
Lisburn, 2 ; Ballymoney, 1 ; and Clonakilty, 1 . The whole number 
of deaths by small-pox registered in Ireland in the year 1870 is 
now known to be 32. 

13. Our circulars on the subject of small-pox* show very clearly 
that the island was at one time during the year wholly free from 
that disease, and most probably it would have remained so but 
for imported cases from Great Britain. Some of these have 
arrived by passenger steamers ; but by far the greater part in 
trading vessels, coming from the western coasts of Great Britain 
into harbours on the eastern coast of Ireland. 

There is a vague impression on both coasts of the existence of 
some quarantine rule by which persons arriving on board ship in 
small-pox can be prohibited from landing ; and on the English 
coast the harbour authorities exercise this questionable power 
with great rigour, as will be seen from the correspondence regard- 
ing an Irish seaman prevented from landing at Maryport, who 
was obliged to make the return voyage to Bangor, in the county 
of Down, while suffering under a severe attack of small-pox in 
the forecastle of a small collier, t The only authority which we 
have been enabled to discover for these proceedings is in the 52nd 
section of the Sanitary Act, 1866 ; but by that section the Privy 
Council is called on to make orders for treatment of the sufferers, 
as well as for preventing the spread of disease ; but no such pro- 
visions appear to exist in the harbours of either country. In 
Ireland we insist upon the Board of Guardians of the Union which 
contains the harbour, providing such hospital accommodation 
ashore as may be necessary for the treatment of persons arriving 
on board ship in small-pox. 

In Cork harbour the imperfect quarantine supposed to exist 
has caused landing to be prohibited, and a death followed this 
prohibition ; and we have had much difficulty in overcoming the 
hesitation of the guardians of Cork union to perform their 
duty in regard to such cases, under the Poor Law and Medical 
Charities Acts, in consequence of vague notions regarding quaran- 
tine, and regarding the responsibility belonging to the nuisance 
authority under the Sanitary Act, 1866. We believe, from what 
has occurred, that some alteration of the sanitary laws in this

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respect is urgently required, in order to put an end to confusion 
and uncertainty. 

14 We conclude the series of recent statistics by repeating 
with one additional year, the table showing the number of persons 
assisted by Boards of Guardians to emigrate, and the cost incuned 
for that purpose, in each year, that is to say, for now twenty-one 
years past, ended on the 25th March.

The table in page 19 shows at the 
same time that the average daily numbers in the workhouse had 
decreased to the extent of 3,061 ; while the average weekly cost 
of maintenance per head has undergone a very slight increase. 
The total decrease under the head of Relief is only £7,682, a large 
increase having taken place under the head of “ Out-Relief,” the 
increase of expenditure being i?ll,007, and the increase in the 
number relieved 4,602.

It will be observed from the above that a great decrease has 
taken place in the numbers admitted in sickness during the year, 
as compared with the previous year. Of this decrease, amounting 
to 4,270, 1,823 were of cases admitted in fever, which in 186S 
were 11,209 ; in 1869, 9,976 ; and in 1870, only 8,153. The rela- 
tive proportion which the number admitted in sickness bears to 
the whole, which in 1868 was only 23 per cent., but increased in 
1869 to 29 per cent., is now reduced to 27.

is. 2| ’cl. in' the pound on the valuation. In 1870 the expenditure 
was £815,973, or Is. 2f cl. in the pound, and the poor-rate collected 
only £753,345, the difference between the expenditure and col- 
lection being, however, more than covered by the Parliamentary 
grant for Medical and Educational purposes.

It is satisfactory to observe, as a proof of the well-working of 
the system of relief, as well as of the advancing prosperity of the 
country, that the per-centage of able-bodied males, which, in 1851, 
was 107, is now only 4'.9, that of able-bodied females, which, in 
1851, was 24'1, is now only 11 ; that of children under 15 years 
of age, which, in 1851, was 44 4, is now only 26'6. On the other 
hand, the per-centage of other classes not in hospital, consisting 
chiefly of the aged and infirm, has increased from 6'8 to 24 3, and 
that of the class in hospital from 14 to 83'2 in the same period. 
The decrease of the total number of inmates is from 206,504 in 
1851, to 50,815 in 1871, or 75 per cent. 

22. Encouraged as we are by the interest which your Excellency 
and your Excellency’s predecessors have always evinced in the 
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details which we have from time to time submitted as illustratmg 
the harsh and unfair operation of the English and Scotch Jaw or 
removal of Irish-born persons to Ireland, we now return to the 
subject in the hope that the Imperial Parliament may, in due 
course of time, recognize the expediency of repealing these ob- 



noxious enactments. 

23 In our last Report we referred to the advantage which had 
been o-ained on the side of humanity by the unanimous decision 
of the Court of Queen’s Bench in England, declaring it to be illegal 
to remove a wife and children to Ireland, when the head of the 
family, though absent, was known to be living. 

This judgment, pronounced upon the terms of the English 
Removal Act, appeared to us applicable to the analogous and 
almost identical terms of the Scotch Removal Act; but we regret 
to have to announce that that decision is held by the highest 
lep-al authority in Scotland (the Lord Advocate) to be a wrong 
construction of the terms of the English Act, and one which would 
not, in his opinion, be adopted by the Superior Courts m Scotland 
in construing almost identical language in the Scotch law ot 
removal. The correspondence in the Appendix will show that 
we took every step we could in order to obtain a legal decision 
on the point, but hitherto without success.'* , , 

In England also this decision of the Court of Queen s Bench 
continues to be disregarded, even by metropolitan police magis- 
trates, and families deserted, or supposed to be deserted, are illegally 
removed to Ireland, although the husband and father is living, 
and ought himself to be included in the order, in which case a 
different birthplace would become the destination of the persons 
removed. 

A practice also appears to exist in London of illegally removing 
to Ireland persons who were not born there, but who happen to 
have lived there for three years ; and a large and populous London 
parish, thronged with Irish residents, has thought it worth while 
to availitself of a printedform of deposition and warrant adapted to 
such practice, and departing from the forms prescribed by statute.! 

In Liverpool it is well known that a large proportion of the 
persons removed have sought relief for the purpose of being con- 
veyed, free of charge, to some place in Ireland to which they 
wished to go — most frequently to Dublin.! 



24. To recapitulate the complaints already advanced by us 
against the Scotch removal law, we beg to recall your Excel- 
lency’s attention to the practice of removing maniacs, sometimes 
handcuffed, from Scottish lunatic asylums to Irish workhouses ; 
and we regret to say that practice still continues. The severance, 
of husband from wife and parent from child, illustrated in former 
Reports, still remains in practice, and is vindicated as conformable 
to law and order. 

There will be found also in the Appendix to this Report cor- 
respondence relating to other Scotch cases ot removal, showing the 
hardship and injustice of the system of removal from new points

child, removed in the last stage of consumption from the Barony 
Parish, Glasgow, to Lisburn, where they died in a few days after 
their arrival, and the case of Ellen Mal'ley and her children, irre- 
gularly and illegally removed from Dumbarton to Galway, are 
peculiarly worthy of attention.® 

2o. It appears to be contended by those English Poor Law 
authorities who assert the propriety of retaining the Removal 
Law, that a necessity exists for its continuance as a test of desti- 
tution, especially as regards the Irish poor resident in England. 
In Ireland the administration of the Poor Law relies upon no such 
test as this a free and liberal system of admission to the work- 
houses, providing all that is required for the restraint of appli- 
cations for relief from undeserving objects. 

The evidence of Mr. Lumley, Assistant Secretary of the E nglish 
Poor Law Board, on this point, is thus reported by the Committee 
on the Poor Law in Scotland of the Session of 1870 : — 

“ With regard to abolishing the law of removal, I am afraid it is a 
very serious question. I am very much alarmed at it in one sense 
namely, one of the best remaining tests of pauperism would be lost. If 
there were no power of removing a person who applied for relief, the 
test of destitution would be very weak indeed, the Guardians would have 
almost to rely on the vigilance of their Relieving Officers.” 

Mr. Lumley further states : — 

“I had occasion some little time ago to examine a document that was 
laid before me by the clerk of a metropolitan parish, who made a claim 
m respect of compensation for services he had rendered in regard to the 
removal of paupers. I inquired what number of paupers he had removed 
m the course of the twelvemonth, and he laid before me a list of 400 
When I came to look at it I found, not that 400 had been removed, but 
that a very large portion of these were persons who, when once he had 
given notice that he was about to make inquiry into their settlement 
took themselves off the pauper list, and were no longer heard of. That 
was a very strong illustration of the power of removal as operating upon 
those who would otherwise continue chargeable to the poor-rate.” 0 

It would appear from the correspondence in the case of Jane 
Hermon that a similar apprehension exists in Scotland, and that 
the Scotch Poor Law authorities conceive that without the power 
of removal, they would be at the mercy of their Irish paupers 
We must be allowed to observe that a test of destitution which 
operates practically as a denial of relief, however valuable in one 
sense it may be, in the absence of more appropriate tests, cannot 
be regarded with satisfaction as part of any benevolent system of 
Poor Law. The operation of such a test, when applied to cases of 
real distress, must often be attended by great suffering. 

26. It is not always on the applicants for relief alone that the 
threat of an unexecuted warrant of removal is made to take 
effect. A Board of Guardians in Ireland receives a letter from 

a Board of Guardians in England somewhat to this effect- 

“ We are allowing five shillings per week to widow with 

eight children, an Irish woman born in your union, and at present

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residing here. We have placed her and her eight children under 
an order of removal and will send them over to you to save our- 
selves from the cost of the further relief of this family. But as 
the poor woman almost maintains her large family by keeping a 
small shop assisted by ten shillings per week earned by the two 
elder boys in the collieries, you will probably see the advantage 
of letting them remain where they are, and repaying us the weekly 
allowance so long as we may find it necessary to continue it. 

Such a correspondence will be found in the Appendix, with the 
names of unions engaged in it.* 

If Irish applicants for relief in Great Britain were to become the 
objects of engagements of this nature under the Poor Laws as 
administered in that country, it may be readily surmised that 
twice the amount of poor rate now levied in Ireland would not 
pay the cost of the arrangement. F ortunately, it is not legal ; 
otherwise, in individual cases like the present, the temptation 
might have been too great for a Board of Guardians to withstand, 
and the old abuse of non-resident relief might be repeated in this 
country with fatal effect. 

27. Ireland, no doubt, is fortunate in possessing a Poor Law 
system founded on experience of the past, and such as to exclude, 
if well administered, the abuses of the old English system ; and 
it seems to be worth considering whether a closer imitation of the 
Irish system might not prove such a test as the removal wan ant 
to be as unnecessary in Great Britain as it certainly is in Ireland, 
and result, perhaps, eventually in a more thorough and efficient 
relief of the really destitute, in fewer cases of death by privation, 
an abatement of pauperism, and lastly, in an enormous saving of 
annual expenditure. 

It may be well to observe that this subject was brought under 
the consideration of the Select Committee of the House of Com- 
mons on Poor Removal in the session of 1854, when the 
expediency was strongly urged of proper and sufficient work- 
house accommodation being provided in the populous towns 
of England as a necessary step to the abolition of the removal 
laws. Sixteen years have since elapsed, and in that interval 
great efforts have been made in Liverpool, Manchester, and the 
secondary large towns of Lancashire and Yorkshire, to provide 
workhouse accommodation of an extended and improved character, 
and during recent years great progress has also been made in the 
Metropolitan Unions in effecting the same object. 

28. From the recent returns laid on the table of the House ot 
Commons on the motion of Mr. M'Carthy Downing, it appears that 
in the three years ending 31st December, 1869, the number of 
persons removed from England to Ireland was 2,395, of which 
London (including the Metropolitan Unions) and Liverpool 
(including Toxteth Park and West Derby Unions) contributed 
the chief part, that is to say, more than three-fourths of the 
whole ; leaving only about 500 for the rest of England, nearly all 
of whom were sent from Lancashire, Middlesex, Kent, Surrey,

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Staffordshire, Southampton, Warwickshire, Durham, and the 
West Riding. Only fifty-four persons appear from this return to 
have, been removed in the three years from the thirty- three 
remaining English counties, and it is remarkable that in the same 
period no removals appear to have taken place from Manchester, 
none from Bristol, and very few from either Birmingham or Leeds. 

It is manifest that the Poor Law authorities in these last-men- 
tioned towns, in which large bodies of Irish are known to be 
resident, do not feel the necessity of resorting to the process of 
removal to Ireland as an indispensable test of destitution, and it 
must be inferred that the. system still adhered to, from the force of 
habit, in London an d Liverpool might now with safety be abandoned. 

29. There are two provisions in the Irish Poor Law Act of 1838, 
the object of which is not very clear, and which it had not been 
attempted to put in force until very recently. By the 31st sec- 
tion the Commissioners are empowered to unite unions for the 
purpose of appointing paid officers, and by the 92nd section they 
have power to order unions to join in making contracts. Never- 
theless all unions to the present day have their separate establish- 
ments of paid officers, and are not joined with other unions in 
making contracts. An attempt, however, has recently been made 
by us to apply, by the combined use of the two powers, a remedy 
to the existence of a notorious abuse existing in the administra- 
tion of the Irish Poor Law, connected with the sale of cheap and 
spurious drugs for the treatment of the sick in hospitals and dis- 
pensaries ; and we issued an order combining all the unions in 
Ireland for the appointment of one apothecary with assistants 
who should purchase and supply medicines to all the unions of 
good . quality and at cost price, with a central store or depot in 
Dublin ; his functions therein to be exercised under the immediate 
management and control of ourselves and our Inspectors. Had 
we felt authorized to assume the appointment of this officer our- 
selves, we believe that there would have been less objection made 
to an arrangement capable of doing so much good ; but as the 
Act of Parliament provided no mode of appointment, and no 
means of controlling the business of the depot by parties repre- 
senting the combined unions, we were obliged to supplement the 
provisions of the Act in the best way we could. There were 
many more or less rational grounds of objection urged against 
this order, and many, of the unions containing large towns and 
cities having joined in the opposition, and requested us to with- 
draw the order, we finally did so, but very reluctantly. 

30. We are disposed at this time to regard the real defects in 
the order as removable only by legislation, and would recommend 
supplementing the present provisions of the law by a defined 
mode of appointing the officer, and by the establishment of a 
Board of Management representing the several unions combined. 
But it would be impossible to do this on so large a scale as that 
contemplated by the recent order, and we now think that several 
groups of unions, each with a central depot, and each with a 
separate officer, appointed and superintended by a representative 
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board of management, would work very well, and relieve us from 
a responsibility as the immediate supervising authority which 
we ought not perhaps to undertake. . . 

These establishments, with the assistance of experts m chemical 
analysis, might answer the purpose effectually of securing re- 
liable drugs for the treatment of the sick under the Poor Law 
and Medical Charities Act. . 

We should not be disposed, however, to exercise these powers 
in regard to unions which did not consent to be combined for the 
purposes in question. 

We place in the Appendix the order referred, to, and the various 
circulars and correspondence connected with it.f 



31 In our Twenty-first Annual Report we called attention to 
the remarkable degree of immunity from epidemic disease ob- 
served in Ireland since the close of the. famine period, lo that 
circumstance, connected as it no doubt is with the improved con- 
dition of the population at large, and to the simultaneous operation 
of the dispensary system under the Medical Chanties Act, is to 
be attributed the generally successful working of Poor Law 
Medical Relief, and the additional fact that the casualties occurring 
in the removal of the sick to the workhouses for hospital treat- 
ment have been so few. Still some casualties of that land have 
occurred, chiefly attributable to the large area, of many of the 
unions and to the distance of populous parts of the union from the 
centre which makes it difficult to remove cases of acute sickness 
or accident to hospital, and indisposes the patients to avail them- 
selves of the union hospital treatment. We have done all we 
could to remedy this evil by inducing the Boards of Guardians m 
such cases to provide ambulances for the removal of the sick, to 
be kept at the workhouse, and placed at the disposal of the reliev- 
in o’ officers when occasion required. Since Sir R Peels Act oi 
1862 which enabled poor persons not destitute to obtain hospital 
relief the utility of these vehicles has become more and more 
apparent, and most of the larger unions now possess them. Never- 
theless, if an epidemic influence were to set in, like any of those 
enumerated in paragraph 8 of the 21st Annual Report, the Fever 
Hospitals attached to the workhouses, which have superseded the 
County Fever Hospitals almost universally, woidd be found m 
many unions inadequate to meet a serious outbreak of fever, not 
only as to the number of beds, but more especially as to their remote- 
ness from populous localities in which an epidemic might appear. 

Threatened as we are at present with small-pox, which is daily 
imported into Ireland from Great Britain and the Continent, and 
has already broken out as an epidemic in Belfast and Drogheda ; 
having at the same time to witness a more general diffusion 
of scarlatina and typhus, and other forms of contagious fever 
throuo-h the country, we have, issued a precautionary circular, 
headed “ Epidemic Disease,” which will be found in the Appendix 
at page 50. 

32. To the contents of that circular we are emboldened to add

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iir this Report to your Excellency, our opinion that no more 
effectual way of protecting this country against future invasions 
o epidemic disease, and of affording in ordinary times effectual 
medical relief to the sick poor residing at a distance from the 
workhouse hospitals could be adopted than by establishing, where 
it may be necessary, what are in England called “ Village’ Hospi- 
tals, attached to the Dispensaries and placed under the care of 
the Dispensary Medical Officer in each case. In other words, we 
would, if funds were forthcoming, advocate adding to the Dispen- 
sary in populous districts remote from the workhouse, buildings 
comprising at least two wards for either sex, capable of containing 
from five to ten beds each, according to the circumstances of the 
district. The additional cost of such an establishment to the 
union would consist of the salary and maintenance of a nurse- 
tender, and a fair addition, if requisite, to the salary of the Medical 
Officer, and the providing of beds, bedding, &c., for the patients. 

As regards the cost of the buildings ; such auxiliaries to the pre- 
^ 00r -^ aw hospital relief would, in our opinion, have 
the first claim on whatever part of the surplus of the Irish Church 
fund might become hereafter available for such uses, and if an 
advance on security of that fund could at once be made, it would 
be put to immediate use in a considerable number of unions. 

. To give a more practical view of the wants of various localities 
m this respect, we would call your Excellency’s attention to the 
position of the following Dispensary Districts on the Union Map 
of Ireland as extreme cases, in which, having regard to the distance 
irom the workhouse, such hospital wards as we have mentioned 
would be found of the greatest service : — 

1. Achill and Ballycroy District, in Newport Union; situa- 

tion of Dispensary, Achill Sound, at the Ferry. 

Going southward from this point are the following : 

2. Louisburgh District, including Clare Island ; Westport 

Union. 

3. Leenane District, at the head of Kill cries harbour ; Unions 

Oughterard and Westport. 

4. Islands of Boffin and Shark, in Clifden Union. 

5. Lettermore District, in Oughterard Union. 

6. Arran Islands, in Galway Union. 

7. Carrigaholt, in Kilrush Union, county of Clare. 

Going northward from Newport are the following : 

8. Bangor District, in Belmullet Union. 

9. Killybegs and Dungloe Districts, in Glenties Union. 

10. Gwedore District, in Dunfanagby Union. 

The above cases arise on the western coast line of Ireland alone • 
and with regard to most of them, it may be said that they con- 
tain a numerous resident population, who, but for the Medical 
Charities Act, would have no part whatever in the Irish poor law 
system except the payment of rates, being at too great a distance 
from the union workhouse, which they assist to maintain, to avail 
themselves of poor law hospital treatment. 
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Proceedings under the Medical Charities Act, Ireland (14th & 
15th Vic., cap. 68) ; the Act of 1858, “To make further provision 
for the practice of Vaccination in Ireland and the Act of 1863 
“ To further extend and make compulsory the practice of Vacci- 
nation in Ireland.” 

33. We now proceed to submit to your Excellency the Report 
of our proceedings for the last year, under the above-mentioned 
Acts of Parliament. 

In the following statistical table is given a summary ot the 
relief afforded under the Medical Charities Act for each of the last 
ten years ended respectively on September the 30th, m each 
province, and in the whole of Ireland. In the columns 1, 4, /, and 

10, the numbers of cases attended at the dispensaries in each 
province are registered, and in the columns numbered 2, 5, 8, and 

11, are given the numbers of cases attended at the homes of the 
patients. The totals of each of the two classes of eases for all 
Ireland in each year are registered in columns 13 and 14, and the 
general total is given in the last column in the table. 

Comparing the figures in this summary for the two last years 
in the table, it appears that there has been a decrease in the 
number of cases attended at the dispensaries for the last compared 
with the preceding year in Ulster and Munster, amounting to 
609 cases in the former, and to 1,055 in the latter province. In 
both provinces, on the, other hand, there has been an increase of 
cases attended at the patients’ homes, viz., 934 for Ulster, and 
1,957 for Munster. In the other two provinces we find an increase 
in each class of cases for the last year, viz., for Leinster an increase 
of 2,276 dispensary, and 2,469 domiciliary cases ; and for Con- 
naught, an increase of 1,082 dispensary, and of 2,043 domiciliary 
cases. The result for all Ireland, shown in columns 13 and 14 of 
the table, is an increase for the last year in each class of cases, 
amounting to 1,694 dispensary cases, and to 7,403 cases attended 
at the homes of the patients. In our last year’s Report, on a 
similar comparison between the then two last years, observing a 
large increase of domiciliary cases for the latter year, along with 
a considerable decrease ol dispensary cases, we remarked that 
this would appear to indicate an increased amount of serious 
ailments among the poor in Ireland ; and the figures given above, 
showing a disproportionate increase of domiciliary cases for the 
last year, point to the same conclusion.

The alteration announced in the twenty-fourth paraeranh of

Our principal motive in proposing the alteration in question arose 
from the circumstance that, in the extensive Castlebar Dispensary 
District the northern electoral divisions were at so great a dis- 
tance from Castlebar, where the Medical Officer resided, that 
patients requiring treatment in their, own houses were in great 
measure deprived of the benefits intended for them by the 
provisions of the Medical Charities Act. This evil has been 
remedied by the appointment of a second Medical Officer to 
reside in the northern part of the district. 

In this case, as in several other similar cases, an inconvenience, 
occasioned by the clause of the Medical Charities Act which 
prescribes that in the formation of dispensary districts no 
electoral division shall be divided, has been evaded. Where there 
is a second Medical Officer for a dispensary district, it is in the 
power of the Committee of Management to assign to each 
Medical Officer such portion of the district as the interests of the 
sick poor require, quite irrespectively of the boundaries of electoral 
divisions. _ 

In the Aughnacloy Dispensary District of the Ologher Union 
the services of a second Medical Officer have been dispensed with. 
Thus the new appointments in the V entry and Castlebar Dispen- 
sary Districts, together with the reduction in the Aughnacloy 
District, increase the total number of Dispensary Medical Officers 
by one, the present number being 800. 

37. Since our last Report the appointment of skilled midwives 
has been sanctioned in 23 additional dispensary districts, and in 
one — the Finglas and Glasnevin Dispensary District — a second 
such officer has been appointed. W e regard with much satisfaction 
the steady annual increase of these useful appointments. Their 
number at present amounts to 135. 

38. Since the date of our last Report 18 Dispensary Medical 
Officers and 1 Medical Officer of a workhouse have received 
retiring allowances under the Poor Law Medical Officers’ Super- 
annuation Act. Of the Dispensary Medical Officers, 5 were also 
Medical Officers of the workhouses of their respective unions. In 
general the Guardians have awarded in each case two-thirds ot 
the Medical Officer’s salary— the highest award permitted by the 
Act. 

39. The next table exhibits the progress of the vaccination of 
the poor in Ireland under the Medical Charities Act alone, from 
the year ended September 30th, 1853, to that ended September, 
30th, 1858. We do not possess statistical information respecting 
the practice of vaccination in Ireland, before the enactment of the 
Medical Charities Act, enabling us to state the effect of that Act 
in promoting vaccination; but as it offered, for the first time over 
all Ireland, at one or more stations in each of 723 dispensary 
districts, gratuitous vaccination, it cannot be reasonably doubted 
that it exercised a very beneficial influence. In respect to the 
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two Vaccination Acts of 1858 and 1863, however, the table 
staikmgly exhibits their beneficial operation. The figures for

The comparison of the two last years in this table affords very 
gratifying evidence of the progress of vaccination during the year 
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ended September 30th, 1870. It shows, indeed, the usual decrease 
ot vaccinations among the population born before January, 1864, 
amounting to 2,597 cases ; but whereas in last year’s Report we 
had to lament a decrease in Ulster of infant vaccinations 
amounting to 1,642 cases, and but an inconsiderable increase in 
the other provinces, there has been, on the contrary, a considerable 
increase for the last year in all the provinces — viz., in Ulster 
an increase of 5,226 cases, in Munster of 3,575, in Leinster of 
4,388, and in Connaught of 4,006 ; thus giving for all Ireland the 
highly gratifying result of an increase of 17,145 cases of infant 
vaccinations. 

41. The two next tables record the deaths which have occurred 
in the workhouse hospitals from small-pox from February 1865 
to February, 1871, the number of cases of that disease treated 
annually by the Dispensary Medical Officers from the year ended 
September 30th, 1864, to that ended September 30th 1870, and 
the deaths from small-pox, given quarterly, registered by the 
Registrar- General for Ireland from 1864 to 1870 inclusive. The 
Return for the last quarter has been obligingly furnished by him 
in anticipation of the publication of it, together with particulars 
of the individual deaths during the year.

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49 The uniform evidence afforded by these tables of a decided 
increase of small-pox, and of deaths caused by it would be not 
merely discouraging but alarming, if we were not aware that it 
admits of certain explanation. It is well known that an 
unusually severe epidemic of small-pox has prevailed in great 
Britain for upwards of a year, and especially m London, Liver- 
pool and other large towns, to a very alarming extent. 

It’ is also generally known that the epidemic has reached Ire- 
land having, very probably, been introduced directly from Eng- 
land and Scotland, by persons immigrating from thence with the 
disease, either declared or latent, but incubating, at the tune oi 
their arrival here. In circulars on the subject of small-pox 
addressed to the Guardians on September 20th . and December 
9i s t 1869 it was announced to them that no indigenous case oi 
small-pox’ and no death caused by it in any case originating m 
Ireland had come to our knowledge through the returns of the 
Registrar-General, or the reports of the Dispensary Medical 
Officers from the end of June till the 30th of November of that 
Year ; and that the disease might therefore be considered to be 
extinct in Ireland during those five months. On the 30th oi 
November 1869, a Dispensary case of small-pox was reported by 
the Medical Officer of the Maynooth Dispensary District, and 
soon after (December 3rd) a case was admitted mto the Belfast 
Union Workhouse Hospital, from which the present epidemic 
in part probably originated. The patient, Joseph Wilson, had 
recently come from Liverpool, where small-pox was then prevalent, 
to Dublin. The disease was developed within the period of incuba- 
tion (10 to 16 days), and he was admitted into the workhouse 
hospital on the 3rd of December, having probably left the seeds 
of the disease germinating among the persons with whom he had 
been in contact before his admission to hospital. No case oi 
small-pox had occurred in Belfast for above four months before, 
and the present epidemic had become plainly existent there in the 
beginning of March 1870, and the disease has now shown itself 
alone the whole eastern side of the country ; nowhere,, however, 
as yet but by the occurrence of sporadic cases, except in Belfast 
and. Drogheda in which towns there have been numerous cases, 
‘and a considerable number of deaths. The Maynooth case above 
mentioned was traced to contagion caught in the Hardwicke 
Hospital, where the Swedish sailor mentioned in the circulars 
died of small-pox imported from abroad. 

43 Besides the cases mentioned above, many others have been 
cleariy traced, by which small-pox has been imported into Ireland 
from England, South Wales, and Scotland; and even from the 
continent. From England, such imported cases have been traced 
from Woolwich to Kingstown ; from Liverpool to Belfast, Lon- 
donderry and Tuam ; from Sheffield to Wexford ; from Lancashire 
to Mayo ’ from Whitehaven or Maryport to Banbridge and Down- 
patrick • ’from Hampstead to Cork ; from Maryport to Newtown- 
ards- and from Newport to Queenstown. From South Wales 
such’ cases have been traced from Milford to Waterford, and from 
Swansea, Cardiff, and Pontypridd to Fermoy, Newry, and Ma-

eroom ; and from Scotland, from Glasgow to Belfast, Coleraine, 
Ballymena, and Newtownards, and Castleblayney and Donegal 
Unions ; and from Greenock to Ballycastle (County Antrim) ; and 
to Belfast, Wexford, and Castleblayney. Lastly, two cases have 
been traced from the continent, one from Sweden to Dublin, and 
one from Norway to Queenstown. Quite recently three vessels 
from Liverpool, bound for foreign ports, have put back to Cork 
Harbour, small-pox having broken out on board. 

Small-pox, therefore, is now epidemic in Belfast and Drogheda, 
and sporadic cases have been reported from many dispensary 
districts on the east side of Ireland, and even a few from inland 
districts. In these latter cases the disease was either not com- 
municated, or it quickly died out. 

44. In the 2Sth and 29th paragraphs of last year’s Report we 
referred to the motives which should induce all authorities and 
persons in any way responsible for enforcing as completely as 
possible the salutary provisions of the Vaccination Acts, to 
use every effort to attain this object; but a far more powerful 
motive, to the same effect, is to be found in the certain fact of the 
epidemic existence of small-pox in the country. There is no part 
of Ireland in which the disease may not possibly become epidemic ; 
and it should be constantly borne in mind, that notwithstanding 
the satisfactory progress, with the exception of one year, of infant 
vaccination since 1864, there is still a considerable number of the 
children born each year remaining unvaccinated ; and that among 
the population born before 1864 there is a larger proportion, than 
of the infants, unprotected. It is certain, that if any of these 
come in contact with and contract this most contagious disease, 
it will destroy life in a very considerable proportion of the cases 
of attack ; but it should also be borne in mind, that in every 
district threatened with the outbreak of the disease, every such 
unprotected person can, with a near approach to certainty, be 
secured against danger to life from the attack, in a fortnight, by 
vaccination. 

It may be confidently anticipated that the alarm occasioned by 
the epidemic will, as it did in that of 1S65-56, largely increase 
the number of applicants for vaccination ; and we trust that full 
advantage will be taken of such wholesome apprehensions. It 
may also, we think, be confidently anticipated, that owing to our 
more complete preparedness to meet the invasion of small-pox, 
the mortality it will cause in this country will be greatly less, 
proportionally, than in England or Scotland. 

Departmental Akrangememts. 

46. On the 20th of August, 1870, Dr. Knox, Medical Inspector, 
retired from the service under the provisions of the Superannua- 
tion Act. At the time of his resignation there were four Medical 
Inspectors and seven other Insjiectors, all empowered to act in 
every branch of duty administered by the Department, each hav- 
ing a district of unions under his charge. There was at this time, 
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„ n „ r Excellency is aware, a correspondence with the Lords 
Commissioners of tier Majesty’s Treasury seeking such an im- 
provement of the salaries of the Irish Inspectors as might,, aft 
20 years’ service, place them more nearly on a level, in point of 
income with the Poor Law Inspectors in England and we took 
advantage of Dr Knox’s retirement to reduce the number of 
Inspectors and Inspectors’ districts from II to 10, m order to 
obviate any loss to the public from the change. We at the same 
time acquiesced in a reduction of the commencing salary of an 
Inspector from £650 to £500 per annum,. advancing JVTsOO 
increments of £20 per annum, to a maximum salary of ±80 t 
The correspondence on this subject will be found m the Append^ 
and we beg to express our acknowledgment of the kind interest 
taken by vour Excellency in this question, m recommending it 
more than once to the favourable consideration of the Treasmy. 

46 On the lamented death of Dr. Hill, another of the Medical 
Inspectors, on the 11th February, 1871, we appointed as his 
successor, Dr. T. H. Burke, Medical Officer of ^ Islandead^ 
Dispensary District of Westport Union, who also, at the time of 
the famine, had been for some years Medical Officer of Westport 
Workhouse. 

47. Mr. Leathern, one of the five Auditors of unions in Ireland 
having retired on the 23rd February, 1871, under the provisions 
of the Superannuation Act, we appointed as his successor m that 
office Mr. George William Finlay, one of the first class clerks m

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APPENDIX A. 

ORDERS, CIRCULARS OF INSTRUCTION, AND CORRE- 
SPONDENCE UNDER THE POOR LAW ACTS. 



I.— ORDERS. 

No. 1. — General Order uniting Unions for the purpose of 
Contracting for Medicines and Medical and Surgical 
Appliances, and for Appointing One Poor Law Unions 
Apothecary. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed : To the Clerk or Clerks to the 

Justices of the Petty Sessions held for the Division or Divisions 
in which theTownlands and Places comprised ■within the said Unions 
are situate ; and to all other Persons whom it may concern. 

In pursuance of the authorities vested in us by an Act passed in the 
second year of the reign of Her Majesty, entitled “ An Act for the more 
effectual Relief of the destitute Poor in Ireland and by the other Acts 
amending the same, We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, do hereby Order and Direct that the 
Board of Guardians of the Unions named in the Schedule to this Order 
annexed shall join in making all contracts which may be made from and 
after the 25th March, 1871, for the purchase of Medicines and of Medical 
and Surgical Appliances to be used in the Workhouses and Hospitals of 
the said Unions, and in the several Dispensaries thereof. 

And We do hereby order and direct that the Unions named in the 
said Schedule shall be united for the purpose of appointing one Poor Law 
Unions Apothecary for the service of the said L T nions, who shall perform 
the duties hereinafter assigned to that officer. 

The following shall be the Duties of “The Poor Law Unions 
Apothecary — 

1. He shall provide himself with a sufficient and proper building in 
Dublin, to be approved by us the said Commissioners, for a General Depot 
for all Medicines and Medical and Surgical Appliances required for use in 
the Workhouses and Hospitals of the said Unions, and in the several 
Dispensaries thereof. 

2. He shall engage such assistants and servants as may be requisite for 
service at the General Depot as we the said Commissioners shall approve, 
and at salaries or wages likewise to be approved by us, one of which 
assistants, approved by us, shall be competent to act for him in the 
performance of his duties in the necessary absence, at any time, of The 
Poor Law Unions Apothecary. 

D 
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3. He shall previously to the 25th day of March, 1871, obtain from us 
the said Commissioners an estimate of the requirements of the said Unions 
foi the half-year next ensuing after the 25 th March, and of the total expense 
thereof, and similarly for each subsequent half-year, previously to the com- 
mencement thereof. 

4. He shall, on behalf of the Unions so united, on receiving from us 
the said Commissioners the Estimate aforesaid, contract for or purchase 
the supplies so estimated to be required, and shall contract for or purchase 
the same of the best quality and at the cheapest rates for which they can 
be obtained, by tender or otherwise,as shall from time to time bedetermined 
by him, subject to any Order which may be issued by us the said Com- 
missioners in that behalf. 

5. He shall draw from time to time on an account to be opened as 
hereinafter provided at the Bank of Ireland for all payments to be made 
by him for the purchase of Medicine and Medical and Surgical Appliances 
foi the use of the Unions named in the said Schedule, and also the annual 
cost of the said Depot, and of the services of the said assistants and 
servants, and of his own annual salary, as hereinafter fixed in this Order, 
and all other expenses whatever incidental to the said establishment, 
after allowance thereof by us the said Commissioners. 

G. He shall, on the receipt of a requisition from the Board of Guardians 
of any Union named in the said Schedule, duly signed by the Clerk, sup- 
ply to the said Guardians such Medicines and Medical and Surgical Appli- 
ances as shall be specified therein, at the cost price of the same, the expenses 
of purchase, if any, being included. 

7. He shall keep such books of account or other books as shall be 
prescribed by us the said Commissioners, including, with other accounts 
a separate account with each Union, to be balanced at the end of each 
half-year, and audited as hereinafter is directed. 

And the following shall be the Qualifications of the said Poor Law 
Unions Apothecary : — 

1. He shall be 30 years of age at least. 

2. He shall be a Licentiate of Apothecaries’ Hall, Dublin. 

3. He shall not, while holding the office of Poor Laio Unions Apothecar y 
be engaged or interested, either directly or indirectly, in any wholesale 
or retail trade of drugs, medicines, or medical or surgical appliances, or 
in any other trade or profession whatsoever. 

MODE OF APPOINTMENT. 

And we do hereby order and direct that the Boards of Guardians 
of the Unionsv named m the said Schedule shall proceed in the appointment 
oi the Poor Law Unions Apothecary in the following manner, that is to 
say 

On or before the 1st January, in the year 1871, all candidates for the 
oft ce oi Poor Law Unions Apothecary shall send their applications and 
testimonials to us the said Commissioners, to be laid before the Guardians 
of each of the said Unions, who shall proceed at the second meeting after 
the receipt thereof, to select the Candidate of their choice, in accordance 
with the rules prescribed for the appointment of officers, after advertise- 
ment in the General Regulations Order, bearing date 19th January 1852 
and shall report the result of such selection to us the said Commissioners ; 
and the candidate selected by a majority of the Unions in the said Sche- 
dule shall be deemed to be appointed the Poor Law Unions Apothecary ■ 
and if no candidate shall have been selected by a majority of the whole 
number of Unions, so many of the candidates selected by the greatest 
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number of Unions as shall together have been selected by a majority 
thereof, shall be again submitted to each Union, and the same process 
shall be repeated until one candidate shall have been selected by a majority 
of all the Unions named in the said Schedule. 

SALARY OF POOR LAW UNIONS APOTHECARY. 

The salary of the Poor Law Unions Apothecary shall be at and after 
the rate of £500 per annum, with suitable apartments in the building 
to be provided as a General Depot as aforesaid, but not furnished ; and 
such salary shall be payable to him quarterly, in equal quarterly pay- 
ments, by cheque drawn by him in manner aforesaid after approval by 
us the said Commissioners. 

CONTINUANCE IN OFFICE. 

The said Poor Law Unions Apothecary shall continue to hold that 
office until he shall resign the same or shall be removed by us the 
said Commissioners. 

SECURITY. 

The said Poor Law Unions Apothecary shall give security for the 
due and faithful performance of his duties and for the safe keeping of all 
the property under his care, to such amount not exceeding £5,000, and 
in such manner as we the said Commissioners shall at any time deter- 
mine. 

MODE OF CONTRIBUTING, DEFRAYING, AND CHARGING THE EXPENSES 
INCURRED UNDER THIS ORDER. 

And wo do hereby order and direct that the Guardians of each 
Union named in the said Schedule shall, on receiving from us the said 
Commissioners an estimate of the sum required for the service of the 
said Union for the ensuing half-year, pay to the Governor and Company 
of the Bank of Ireland the total amount of such estimate, to be placed 
to the credit of an account to be called the “ The Poor Law Unions 
Medical Fund Account” and in each half-year after the first half-year 
the said estimates shall be framed with regard to the balance for 
or against the said Union, each Union being charged with the actual cost 
of the supplies sent to it, and with its proportion of the other expenses 
of the establishment, according to its net annual value; and the cheques 
to be drawn on the said Poor Law Unions Medical Fund Account shall 
be signed by the said Poor Law Unions Apothecary or his assistant acting- 
in his necessary absence as aforesaid, and shall be approved by us, such 
approval to be indicated on each cheque in such way as maybe agreed upon 
between us and the said Governor and Company of the Bank of Ireland. 

AUDIT OF THE ACCOUNTS. 

The Accounts of the said Poor Law Unions. Avothecary shall within 
one month after the close of each half-year be suomitted to examination 
and audit by such officer in our office in Dublin as we shall select for that 
purpose, and subsequently by each of the District Auditors of Union 
Accounts in respect of each Union included in his District.

No. 1. — Grant for Medical and Educational Purposes. 



Poor Law Commission Office, 

Sir, 26tli April, 1870. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland transmit to you herewith a Form to be filled up and 
returned to this Office, duly certified, as soon as the expenses chargeable 
on the Parliamentary Grant for Medical and Educational purposes in 
Unions in Ireland, for the half-year ended the 25th March last, shall 
have been accurately ascertained. 

The statement, as already pointed out, should comprise only those 
items which correspond to those included in the estimate on which the 
grant was made, viz. : — 

1. The actual salary which became due to each Medical Officer and 

Apothecary (if any) for the half-year. 

2. The actual cost during the half-year of medicine and medical and 

surgical appliances, not, however, including therein the cost of 
stimulants, such as wines and spirits. 

3. The actual salary which became due to each schoolmaster and 

schoolmistress for the half-year, but not including under this 
head the cost of rations. 



These particulars to be given separately for each Dispensary District 
and for the Workhouse, and care must be taken that no other expenses 
than those above-mentioned are included.

No. 2. — Registration of Deaths. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 14th November, 1870. 

_ The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have received a communication from the Registrar- 
General on the subject of the Registration of Deaths occurring in Work- 
houses, from which it appears that the information furnished in some 
instances by Masters of W orkhouses is defective, and does not enable 
the Registrars to fill up accurately the various columns in the Register 
of Deaths according to the form prescribed by the Act of Parliament. 
This observation, the Commissioners understand, applies especially to 
the columns for “ Occupation ” and “ Cause of Death.” 

The Master of the Workhouse being for registration purposes, under 
the Act, regarded as the “ Occupier ” (see sec. 3), and the “ Occupier ” 
being required by the 36th section to furnish to the Registrar the several 
particulars required to be registered, it follows, that the Master of the 
Workhouse is legally responsible for the performance of this duty, and 
exposes himself to the penalties of the 60tli and 61st sections in case of 
wilful neglect. 

The Commissioners understand that the Registrar-General has fur- 
nished the several Masters of Workhouses with Memorandum Books for 
noting the several particulars required 3 and although there may be no 
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Jc"al obligation upon Workhouse Masters to keep these Memorandum 
Books the Commissioners do not doubt that the keeping of them is well 
calculated to facilitate the performance of the Master’s duty under the 
Act, and which, as above stated, he is legally bound to perform. 

The several particulars required to be given may readily be obtained 
from the Workhouse Books, if those books are properly kept and all the 
particulars required by the several columns duly entered by the officers 
whose duty it is to keep them ; and the Commissioners request that the 
attention of the Believing Officers (whose duty it is to keep the Applica- 
tion and Beport Book) may be called to the necessity of being careful to 
enter in all cases the employment or calling of the applicant ; and that 
the Master may be cautioned to be particular in transferring all the 
necessary particulars from this book into the Workhouse Begister. 

In regard to the causes of death, this should always be obtainable 
from the Becord of Deaths, which it is the duty of the Master to keep, 
as well as from the Becord of Sickness and Mortality, which the Medical 
Officer is required to keep duly entered up.

No. 3 . — Poor Law Unions Apothecary Order. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sik, 18th November, 1870. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor in Ireland forward herewith, to be laid before the Board of Guar- 
dians, at their next meeting, a copy of a General Order* under the Seal 
of the Commission, and bearing, as usual in such cases, the approval of 
His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, authorizing and directing all the 
Unions in Ireland to join in contracting for and purchasing medicines 
and medical and surgical appliances, by appointing for that purpose one 
officer, to be called The Poor Law Unions Apothecary , whose duty it 
will be to superintend the establishment of a General Depot in Dublin, 
and supply all Boards of Guardians in Ireland with medicines of the 
best quality, procured on the lowest terms available, to be sent to the 
Guardians, on their requisition, at cost price. 

It is well known that in this branch of trade great profits are made 
by the dealer who purchases wholesale and sells by retail, and as the sum 
expended on these purposes in Ireland amounts to about .£32.000 
annually, and it is expected that the annual charge of the General Depot 
will not exceed XI, 500, there is reason to hope that some considerable 
saving of expense may result from the new* arrangement. 

An object, however, of much greater importance is to secure to the 
Medical Officers of Workhouses and Dispensaries the means of using, in 
their treatment of the poor, medicines of undoubted good quality, and 
such as they can rely upon for producing the effects which good 
medicines, whether simple or compound, are calculated to produce. 

The Commissioners will not here enter upon any statement of the facts 
brought to their knowledge by inquiry and by chemical analysis, which 
have led them to the conclusion that a great part of the supplies furnished 
to Unions in Ireland are not to be relied upon as genuine and good 
medicines, although in many cases they may be so. It is enough to state, 

* See page 41, 
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adulteration of drugs is most easy and tlie detection thereof most difficult, 
even to the medical gentlemen to whom the Guardians naturally look 
for advice on such a subject, and that the real quality of medicine, 
especially of compound medicines, can be discovered only by experts 
in chemistry, through analytical processes involving much time and 
labour. 

The practice which has been adopted by some contractors of endea- 
vouring to obtain contracts from Boards of Guardians, and unfortunately 
with too much success, by tendering for certain medicines at prices very 
far below the prices at which genuine articles of the kind could be 
purchased in the open market, has added greatly to the suspicion which 
at present rests upon a great part of the supplies furnished for use in the 
Workhouses and Dispensaries. TJnder the proposed system of a General 
Depot, to be conducted by an officer both experienced and trustworthy — 
and many such candidates will no doubt present themselves for selection 
— earnest endeavours will be made to obtain the best drugs, on the 
lowest terms, while for adulteration there will be no apparent motive, as 
no one is likely to possess any interest in such an abuse. 

As to the mode of appointment of The Poor Law Unions Apothecary , 
his functions and duties, the relation in which he will stand to the 
Boards of Guardians, and to the Commissioners, and all the financial 
arrangements for the conduct of the General Depot, the Commissioners 
refer the Guardians to the provisions of the Order, which are compre- 
hensive and explicit upon all these points. 

The Commissioners will only now add that much will depend upon the 
selection of this officer by theBoards of Guardians. Every candidate, the 
Guardians will see, must have the status of an apothecary. There is 
no diploma or licence in this country affecting the business of a wholesale 
chemist and druggist, otherwise it would have been a question whether 
such diploma or licence might not have been combined with the licence 
of apothecary as a qualification for candidates. 

Testimonials, therefore, should be favourably regarded which afford 
satisfactory proof that the candidate, besides being a licentiate of 
Apothecaries’ Hall, has had experience not only in the compounding 
of tinctures and the sale of medicines, but in the wholesale purchase 
or sale of drugs, as a practical acquaintance with drugs in their character 
of drugs of commerce will be of the utmost value in the performance of 
the duties of The Poor Law Unions Apothecary.

No. 4. — Poor Law Unions Apothecary. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 17th December, 1870. 

In reference to their recent Order enabling and requiring all the 
Unions in Ireland to join in future contracts for medicines, the Com- 
missioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland 
are desirous of entering into some further explanation regarding the 
intention of that Order, which appears to have been somewhat mis- 
apprehended. 

The abuses attending the present system of contract arise mainly from 
the multiplicity of the articles contracted for, each contractor for a 
Union being obliged to tender for and supply all it requires, and from 
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the inability of the Guardians and their officers to form a judgment of 
the quality of the supplies. 

Hence have arisen those trade artifices, the success of which has almost 
excluded some most respectable firms from the practice of competing. 
Dealers in unadulterated drugs will, no doubt, tender with more alacrity, 
at fair prices, to parties who possess the power of discriminating between 
articles of good and articles of bad quality than to those who do not. It 
must also be convenient to the trader to be enabled to limit his tender 
to particular articles, and to such quantities as may suit him at the time. 

It is said that a proper system of inspecting drugs by experts is all 
that is wanting to correct the abuses complained of ; but the task of 
testing by scientific examination so many articles lying at more than a 
thousand different depots is on the face of it impracticable. On the 
other hand it will be easy to apply such a test to the various articles 
lying in bulk at one depot before they are dispersed through the country. 

It is to be presumed that the proposed officer and one of his assist- 
ants, at least, will possess the faculty of discriminating between good 
and bad drugs, and that they will give the benefit of their skill and 
experience in this department to all the Unions alike. It is true that, 
of necessity and from the nature of the case, the Guardians can exercise 
no supervision or control over these officers, but this the Commissioners 
are prepared to exercise themselves through the medium of their Inspec- 
tors. It will be open to the Commissioners likewise to employ, as they 
do at present, the services of experts in chemical analysis, quite 
unconnected with the general management of the institution, as occasion 
may arise. 

Under such a system it seems unlikely that adulterated or bad 
medicines will escape detection before they are brought into consump- 
tion. Should such a thing at any time occur, it will probably be through 
error, and not by design. At all' events, complaint on that ground from 
any Medical Officer will receive prompt attention, and be followed by 
immediate inquiry into the merits of the case. In the event of any 
such complaints being preferred hereafter by Medical Officers, they will 
have nothing to hope and nothing to fear from drug contractors or 
their friends. 

Having no motive but the desire to benefit, at one and the same time, 
both the sick poor and the ratepayers, the Commissioners are satisfied 
that the present Order embraces all the means necessary to accomplish 
both these ends. 

As to the question of giving proper effect to the Order, an appeal is 
now made by the Commissioners to the judgment and good feeling of 
the several Union Boards, and they cannot but look with some anxiety 
to the views which each Board may be disposed to adopt upon the question.

No. 5 . — Poor Law Unions Apothecary. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
g IRj 5th January, 1871. 

Adverting to their recent Order for the appointment of a Poor 
Law Unions Apothecary, the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
■ for Relief of the Poor in Ireland desire to inform the Guardians that the 
time having now arrived for taking the first steps in execution of the 
Order, they have determined not to proceed with it in its present shape, 
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So much complaint had been made of the quality of the medicines 
supplied for use in Workhouses and Dispensaries, that the Commis- 
sioners anticipated a general acquiescence on the part of the Boards of 
Guardians in the adoption of an arrangement which appeared eminently 
calculated to secure good and reliable medicines in future for the treat- 
ment of the sick poor. 

Of the 163 Unions in Ireland, however, forty-five, including North 
Dublin, South Dublin, Cork, and Belfast, have passed resolutions adverse 
to the arrangement proposed ; nearly the same number have expressed 
themselves in favour of it ; and the remainder have accepted it without 
expressing any opinion. Under these circumstances it is not the inten- 
tion of the Commissioners to force the adoption of this arrangement upon 
so many unions adverse to the principle involved. 

Suggestions have been made, which in the event of their issuing an 
amended order, it will be the duty of the Commissioners in the mean- 
time to consider. 

For example, the mode of appointment laid down in the Order is 
objected to, and a competitive examination of candidates suggested 
instead ; but in the present state of the law the Commissioners do not 
feel themselves to be authorized to withdraw the direct appointment from 
the Boards of Guardians of the Unions united for that purpose, though 
possibly some different mode of making it may be adopted. 

_ If has also been suggested that the limitation requiring the qualifica- 
tion of “ Apothecary l' in the Manager of the General Depot, was 
unnecessary, and had the effect of excluding eminently qualified 
individuals from competition. This point -will also receive attention in 
the preparation of any amended order. 

The application of the Co-operative Principle to Poor Law Unions, 
which would have been effected by this Order in regard to drugs, was pro- 
bably not contemplated in the Irish Poor Law Act of 1838 ; and although 
that Act contains powers enabling Boards of Guardians to purchase sup- 
plies in common, and to appoint a common officer for the purpose, it may 
be found desirable to bring the subject under the consideration of Parlia- 
ment, before any further steps are taken.

No. 6. — Epidemic Disease. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
SlR > 9th February, 1871. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor in Ireland desire to call the attention of the Guardians to the fact that 
a greater tendency to epidemic disease exists at present in Ireland than 
has been observed since the famine period. There are some matters, there- 
fore, which it may be useful the Guardians should consider by way of 
precaution in the event of any epidemic disease breaking out in any part 
of the union. 

The Workhouse Fever Hospitals, although generally possessing ample 
accommodation, so far as the number of beds is concerned, are few and 
far between ; and in many unions the distance from the centre to the 
boundary in one or more directions is very considerable. 

In any populous part of the union remote from the centre it might 
become necessary for the Guardians to provide temporary accommodation 
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for fever patients in a case of serious outbreak ; but in the meantime, and 
for the purpose of the ordinary administration of relief, every possible 
facility should exist for the conveyance of fever patients to the fever 
hospital situate in the centre of the union. 

Most of the larger unions in Ireland at present possess one or two 
ambulances, or covered spring vans, for the conveyance of the sick to 
hospital, and the Commissioners would suggest that every union should 
be provided with at least one of these carriages exclusively for the con- 
veyance of poor persons suffering from contagious disease. 

Such a conveyance kept at the workhouse, and thoroughly disinfected 
after use, should be at the disposal of Relieving Officers whenever it may 
be required, amply provided with bedding and clothing whenever it may 
be sent for, under the direction and on the responsibility of the Master of 
the Workhouse, and placed by him under the charge of at least two 
trustworthy persons in the event of the Relieving Officer not accompany- 
ing the vehicle himself. . . 

There ought also to be at the disposal of the Relieving Officer for this 
description of service such nutritious restoratives as well as stimulants as 
might be made at once available for use when required in the removal of 

patients. , . 

Extract of meat, and condensed milk, preserved in pots, can, by the 
application of hot water, be converted immediately into beef tea or milk, 
and such means of sustaining the strength of sick persons, either adults 
or children, undergoing removal to hospital, should be kept in store at 
every workhouse and dispensary depot. When taken out of store for 
the service of the Relieving Officer, and used by him, they should be 
charged in his account as provisional relief given out of the workhouse. 

By a liberal use of such means as these the necessity may be avoided, 
at a comparatively small expense, of providing temporary hospitals to 
meet an outbreak of epidemic disease in parts of the union remote from 
the centre. 

When such remote districts are populous, and the epidemic threatens 
to be serious, temporary hospital accommodation should be resorted to at 
once.

No. 1. Letter from Dr. Thomson, Medical Officer of Bangor 

Dispensary District (co. Down), to the Commissioners.

Bangor Dispensary, 

g IE} 30th December, 1870. 

I beg again to report to you on the existence of small-pox in this 
district. Hugh Craig, formerly referred to, died on the 17th inst. ; 
Agnes Craig, his sister, residing in the same house, took the disease, and 
is going on favourably to convalescence. 

Eliza Cree, living on the opposite side of the same street, is also affected. 
I have this morning visited George Ritchey, a seaman, on board the 
Slaney, which arrived here last night from Maryport, and find him 
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suffering from small-pox. Before leaving this on the last voyage, he was 
in attendance on his wife, Hai*rietb Ritchey (now convalescent), who was 
ill with modified small-pox. He took ill at Maryport. The eruption 
appeared copiously on Saturday last, but the authorities there would not 
permit him to be brought ashore. I consider his case has been aggra- 
vated by so long confinement to a small berth in a badly ventilated fore- 
castle of the ship. He has been removed to the Newtownards Hospital.

Small-Pox. — Newtownards Union. 

Gentlemen, Belfast, 19th January, 1871. 

I have the honour to inform you that I, this day, proceeded to 
Bangor, pursuant to your instructions of the 5th inst., and madeinquiry 
upon oath into the circumstances under which the sailor, George Ritchey , 
was refused permission to land at Maryport, when attacked at that port 

^iTeg^forward herewith for your information the depositions of the 
captain of the Slaney, and of Dr. Thomson, the medical officer by whom 
Ritchey was seen on his arrival at Bangor. 

It appears that Ritchey, after he had been a couple of days at Mary- 
port, first complained of a cold, and on the Friday before Christmas Day 
this illness developed into an attack of small-pox, whereupon the captain 
of the vessel, accompanied by a friend named Walker, the owner of a 
carpenter’s yard at Maryport, called upon Dr. Pierson, the local public 
medical officer (as he understood), told him what had occurred, and ap- 
plied to have the case admitted into hospital, a request with which Lr. 
Pierson peremptorily refused to comply, stating they had no disease of 
the sort in the place, and that the vessel should be taken oiit of it altogether. 

It does not appear that Dr. Pierson threatened that, “ if they attempted 
to bring him ashore, he would have the ship tugged to Liverpool but 
the captain states that he said they “ ought to be towed to Liverpool, 
and told him “ on the peril of his life not to let the case come ashore at 
all." Dr. Pierson did not visit Ritchey on board the Slaney, but he told 
the captain he should report the case at the Custom-house ; and which 
the latter accordingly proceeded to do. 

It appears he then saw the collector of customs, Mr. Johnston, who 
informed him that he had nothing to do with it, and to go to Dr. 
Pierson • and, when informed by the captain that this course had been 
already taken, and that Dr. Pierson had referred him to him, he appears 
to have gone away and taken no further cognizance of the matter. 

Under these circumstances, no alternative was left to the. captain of 
the Slaney but to retain the sick man in the compartment in the fore- 
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castle of the vessel which he usually occupied, in company with two 
other sailors, till they returned to Bangor, for which they left on Wed- 
nesday, the 28th December, and reached on the night of Thursday, 
the- 29 th. 

. On the following morning he was seen by Dr. Thomson, who had 
him promptly removed to the Newtownards hospital, where he is now 
progressing towards recovery. 

Dr. Thomson describes in his evidence the condition in which he found 
Ritchey, and his opinion as to the risk involved in his remaining where 
he was, on board the vessel, both to the patient’s life and to the rest of 
the crew. 

As Dr. Thomson mentioned in his evidence that he had heard from 
the owner of the Slaney — Mr. Neill — that there were other cases in which 
a similar refusal to afford medical assistance at Maryport had occurred, 
I deemed it right to request the attendance of Mr. Neill, but, on ques- 
tioning him closely, I found he had no definite information to give on 
the. point ; but he stated captains of other vessels had sometimes com- 
plained to him of their having experienced a difficulty in this respect, 
adding, as the result of his own former experience when trading between 
Bangor and some English ports, that there was the utmost unwillingness 
observable in the latter to afford any medical assistance to the crews of 
Irish vessels when needing it. 

It is not necessary for me to point out that had a sailor attached to an 
English vessel been attacked at Bangor, or any other Irish port, as George 
Ritchey was attacked at Maryport, no difficulty whatever would have 
been experienced in promptly transmitting him to hospital, as, in fact, 
Ritchey was transmitted as soon as his arrival was made known to the 
proper officer at Bangor ; and it would certainly seem to indicate some 
very serious administrative defect if no similar provision exists in 
England ; and if sailors attacked, as Ritchey was, at any of the ports of 
that country, must be retained on board their vessels at the imminent 
risk of their own lives, as well as those of their shipmates.

Newtownards Union. — Case of George Ritchey. 

Bangor, County Down, 

19th January, 1871. 

Captain James Oliver sworn and examined. 

.1 am the captain of the schooner Slaney , 145 tons, trading generally between 
this and Maryport, in the coal trade. 

. T had a sailor named George Ritchey on board the vessel. We were lying at 
Maryport on the Tuesday before Christmas day, and on that day George Ritchey 
complamed to me that he was suffering from what he thought was cold. 
E othing was done about him then, nor till, as well as I recollect, the following 
kriday, when the small-pox appeared upon him. I did not see him myself, but 
the mate told me he had small-pox, and that I ought to s;o and see a doctor. 

As I did not know much about the matter, I went to Mr. Walker, who keeps 
a carpenters yard at Maryport, and is a friend to the owner of the Slaney. 
and I asked mm to come with me to Dr. Pierson’s, the medical officer at Mary- 
port, as I believe. 

We did not see Dr. Pierson at first, but we waited till lie came in. Mr. 
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Walker spoke to him when he arrived, and asked him would he allow a sailor 
who was 1 bad in small-pox to be put into the hospital. He asked us how we 
knew it was small-pox he had, and I told him there were some small spots out 
on him. He said first that there was nothing of the sort in their town, and for 
us to »o out of the place as quick as we could. He asked me had I reported the 
case at the Custom-house. I told him I had not, and he told me to go down 
and report it there. He said the vessel should be took out of the place alto- 
nether! and that we had no call coming into it. He told us distinctly he would 
not allow the case into the hospital when there was nothing of the sort m the 

10 We then went to the Custom-house, where we saw the head man, whose name 
I do not iust now recollect. T 

I told him I had a sailor on board who had small-pox, and be said I was to go 
to Dr Pierson about it, that be had nothing to do with it. I told him we had 
been with Dr. Pierson, and that he told us to come to him. He then went into 
another room and did nothing further in the matter. .... 

I forgot to mention that Dr. Pierson, when we were -with him, asked it the 
vessel was an Irish one, and I told him that she was. . 

Dr. Pierson did not, that I can now recollect, say that he would himself have 
the Slaney tugged to Liverpool if we attempted to land the man there, but he. 
said we ought to be towed to Liverpool, and he told me oh the peril of my life 
not to let the case come ashore at all. .. , 

I did not go back to Dr. Pierson a second time, and he did not visit Kite hey . 
on board. We were two or three days at Maryport before Ritchey complained 

We remained at Maryport from the Friday when I spoke to Dr. Pierson till 
the following Wednesday, when we left for Bangor. During the time we 
remained at Maryport, and during the voyage over, Ritchey occupied his own 
berth in the forecastle in a compartment usually occupied by him and two other 
sailors. No doctor saw Ritchey till Dr. Thomson saw him after our arrival m 
Bangor. I made no application at Maryport beyond what I have mentioned. 

I have been on this line for, I suppose, about thirteen or fourteen years, off 

and on this was the only occasion on which I found it necessary to look tor 

medical assistance at Maryport. . „ ,, « 

Of the two sailors who occupied Ritchey’s compartment in the forecastle oi 
the Slaney, one removed out of it after he was some days ill, and the other 
remained on in attendance on him till we arrived here, but neither of them took 
the disease from him. _ T , ,, ,. .. 

I now find on referring to my papers that the officer I made the application 
to at Maryport was the collector of that port, and that his name is Mr. Ihomas

Dr. H. Thomson, sworn and examined — I am the medical officer of the 
Bangor district. I remember the case of George Ritchey. I first saw him on 
board the Slaney in this harbour on the morning of Friday, the 30th December 
last. He was then in small-pox, and I would say he had been so for some seven 
or eight days previously. He was then completely covered with confluent small- 
pox. He was in the forecastle of the vessel when I saw him, and I understand 
he had been there from the commencement of his illness. I consider the fact ol 
his having been confined for several days in such a place, and of his having 
had, in the condition in which he then was, to undertake the passage from Mary- 
port to this, highly calculated to aggravate the character of the disease under 
which he was then labouring. _ _ . ^ „ .. , 

I had him at once conveyed to the Newtownards M orkhouse I ever Hospital, 
and though he is not yet recovered, he is progressing favourably towards 
recovery, and is now out of all danger. , , , 

The detention of George Ritchey on board the Slaney , when attacked at 
Maryport, and for several days afterwards, as described by the captain, was in 
my opinion calculated to endanger the lives of the rest of the crew of the vessel, 
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though I believe it has so happened that none of them has been since attacked 
by the disease. 

I am not myself aware of any other case of this nature, but Mr. Neill, the 
owner of the Slavey , informed me that he had heard of other cases in which a 
similar refusal to afford medical assistance had been experienced at Maryport.

No. C. — Letter from the Commissioners to His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
^ IR j 21st January, 1871. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland desire to state, for the information of His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, that on the 2nd instant they received a communication 
from Dr. Thomson, Medical Officer of the Bangor Dispensary District, 
Newtownards Union, stating that he had on the morning of the 30th 
ult., visited a seaman named George Ritchie on board a vessel, the 
“ Slaney,” which had arrived the previous night from Maryport, and 
found him suffering from small-pox, and, at the same time, drawing 
attention to the circumstance that “ the authorities” at Maryport, where 
the man was taken ill, would not permit him to be brought ashore there. 

On the receipt of this letter the Commissioners instructed their 
Inspector, Mr. O’Brien, to make inquiry into the circumstances of the 
case, which Mr. O’Brien proceeded to do, on the arrival again of the 
“ Slaney ’ at Bangor from Maryport, whither the vessel had meanwhile 
returned. 

They have now received Mr. O’Brien’s report, a copy of which, and 
of the accompanying minutes of evidence, they have the honour to forward 
herewith for His Excellency’s information. 

It appears that George Ritchie was attacked with small-pox at Mary- 
port on the 23rd December last, and that Dr. Pearson, Medical Officer 
of Maryport District, refused to permit him to be removed to hospital, 
on the ground as stated that there was no case of small-pox in the place, 
and that the vessel should go to Liverpool. It further appears that Dr! 
Pearson did not visit the man on board the vessel, or afford him anv 
medical aid or advice, and that the Collector of Customs, to whom 
application was made, avoided taking any notice of the case. 

George Ritchie remained on board the “Slaney” with two other 
sailors in the forecastle, until the vessel came to Bangor on the 30th 
December last, when he was visited by Dr. Thomson, Medical Officer of 
the Bangor Dispensary District, and .removed to the Newtownards 
Workhouse Eever Hospital, where he is progressing favourably. 

As regards the course pursued in this instance by the authorities at 
Maryport, the Commissioners have to state that they could point out 
within a recent period several cases in which small-pox patients arriving 
m Irish ports from. Great Britain or the Continent have, at once, noL 
withstanding the risk of contagion, been taken out of their ships and 
treated either m hospital or by the Dispensary Officer ; nor is there any 
port of the coast of Ireland in which immediate assistance would not be 
cheerfully afforded in such a case. 

Refusal to permit such a sick person to land, through dread of con- 
tagmn, would be regarded in this country, not only by official authorities, 
out by the population at large, as a very uncivilised proceeding, especially

George Ritchie. 

g IR Maryport, 4th February, 1871. 

In compliance with your instructions we have inquired into the circum- 
• stances of this man’s case. _ , _ _ . . , .. 

We have been attended by Dr. Pearson and Mr. Johnston, the two gentlemen 
referred to in the papers transmitted to us for perusal, and we now beg to 
forward herewith the communications which those gentlemen have addressed to 
us touching the inquiry. . . 7 

There is not, as has been assumed by the Irish authorities, a Public Hospital 
in this town for the reception of sick patients. 

This town is situate within and forms part of the Cockermouth Union. Dr. 
Pearson is the Medical Officer of the Maryport district, and his duty is to attend 
to all paupers on receiving a written request from the local Relieving Officer ; 
but in Ritchie’s case it appears that no such application was ever made to that 
officer by the Captain of the “Slaney” and therefore Dr. Pearson was not 
officially required to attend to Ritchie as a pauper patient. 

The application which was made to Dr. Pearson by the Captain was simply 
an application made to him in his private capacity as a general practitioner, and 
not in his official capacity as officer of health. 

The Poor Law Guardians of the Union have fitted up in this town a room 
as a kind of fever hospital for the reception of pauper patients whose places of 
abode are deemed unfit for their remaining therein whilst labouring under fever. 

No staff is permanently attached to this fever hospital, and when a patient 
has to be placed therein a nurse has to be procured for the occasion. 

The place of reception is exclusively under the control of the Poor Law 
Guardians, and not under the control of the local authority, to wit the Trustees 
for the District and Harbour of Maryport.

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(b ) — Letter from Dr. Pearson to the Magistrates. 

Gentlemen, — In deference to the wish you expressed to me on Tuesday, that 
I should report upon the case of George Ritchie, I do so — not, however, in any 
official capacity, but simply as a private practitioner. 

The master of the Slaney applied to me, saying he had a seaman on board 
who was ill of small-pox ; he wanted an order from me to remove him to hospital. 
There is no place in Maryport to where such a case could be sent, and where he 
would be isolated from the inhabitants of the town. George Ritchie was not a 
pauper, therefore the parish authorities had nothing to do with the case. I told 
the master of the Slaney he had better apply at the Custom-house. I can well 
believe his assertion that it is difficult to procure any medical assistance at an 
English port. I myself have invariably refused for many years to render any 
medical assistance to masters and crews of Irish vessels, for experience has 
taught me that they will not pay any man for his services, and in addition to 
their dishonesty, they are often exceedingly insolent ; as for going on board 
their vessels, they are in such a filthy state, it cannot be wondered at if medical 
men refuse to do so. I need not at present enter into the question of how 
desirable it would be to have an hospital for the reception of sick seamen. 

I once, some years ago, endeavoured through the guardians to institute such 
an asylum, but those who were to reap the greatest benefit from it refused the 
slightest help towards it.

(c) — Letter from Mr. Johnstone, Collector of Customs, to the 
Magistrates. 

Custom-house, Maryport, 3rd February, 1871. 

Small-pox on board the Slaney of Belfast. 

Sir, — With reference to the papers transmitted from the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department to the magistrates of this district for their report 
upon the circumstances of this case, having been requested to reply to the charge 
made against me f that the Collector of Customs, to whom application was 
made, avoided taking any notice of the case.” 

I beg to state that the Slaney arrived here on the 1 8th December, there was 
no person ill then, when examined by the officer on duty; it appears by the 
master’s statement, that on the 20th Ritchie complained of cold, and on the 
23rd small-pox appeared, five days after the arrival of the vessel, and, as Quar- 
antine Officer, I could not interfere, unless there had been a Proclamation or 
Order in Council in force; she was within the jurisdiction of the “Nuisance 
Authority,” as defined by the 30th and 32nd Sections of the 29 & 30 Vic., cap. 
90, and as the master had been to see Dr. Pearson, who is the “Medical In- 
spector ” appointed by the “Trustees for the District and Harbour of Mary, 
port,” who, I presume, are the “ Nuisance Authority ” also, I felt I had nothing 
to do in the matter. Had he come to me in the first instance, or had the man 
been ill with small-pox on arrival, I would have written to Dr. Pearson, inform- 
ing him of the case ; and, having done so, I would consider my responsibility at 
an end. 

I asked the master what the Doctor said ; he replied, that he told him not to 
let the man come ashore. I then said “ You must obey the Doctor’s orders.” 
The vessel sailed from this on the 28th ultimo. 

I have been informed that at or prior to Ritchie’s sailing for this port, his wife 
had the small-pox.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland acknowledge the receipt of the file of papers referred 
on the 10th inst., from the Chief Secretary’s Office, for any observations 
they may wish to make regarding the refusal of the authorities at Mary- 
port to permit a seaman, attacked with small-pox, to be landed from the 

skip Sidney. . . . , . ,, 

The Commissioners have read the communications contained m the hie 
of papers, from the Magistrates acting at Maryport ; from Mr. Thos. M. 
Johnstone, Collector of Customs there; and from Dr. Joseph Pearson, 
respectively. , , c 

In reference thereto the Commissioners have the honour to state, tor 
the information of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, that it appears 
to them that the explanations afforded are by no means satisfactory, and 
that if they can be considered to be so, a lamentable defect must be 
admitted to exist in the sanitary arrangements in Maryport District of 
Cockermouth Union. The result being that Irishmen arriving m that har- 
bour with small-pox cannot be landed for treatment or obtain medical 
relief on board ship. _ . . 

Dr. Pearson’s explanation must be considered in relation to the three 
distinct capacities in which he performs the functions of a medical man, 
viz., as u Inspector to the Maryport Nuisance Authority ; or, in otliei 
words, “ Public Officer of Health.” Secondly, “Poor Law Medical 
Officer of Maryport District of .Cockermouth Union;” and lastly as 
a “ private practitioner.” 

He answers for himself, as he declares, exclusively in Ins private 
capacity, and avows that in that capacity he would not render medical 
assistance to the crew of an Irish vessel if called on to do so, a sentiment 
which the Commissioners are assured would not be regarded with 
approval by the medical profession generally. 

But in what capacity was it that he ordered the patient, George 
Pitchie, not to be brought ashore, and warned the captain not to do it 
on peril of his life ? and influenced the captain by threats to put to sea 
again without obtaining medical aid. 

Whether this was done in his capacity of Health Officer or Poor Law 
Officer, it was equally unauthorized and censurable, and it could scarcely 
be in that of “ private practitioner” that he assumed to himself such an 
authority in the eyes even of an ignorant seaman. 

Such heartless language and inhospitable conduct as that of Dr. Pear- 
son, in regard to Pier Majesty’s subjects in Ireland, could not be safely 
adopted towards the subjects of any foreign power by any responsible 
public officer, and it seems to the Commissioners a proper subject for 
consideration, whether, notwithstanding Dr. Pearson’s explanation, this 
course of conduct was put forward by him in his public capacity. 

It will be observed that the Collector of Customs, on hearing from the 
Sidney's captain Dr. Pearson’s prohibition of the landing, says he told him 
he must obey the doctor’s orders, so that there is no doubt that he 
regarded those orders as having been given officially, and it is much to be 
regretted that he gave to them the additional weight of his own authority.

Jane Heron or Barrows is of the reputed age of thirty years, that the said 
Thomas Barrows is of the reputed age of fifteen months ; find that the said Jane 
Heron or Barrows was born in Lisburn, Ireland ; find that the said Jane Heron 
or Barrows lias become, and is now, actually chargeable to the Parochial Board 
of the parish of Barony, Glasgow, and that the said Jane Heron or Barrows has 
not acquired and retained a settlement in Scotland ; find that none of the said 
persons would suffer bodily or mental injury by being removed as herein ordered. 
Therefore I do hereby order that Jane Heron or Barrows be removed with 
Thomas Barrows her said child, and conveyed to, and delivered safely at, the 
workhouse at Lisburn ; and I do order you, the said Charles Anderson Forsyth, 
Assistant Inspector of Poor, to cause the said persons to be so safely conveved 
and delivered.

of her husband. 

The case, however, appears to be one of great cruelty, and the Com- 
missioners will represent the facts to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant.

No. 5. — Letter from the Commissioners to his Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 14th July, 1870. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor in Ireland transmit to you for the information of his Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant the accompanying extracts from minutes of pro- 
ceedings of the Board of Guardians of Lisburn Union, relating to the 
removal of Jane Herman and her child from Glasgow to the Work- 
house of Lisburn Union, in the month of June last. 

It appears that Jane Herman was deserted by her husband about six 
weeks before her removal, and that when she arrived at Lisburn Work- 
house, she, as well as her infant child, was suffering from tubercular disease, 
which proved fatal in both cases within a short time after their arrival 
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on the 6th June, the mother having died on the 12th, and the child on 
the 16th of that month. The Medical Officer of Lisburn Workhouse 
has expressed a strong opinion that neither of these persons, who are 
stated to have been sent as deck passengers, was in a fit state to be 
removed, or to bear a long journey by sea. 

According to the law relating to removals in England, as recently 
decided by the Court of Queen’s Bench, a woman who has been deserted 
by her husband is not legally removable in the absence of the husband. 
The Commissioners are not aware on what ground it could be contended 
that the law in this respect is not the same in regard to removals from 
Scotland ; neither is there any appeal against illegal removals from 
Scotland to Ireland ; but the Commissioners think it manifest that the 
removal of a woman and her child, suffering under disease which proved 
fatal, in the absence of her husband, affords an instance of cruelty in the 
carrying out of the provisions of the Removal Law, which it is their 
duty to bring under the notice of his Excellency.

Report of the Board of Supervision for the Relief of the Poor in Scotland, 
upon the removal of Jane Herman (otherwise Heron) or Barrows, and her child 
from Barony Parish, Glasgow, to the Workhouse of Lisburn Union in Ireland. 

The Board have to report that they have made inquiry into the circumstances 
attending the removal of Jane Herman above mentioned, and. they find that 
the pauper and her child were removed by the parochial authorities of Barony 
Parish on the 6th of June last, upon an order for removal granted in terms of 
the Act 25 & 26 Vic., c. 113, by Mr. Erskine Murray, advocate, one of the 
sheriff substitutes for the county of Lanark, upon the 24th of May preceding. 

The pauper was seen and examined by the sheriff substitute upon the 23rd 
of May, and upon the same day Mr. William Bryce, Medical Officer, certified 
that the health of the pauper and her child was such as to admit of removal. 
Upon the 6th of June, the day of actual removal, Mr. John Riddall, another 
Medical Officer, also certified that the pauper and her child were in a condition 
to be removed. „ 

The pauper and her child were accordingly taken by the removing officer on 
the 6th of June by railway from Glasgow to Greenock, and were conveyed 
thence by steamboat to Belfast, but not as deck passengers, as stated in the 
letter dated the 14th of July, from the Commissioners for administering 
the laws for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland, to Mr. Burke. It appears that 
a steerage passage was taken for the pauper and her child, and that they were 
under cover all night. It further appears that the removing officer treated the 
woman and her child kindly and considerately during the passage and jour- 
ney, and frequently supplied them with food and refreshment. The Board ap- 
pend to this report a copy of the statement made by the removing officer as to 
the manner in which the removal was effewted. 

L T pon a consideration of the above facts the Board are of opinion that the 
order of removal was regularly obtained, and that the removal itself wus care- 
fully executed. They see no ground upon which the Scotch parochial autho- 
rities can be held liable to censure. 

With regard to the recent decision of the Court of Queen’s Bench referred 
to by the Irish Poor Law Commissioners in their letter to Mr. Burke, the Board 
would observe in the first place that the allegation of the Commissioners that 
the pauper was deserted by her husband only about six weeks before her re- 
moval, is not correct. The pauper states in her deposition before the sheriff 
substitute on the 23rd of May £k My husband deserted me six months ago, 
and I don’t know where he is.” _ . 

In the second place the Board are of opinion that in the circumstances of this 
case, the pauper, by the law of Scotland, was legally removable, and it is 
obvious that the judge who granted the order of removal must have been of the 
same opinion. 

Whether the medical officers who examined the pauper and her child upon 
the 23rd of May and 6th of June ought to have detected the diseases of 
which they afterwards died, or whether these diseases were then latent, and 
became suddenly developed into activity subsequent to the dates of examination 
in Scotland, it is now, of course, impossible to ascertain ; but the medical 
officers referred to are qualified medical practitioners, and there can be no 
reason to doubt that their certificates were given in perfectly good faith. _ _ 

The Board regret that the Irish Poor Law Commissioners, without waiting 
to hear what the Scotch parochial authorities might have to say in self-defence, 
should have characterized this case as affording “an instance of cruelty in the 
carrying out of the provisions of the Removal Law.”

(c) — S tatement of the Removing Officer. 

Mr. Thomas Prosser. 

I am Removing Officer of the Barony Parish. I have been so about five 
years. I remember moving a woman called Jane Herman or Barrowes on the 
6th of last June, I received charge of the pauper and her child at the Paro- 
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ehial Board's office, and proceeded with them by tram to Greenock, where we 
embarked on board the Belfast steamboat. I took a steerage passage for the 
pauper and her child. They were under cover all night. It was very rough 
after we passed Ailsa Craig. The woman was not sea sick, but was in depressed 
vniriN and very weakly. The voyage seemed to have an effect upon her--it 
seemed to affect her held and stomach. She said her stomach felt very full, 
and that her head was going round; twice on board the ship she went into a 
sort of fainting state. I gave her spirits and water which revived her. She was 
able to walk on board the ship at Greenock and carried her child. She was 
also able to walk on shore at Belfast, where I gave her breakfast She took 
two cups of tea and an egg ; but very little else. I then drove with her to the 
stationf and took train to Lisburn. She fainted again on her arrival at Lisburn ; 
in a few minutes she came round, and I removed her to the V orkhouse. She 
walked from the station to the conveyance ; but I was obliged to carry the 
child and to assist her into the Workhouse. She was then very weak. 

The child was at the breast, but the mother had no milk for it. 1 bought 
milk in Glasgow, and also in Belfast, on which the child was fod. Ihe^ child 
appeared to be delicate, but I did not notice any looseness of the bowels ; it was 
very much wrapped up, and there might be looseness without my seeing it. 

The mother’s condition when we reached Lisburn Workhouse was a good 
deal worse than when we left Glasgow, she was much weaker. I attributed 
that to the voyage, and to her depression of spirits. In this case 1 used a con- 
veyance as I thought the woman weakly.

Adverting to the correspondence which took place in the month of 
June last, relating to the case of Jane Herman and her child, who were 
removed from Glasgow to the workhouse of Lisburn Union, and both of 
whom died shortly after their removal, the Commissioners for adminis- 
tering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in Ireland desire to acquaint the 
Board of Guardians that the case has been investigated by the Board of 
Supervision for the Belief of the Poor in Scotland, and reported upon by 
that Board to the Secretaiy of State for the Home Department ; and 
that, in answer to the complaint of cruelty on the part of the removing 
authorities in Scotland, made by the Commissioners to His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant, the Board of Supervision express tlieir opinion 
that the order of removal was regularly obtained, and that the removal 
itself was carefully executed, and they see no ground on which the 
Scotch parochial authorities can be held liable to censure. 

The Board of Supervision forward, at the same time, a report from 
Mr. Thomas Prosser, the removing officer, which contains a very minute 
and painful account of the sufferings of the poor woman on the passage 
from Greenock to Belfast, and again on the railway from Belfast to 
Lisburn, where she appears from his account to have arrived in a state 
of complete exhaustion. A copy of this report is enclosed for the Guar- 
dians’ information. 

This account confirms and places beyond doubt the correctness of the 
opinion pronounced by the medical officer of Lisburn Workhouse in the 
cases of Jane Herman and her child, to the effect that neither of these 
persons was in a fit state to be removed or to bear a long journey by sea. 

The Commissioners remain of opinion that this was one of the many 
cases of great cruelty and hardship to the poor which have occurred under 
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the operation of the laws of removal from Great Britain to Ireland ; and 
they intend to address Her Majesty’s Government further on the subject. 

The Board of Supervision have pointed out two alleged errors in the 
return made by the Clerk of the Union to the Commissioners (in replies 
to the usual queries received at this office with the copy warrant on 
the 23rd June last), and contend that the woman and her child were not 
deck passengers, but had steerage passages provided for them ; and, 
secondly, that the woman had been deserted by her husband six months 
and not six weeks, as stated in the return. 

The Clerk’s explanation should be obtained and reported to the Com- 
missioners on each of these points.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 4th inst., 
transmitting for their information copy of a communication, with its en- 
closures, received from the Secretary of State for the Home Department, 
relating to the removal of J ane Herman, or Barrow, from the Barony 
Parish, Glasgow, to the Workhouse of Lisburn Union. 

The Commissioners have read with attention the report of the Board 
of Supervision on this case, and also its enclosure containing a statement, 
signed by Mr. Thomas Prosser, the removing officer of the Parish of 
Barony, Glasgow, under whose charge the deceased woman, Jane Herman, 
and her child were removed under warrant from that parish to Lisburn. 

This officer minutely describes the state of J ane Herman on board the 
Greenock steamer, to the effect that she was very weakly and in de- 
pressed spirits, although not sea-sick ; and that she went, while on board, 
into a sort of fainting state twice. 

On arrival at Belfast he drove with her to the railway station, and 
took train to Lisburn. “ She fainted again,” he says, “ on her arrival at 
Lisburn. In a few minutes she came round, and I removed her to the 
Workhouse. She walked from the station to the conveyance, but I was

P ° As regards the 1 statement of the Clerk of Lisburn Union, that the 
woman and her child were deck passengers, the Commissioners apprehend 
that the steerage passage, stated by the Board of Supervision to have been 
procured, was, after all, no other than a deck passage, paid for at the same rate ; 
and that, notwithstanding the poor woman and her child may have been 
under cover, that fact would mitigate only m a partial degree the hard- 
ship of a sea voyage on deck in stormy weather, to a person m the last 
stage of consumptive disease. . , 

The Board of Supervision, adverting to the view of the Commissioners 
that the recent decision of the Court of Queen’s Bench m England restecj 
upon mounds which were applicable to the present case, observe that 
the period of Jane Herman's desertion by her husband had been six 
months, and nor six weeks, as stated by the Clerk of'Lisbum Union in 
his return to the Commissioners. 

But in the case decided by the English Court nothing turned upon 
the length of the period of desertion, or even on the fact of desertion 
itself. The decision proceeded on the necessity of the head of the family, 
if alive, being made a party to the process of removal. The words of 
the Scotch statute, though not identical with the words of the English 
statute, are precisely to the same effect, so far as the grounds are con- 
cerned on which the English decision rests. 

A copy of the judgment referred to will be found at page 46 of the 
last annual report on Irish Poor Laws ; and the provisions of the English 
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and Scotch Poor Law, which are in question, are respectively the 2nd 
section of the Statute 8 ancl 9 Viet., cap. 117, and the 77th section of 
the 8 and 9 Viet., cap. 93, the latter being the Scotch Poor Law Act.

X am diiected by Mr. Secretary Bruce to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 21st ult., transmitting a letter from the Irish Poor Law Commis- 
sioners, in answer to the report of the Board of Supervision for the Relief of 
the Poor in Scotland, with reference to the removal of Jane Herman or Barrow 
and her child from the Barony Parish, Glasgow, to the Workhouse of the Lis- 
burn Union, and I am to transmit to you herewith, to be laid before the Irish 
Government, copy of a letter upon the subject from the Lord Advocate and to 
say that it appears to Mr. Bruce that the decision of the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, referred to in the letter of the Poor Law Commissioners, is open to the 
doubts expressed as to its soundness by the Lord Advocate, and that it is im- 
probable that that decision will have any influence on removals in Scotland un- 
less confirmed by a judgment of the Superior Courts in that country. ’ 
With reference to the particular case of removal which led to this correspond- 
ence, _ the evidence, if not absolutely conclusive, goes far to prove that the 
examination of the paupers by the medical men was very improperly conducted • 
and Mr. Bruce hopes that the representations about to be made by the Lord 
Advocate to the Sheriff of Lanarkshire, the county from which a ureat part of 
these removals takes place, will secure, for the future, a more careful regard for 
the humane provisions of the law.

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(b) — Letter from the Lord Advocate to the Secretary of State for 
the Home Department. 

Edinburgh, 

Sir, October 29th, 1870. 

I have the honour to acknowledge your letter of the 25th inst., together 
with the correspondence which has taken place relative to the removal of Jane 
Herman or Barrow and her child from the Barony Parish, Glasgow, to the 
Workhouse of Lisburn Union in Ireland, and requesting my opinion as to 
whether the decision of the Court of Queen’s Bench, referred to in this corre- 
spondence as to the irremovability of a female pauper, whose husband has 
deserted her, and cannot be found, is founded on a state of law practically iden- 
tical with that of Scotland, and whether, if that is so, I consider that the 
decision of the English Court, although not legally binding in Scotland, should 
regulate the practice in this respect of the Board of Supervision. 

In reply, I have the honour to state, for the information of Mr. Secretary 
Bruce, that the following is my opinion on the whole matter : — 

The policy of the Statute Law, relating to the removal of paupers, is ques- 
tioned by persons whose opinion is entitled to the highest consideration ; but 
the prevailing opinion in England, I believe, and in Scotland certainly, is in 
favour of the law, and the contrary opinion is, I rather think, confined to 
Ireland. 

Natives of England and Scotland rarely become chargeable in Ireland, whilst 
natives of Ireland frequently become chargeable in England, and still more 
frequently in Scotland, on account of the facility of communication. 

The consequence is, that in some districts of Scotland the rates are very 
largely increased by Irish paupers, who have no settlement in Scotland. The 
actual exercise of the power of removal is only a slight check ; but, were the 
power removed, the influx of Irish paupers into Scotland would, it is appre- 
hended, and I think on reasonable grounds, be enormously increased. 

With respect to the judgment of the Queen’s Bench— in the Poor Law 

Commissioners of Ireland against the Parish of Liverpool, 5 L.R.Q.B., 79 

I am unable to say that the provision of the English Act, on which it proceeds, 
is materially different from the corresponding provision in the Scotch Act. But 
I venture to question the soundness of the decision, which seems to me to pro- 
ceed on an overstrained construction of the letter of the Act. That the reason, 
intent, and policy of the law extend to the case there dealt with as a l; casus 
improvisus" is, I think, clear ; and it must, I should imagine, have been with

burden English ratepayers with a family of Irish paupers, who had no settlement 
in England, merely because the father of the family had absconded, and could 
not be found to be removed along with them. If the decision be right, all that 
can be said in consequence is, that the enactment is so imperfectly expressed as 
to lead to this manifestly unintended, because manifestly unreasonable, result. 
1 think the same judgment would not be pronounced by tile Scotch Court. 
Eut, however that may be, the Board of Supervision has no power or autho- 
nty in the matter, nor has the Secretary of State. 

The law, as it stands on the existing Act, must be executed by sheriffs and 
justices according to their judgment, in individual cases, as they arise, subject 
to the review of the Supreme Court, who may correct an erroneous judgment, 
ihe several P arochial Boards are not, in seeking enforcement of the law, subject 
to the control of the Board of Supervision, or of the Secretary of State. The 
I oor Law Commissioners of Ireland may resort to the Court of Session, should 
they think that, in any particular case, the law, as it exists, has been misinter- 
preted or erroneously applied ; but they have no appeal to the Board of Super- 
vision or even to the Government, unless with a view to a Government measure 
to alter the law. 

I have not been desired to express any opinion as to the conduct of the medical 
officers of the Parochial Board, in certifying the pauper as in a fit state to be 
removed with safety. “ Prima facie” the case is against them, especially against 
JJr. Kendall, who certified the fitness of the pauper on the 6th of June ; but 
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they have not been put upon their defence, and may possibly have a good °n& 
The report of the removing officer certainly produces a strong impression on 
my mind that the pauper, when actually removed was not mo fit state .for ie- 

moval ; and, without some further explanation than he affords, I should ot 
myself much hesitate to apply the epithet “ cruel” to the proceedings, altl o gh 
the removing officer may not have any personal blame in the mattei. Had my 
atteX befn called toTe case at the time, I should have ^cd an invesU 
action by the Procurator-Fiscal; but, considering the lapse of tame and the 
sheriff’s warrant proceeding on medical certificates, and granted after he 
himself seen and examined the pauper, I think an investigation could not be 

usefully directed .c ^ auty) however, to call the attention of the sheriff of 
Lanarkshire to the case, and to express my opinion that the report of 1 the re- 
moving officer, together with the fatal result, have produced a strong impiession 
on mymind that the warrant of removal ought not to have been applied to o 
executed, and requiring him to impress upon the medical men, on whose certifi- 
cates he proceeded, the necessity of greater care and caution, and also upon the 
parochiaf officers the responsibility they may incur by obtaining and executmg 
a warrant of removal in the case of a delicate pauper labouring under disease 
To enable me to do so, I have to request that the whole papers shall be 
turned to me after the case has been disposed of by Mr. Secretaiy Biuce.

’ The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor in Ireland acknowledge the receipt of your letter ol the Hltli 
inst„ transmitting by direction of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
a copy of a communication from the Secretaiy of State for the Home 
Department, and of a letter from the Lord Advocate relating to the 
removal of Jane Herman, or Barrow, from the Barony Parish, Glasgow, 
to the Workhouse of Lisburn Union. . . 

The Commissioners observed, with satisfaction, that the view taken 
by the Lord Advocate of the facts of this particular case, supports the 
complaint brought by the Commissioners under the notice of His Excel- 
lency, and the expressions used by them on that occasion, to which the 

Board of Supervision objected. . , , T „„ ,, , 

With regard to the policy of preserving the Statute Law of Scotland 
authorizing the removal of Irish born persons to Ireland, the Commis- 
sioners feel called upon to notice the apprehension expressed by the 
Lord Advocate that the influx of Irish paupers mto Scotland would be 
enormously increased by abolishing the Removal Law. 

There are doubtless Irish tramps in Scotland, as without doubt there 
are Scotch tramps occasionally in Ireland, but that there is any influx o 
Irish paupers into Scotland, or that any such thing has existed for many 

years past, is entirely unknown to the. Commissioners. 

In the recent Land Inquiry, the information brought out by one ot 
Mr Eortescue’s questions shows that migration from Ireland to Scotland 
consists for the most part of persons seeking permanent employment m 
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that country, but little remaining now of the periodical migration for 
harvest work. To neither of the above classes could the expression 
“ influx of paupers ” be fairly applied, both classes conferring benefit 
rather than injury on the commercial and agricultural interests of Scotland. 

What is most certain, however, is that orders of removal from Scotland 
to Ireland do not arise out of any “ influx of Irish paupers into Scotland,” 
as the cases known to the Commissioners almost invariably relate to the 
persons or families of men who have devoted many of the best years of 
their life to a course of industry in Scotland, and when overtaken by 
misfortune or destitution have been removed to the Workhouse of the 
Union in Ireland containing the place in which they were born, to spend 
the remainder of their lives at a distance from their relatives or other 
connexions in Scotland. 

To take as an instance the case of the last known arrival under a 
Removal Order from Scotland. Daniel Browne, aged 7 5 years, left Ire- 
land forty-eight years ago, of which the last twenty-five years were spent, 
twenty in Dumbartonshire, and five years in different parishes in Glas- 
gow, and, having finally obtained relief in Barony Parish, after two 
years’ residence there, he was removed from that parish to Ballymoney, 
in Ireland.* 

The Commissioners, having examined the documents relating to this 
case, informed the Board of Guardians that they apprehended that there 
was no legal remedy available, and the Guardians thereupon passed the 
following resolution : — 

Moved by the Chairman, seconded by James E. Leslie, esq., and 
resolved : 



“That having read the Co mm issioners’ letter of the 12 th instant, this 
Board would respectfully press upon them the necessity of having a 
change effected in the present Law of Settlement • that we regard the 
case referred to, in which Daniel Browne, who was born in this Union, 
removed to Scotland when 26 years of age, and remained there as an 
industrious citizen for forty-eight years, and afterwards sent to end his 
days here under a justice’s warrant and at the expense of a Union in 
which he has not resided for nearly half a century, as a striking illustra- 
tion of the inhumanity of the present law.” 

Cases of this kind are frequently occurring, and produce much dis- 
satisfaction in Ireland, a feeling in which the Commissioners heartily 
concur, and they cannot think that the apprehension assigned for the 
retention of the Removal Law is a well-founded one. 

With regard to the recent decision of the Court of Queen’s Bench in 
England, the Commissioners thankfully accept the suggestion of the 
Lord Advocate that they can resort to the Court of Session in Scotland 
should they think that, in any particular case, the law as "it exists lias 
been misinterpreted, or erroneously applied, and it is their intention at 
once to place the facts of the case of J ane Herman and her child in the 
hands of a professional adviser in Scotland, with the view to an appeal 
against the act of the Sheriff-Substitute in that case on the ground that 
the woman and child were not removable to Ireland without the husband 
and lather.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland transmit herewith a statement and copy of cor- 
respondence . relating to the removal of J ane Herman, or Barrow (a 
married woman, deserted by her husband), and her infant child from the 
Parish of Barony, Glasgow, to the Lisburn Union, in Ireland, under a 
warrant of removal granted by the Sub-Sheriff of Lanarkshire. 

The Commissioners request that you will, on their behalf, peruse these 
documents, and prepare from them a memorial to be laid before Mr. 
George Miller, q.c., for his advice and opinion whether the Commis- 
sioners can proceed, as suggested by the Lord Advocate in his letter to 
the Secretary of State for the Home Department of the 29th October, 
by way of application in this case to the Court of Session in Scotland. 

It is the desire of the Commissioners to obtain a decision in a court 
of last resort, if necessary, on the question whether a similar rule to that 
of the Queen’s Bench in England, quoted in the correspondence, ought 
not to be adopted in Scotland.

Annexed is a copy of correspondence between the Commissioners for adminis- 
tering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, Her Majesty’s Government, 
and the Board of Supervision for Relief of the Poor in Scotland, relating to the 
removal of Jane Herman, or Barrow (a married woman deserted by her hus- 
band), and her infant child, under warrant granted by the Sub-Sheriff of 
Lanarkshire, from the Parish of Barony, Glasgow, to the Lisburn Union in 
Ireland : — _ .... .. . . 

Apart from the circumstances of peculiar hardship in this case, as detailed in 
the correspondence, the Commissioners question the legality of the removal, on 
the ground that a married woman and her child, though having no settlement 
in the place in which they have become chargeable, cannot be removed to Ire- 
land in the absence of the husband and hither. This has been decided to be 
the state of the law in England by a decision of the Court of Queen’s Bench, 
in the case of the Poor Law Commissioners of Ireland v. the Yestry of Liver- 
pool. A copy of the judgment of the Court in this case will be found among 
the correspondence (No. 5). The judgment appears to be founded on the words 
of the 2nd section of the 8 and 9 Yict. c. 117, and the corresponding provision 
of the Scotch Poor Law Act (sec. 77 of the 8 & 9 Yic. c. 93) appears to be 
substantially the same.

As instructed by your letter of 28th ultimo, we prepared a short 
memorial as to the case of Jane Herman or Barron, and submitted the 
same along with the papers in that case which you forwarded to us, to 
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Mr. John Millar, Q.C., for liis opinion on the questions stated in the 
memorial. We had a consultation with him on the case some days ago, 
and having now obtained from him his written opinion, we send same 
annexed to the memorial, and return the papers which you sent to us. 

If the Commissioners should desire any proceedings to be taken in the 
Court here, in the way indicated in Mr. Millar’s opinion, we would 
require to receive information as to the position and name of the party 
or parties who may be entitled, under the provisions of the English Poor 
Law Act, to sue on behalf of the Lisburn Union, and we would also re- 
quire to be furnished with a statement of the expenses incurred by the 
Union in connexion with reception, maintenance, and treatment of the 
woman and her child. We will also require, if any proceedings are to 
be taken, to receive back the papers herewith sent, but which wo have 
thought it best to return in the meantime.

No. 14 — Memorial for the Poor Law Commissioners of Ireland 
for the Opinion of Counsel, and Opinion of Mr. John Millar, 
q.c., thereon, Referred to in Foregoing Letter (No. 13). 

There is herewith submitted to Counsel a copy of a correspondence 
which has taken place between the Memorialists, Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, and the Board of Supervision for the Relief of the Poor in Scotland, 
relating to the removal of a person of the name of Jane Herman or 
Barrow, with her infant child from the Barony parish of Glasgow to the 
Lisburn Union in Ireland. It will be seen from the documents and 
correspondence that the case was one attended with apparent negligence, 
if not with cruelty, and the attention of the officers of the Lisburn Union 
were in consequence particularly directed to it ; both the woman and 
her child having died within a few days after their entrance to the 
Union, of diseases of which in all probability they must have been 
acutely ill at the time they were removed from Glasgow. At the date 
of her removal, the said Jane Herman, or Barrow, was a married 
woman, but deserted by her husband. For what length of time this 
desertion had existed it does not clearly appear, as according to one 
statement it had existed for six weeks, and according to another for 
three months. Farther it does not appear who her husband was, where 
he was born, where he was at the time of the removal, or where he now 
is. The simple facts therefore of the case would seem to be that the 
said J ane Herman, or Barrow, being a married woman, deserted by her 
husband, was, along with her infant child, removed from the Barony 
parish of Glasgow to Ireland, without any inquiry having been made for 
her husband, and without any proceedings having been taken with 
reference to him in connexion with said removal. Under these circum- 
stances the Memorialists consider that the removal in question was 
unwarrantable and unauthorized under the statute, and they found this 
opinion upon the judgment which was delivered by the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, England, in the case of the removal of Elizabeth Keating (a 
married woman) and her children from Liverpool to the Tullamore 
Union, decided 13th December, 1869. This judgment is printed i i No. 
5 of the documents sent herewith. It is mainly founuet on the Avoids

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of the second section of the, Act 8 & 9 Vic., cap. 117, and as the corre- 
sponding provisions of the Scotch Poor Law Amendment Act, 8 & 9 Vic., 
cap. 92, sec. 77, appear to be substantially the same as those contained 
in the English statute, it is thought that the same rules of law which 
were found to be applicable in construing the English statute should be 
equally applicable in construing the Scotch statute. 

In this position of matters, the Memorialists are desirous of obtaining 
the opinion of Counsel on the following 

Queries. 

1. Is Counsel of opinion that the interpretation of the provisions of 
the English Poor Law Statute with reference to the inability of a 
Parochial Board or Union, to remove from their parish a married woman 
without at same time removing her husband, as given in the case above 
referred to, would be adopted in Scotland in connexion with the pro- 
visions of the Scotch Poor Law Act? 

2. What steps should be taken by the Memorialists, for the purpose 
of having it found that the warrant which was granted for the removal 
of Jane°Herman or Barrow and her infant child, and the whole pro- 
ceedings which followed thereon, were illegal and unauthorized ? 

3. What steps should be taken by the Memorialists, in the event of 
a similar case occurring again, to prevent any warrant which may be 
granted from being carried into force, or for having the same reversed 
or recalled ? — and — 

4. Generallv in the circumstances wliat steps and procedure would 
Counsel advise should be taken by the Memorialists for the purpose of 
having the question indicated judicially determined, and the law ascer- 
tained so as to prevent a repetition of similar cases ? 

Opinion. 

1. It is, in my opinion, doubtful whether the interpretation of tne 
provisions of the ^English Poor Law Statute which are here referred to 
adopted by the Courts in England, would he put by the Courts in Scot- 
land upon the analagous provisions of the Scottish Poor Law Act. I so 
think, not because the language of the Scottish Statute is materially 
different from that of the English Act ; though it is the faci^ that the 
words of the relative enactments are far from being identical ; but 
because the decision pronounced recently by the Court of Queen’s Bench 
in England appears to me to be inconsistent with the spirit, and not to 
be imperatively required by the letter of the English Statute. The 
courts in Scotland would regard the decision pronounced in England 
with the highest respect; they, probably, would to some extent be 
influenced by it; but, nevertheless, as it is not a decision upon the 
Scottish Statute ; and, moreover, is not obligatory as a precedent in 
Scotland j they would give their own interpretation to the words of the 
Scottish Act and that, in my opinion, should be adverse to the de- 
cision pronounced in England. 

2, 3, and 4. The Memorialists have no title to complain in the Courts 
of Seotlaud of the proceedings referred to ; but the Lisburn Union might 
maintain a suit in which a decision of the legal question would probably 
be obtained, having a pecuniary interest in the result. As the wife and 
child are dead, and the expense to which the Lisburn Union was put by 
their removal from Scotland was only a trifle, both having died so soon 
after being removed to Ireland, a simple action of debt conM not be 
brought before the Supreme Courts. But tins difficulty may be avoided. 
The warrant of the Sheriff for the removal of the paupers way be #ab 
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lengecl by way of reduction, provided the reductive conclusion shall be 
followed by another conclusion for payment of the charges to which, hi 
consequence of the removal of the paupers to Ireland, the Lisburn Union 
were subjected. A proceeding of this nature ls, in the circumstances, 
the only one which appears to me to be likely to serve the purpose in 
view ; and accordingly, if proceedings before the'Courts of Scotland shall 
be resolved on, it is that which I recommend.

No. 15. — Letter from the Commissioners to the Board of 
Guardians. 

Poor Lav/ Commission Office, Dublin. 
Sir, 31st December, 1870. 

Adverting to the correspondence which has taken place relating to the 
removal of Jane Herman, or Barrow, and her child from Glasgow to the 
workhouse of Lisburn Union in the month of June last, the Commis- 
sioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in Ireland 
desire to acquaint the Board of Guardians that they have obtained the 
advice of Mr. John Millar, a Queen’s Counsel in Scotland, as to the 
existence of any means of redress in such a case, the parties having been 
removed, as the Commissioners believe, illegally, without the head of the 
family, on the ground of his having deserted them, to the woman’s birth- 
place in Ireland. 

The Guardians will find, at page 46 of the Commissioners last annual 
Beport, a judgment of the Court of Queen’s Bench in England reversing 
a removal order under precisely similar circumstances, and the judgment 
was pronounced by the Lord Chief Justice as the unanimous judgment 
of the Court. 

The words of the Scotch Bemoval Act are, though not identical, the 
same in meaning as those in the English Act to which the above decision 
related, but it is the opinion of the eminent counsel consulted by the 
Commissioners that the Session Court in Scotland would not adopt the 
same construction as that unamiously adopted by the Court of Queen’s 
Bench in England. 

It is of much importance in the present state of the law that the ques- 
tion should be determined by the highest Court of Judicature in the 
kingdom, inasmuch as there are no cases of removal to Ireland more 
frequent than that of women and children deserted by their husbands 
and fathers. 

The trial of such a question through all its stages would probably 
entail some considerable expense, and as the Guardians of Lisburn 
Union are the parties aggrieved in the case in question, they alone can 
institute the necessary suit against the Scotch removing authorities, and 
the expense of the proceeding would fall entirely on the poor rates. 

Under these circumstances it Is for the Guardians to consider whether, 
notwithstanding the adverse opinion of Scotch counsel, they will resort 
to such means of redress as the law admits, which, according to the legal 
language used in Scotland, Is to challenge the “ Sheriff ’s warrant of 
removal by way of redwtiom”

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Should the Guardians determine to adopt this course, their resolution 
to do so will at once have effect given to it by the Commissioners at their 
expense as above stated.

The Board of Guardians having carefully considered the Commissioners’ 
letter, it was unanimously resolved, that as the woman and her child are 
dead the Guardians decline to take any legal proceedings in the matter, 
and desire to thank the Commissioners for the information and for the 
trouble they have taken in the matter. 



No. 17. — Letter from the Commissioners to His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin. 
Sir, 16th January, 1871. 

In reference to the concluding paragraph of their letter of the 25 th 
November last, relative to the case of Jane Herman, or Barrow, and her 
child, who were removed from the Barony parish, Glasgow, to the work- 
house of Lisburn Union, in which the Commissioners expressed their 
intention to adopt the suggestion of the Lord Advocate and place the 
facts of the case in the hands of a professional adviser in Scotland, with 
a view to an appeal against the act of the Sheriff-Substitute, on [the 
ground that the woman and child were not removable to Ireland without 
the husband and father ; the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Belief of the Poor in Ireland have now the honour to acquaint you, 
for the information of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, that they 
have obtained the opinion of Mr. John Millar (a Queen’s Coimsel in 
Scotland) on the case, from which it appears that he considers it very 
doubtful whether the interpretation of the provisions of the English 
Poor Law Statutes adopted by the Court of Queen’s Bench in England, in 
the case of the Commissioners v. the Select Vestry of Liverpool, would be 
put by the Courts in Scotland upon the analogous provisions of the 
Scottish Poor Law Act. He advises, however, that a decision on the 
legal question might be obtained by proceedings on the part of the 
Lisburn Board, and that with this view “ the warrant of the Sheriff for 
the removal of the paupers may be challenged by way of reduction, pro- 
vided the reductive conclusion shall be followed by another conclusion 
for payment of the charges to which, in consequence of the removal of the 
paupers to Ireland, the Lisburn Union were subjected.” 

The Commissioners have communicated this opinion to the Board of 
G uardians of Lisburn Union, who, however, have passed a resolution to 
the effect that as the woman and her child are both dead the Guardians 
decline to take any legal proceedings in the matter, and, consequently, 
the Commissioners arc unable to avail themselves of the present case for 
the purpose of obtaining a judicial decision on the question of whether

the law of Scotland permits the removal of wives and children to Ireland, 
the husbands and fathers upon whom they are legally dependent not 
having been themselves subjected to removal.

I have the honour to acknowledge your letter of the 23rd instant, transmitting, 
certain communications from the Irish Government relative to the removal ot 
Jane Herman, or Barrow, from the Barony parish, Glasgow, to the workhouse 
of Lisburn Union, and requesting a copy of the correspondence between me and 
the Sheriff of Lanarkshire on the subject to be forwarded to the Home Office. 

A copy of my letter to the Sheriff of Lanarkshire has not been preserved, and 
I conceive it to be unnecessary to apply to him for the original. I simply pent 
to the Sheriff a copy of the communications with the Home Office on the subject, 
including my own letter to Mr. Secretary Bruce, and desired him to impress 
upon the medical men, on -whose certificates his substitute had proceeded in 
granting the warrant of removal, the necessity of greater care and caution, and 
also upon parochial officers the responsibility they may incur by obtaining and 
executing a warrant of removal in the case of a delicate pauper labouring under 
disease. The Sheriff has informed me that ho has done what was requested. 

With reference to the statement in Mr. Banks’ letter, that the Commissioners 
had expressed their intention to adopt a suggestion of mine to appeal to the 
Court of Session against the Act of the Sheriff substitute, I think it right to 
point out that the passage of my letter, which I presume is referred to,_ only 
suggested the mode ill which the legality of such a warrant might be questioned 
iVa superior court. I did not mean to advise any such proceeding in the 
present case, and, on the contrary, stated it as my opinion that the warrant was 
not illegal, whatever observations may justly be made on the impropriety of 
granting or executing it, looking to the state of the pauper’s health.

Case of Oliver M'Millan and case of J AMES Kilgour (lunatics.) 

No, i, — L etter from the Commissioners to His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sm, 22nd April, 1S70. 

Adverting to their letter of the 1st March last,* and to previous 
correspondence on the subject of the removal of poor persons, especially 
lunatics, from Scotland, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland deem it right to report, for the information 
of Iiis Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, the particulars of two cases of 
dangerous lunatics removed from Scotland within the last few days, which 
have been brought under their notice by the Boards of Guardians of 
Ballymoney and Strabane Unions respectively. 

The first case is that of Oliver M'Millan, who was removed from 
Glasgow under warrant, dated the 5th April, and was brought to the 
Workhouse of Ballymoney Union handcuffed, and in charge of two 
keepers, on the 8th April ; he was described by the keepers as being a 
very dangerous person ; and his conduct after his removal fully bore out 
the statement. M'Millan was at once given bythe workhouse authorities 
into the custody of the police, and a warrant was obtained for his 
admission to the Lunatic Asylum at Belfast, where he was admitted on 
the 9th April. 

It appears that in removing M'Millan from Scotland the Scotch 
authorities separated him from his family, a letter having been received

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by the Master of the Workhouse from M'Millan’s mother, who resides 
in Glasgow, requesting to be furnished from time to time with information 
about her son. 

The second case is that of James Kilgour, who was removed from 
Glasgow, under warrant, dated 5th April, and was received into the 
Workhouse of Strabane Union on the 7th April, and removed thence to 
the Oma"h Asylum. James Kilgour, who was in handcuffs on arrival at 
Strabane° is described by the Board of Guardians as a dangerous lunatic ; 
and in a letter addressed to the Board of Guardians by the Inspector of 
the Poor for the City Parish, Glasgow, it is stated that lie had been 
committed by the Sheriff as a dangerous lunatic, and that in order to 
have the lunatic removed he had been obliged to give a bond, in the sum 
of £ 50 , for his safe custody ; and it is intimated that in the event of the 
lunatic’s escape or removal from the Workhouse, the Inspector was 
advised that he had a good claim against them for payment of the 
amount in the bond. 

It will be observed that the warrant of removal is granted subject to 
the petitioner first obtaining a proper warrant of removal, under the 
Lunacy Acts. 

Copies of the statements which the Commissioners have received 
relating to these two cases are annexed for His Excellency’s information.

Beechcroft, Belfast, 

Gentlemen, April 1 9th, 1 87 0. 

Agreeably to your instructions, I proceeded to the Ballymoney 
Workhouse this day, and the annexed documents, including the warrant 
and copy for his removal, will show all the information that could be there 
ascertained regarding the removal of Oliver McMillan, a dangerous lunatic, 
removed by the authorities in Glasgow to the Ballymoney Union, in 
which his birthplace, is situate, and thence to the Lunatic Asylum in 
Belfast. He arrived in Ballymoney on the 8th instant, under the 
charge of two keepers, and was without delay transferred from 
thence to the police barrack in Ballymoney, and thence on the follow- 
ing day, under magisterial warrant, to the lunatic asylum of the county 
Antrim, near Belfast, for his safe custody, and where, as I am informed, 
he still remains. Prompt and kind attention appears to have been given 
by the several parties in charge of him.

(a) — Minutes of Evidence. 

James Boss Thomson, Medical Officer of Ballymoney Workhouse. 

Oliver M'Millan was brought here under charge of two officers from Glasgow ; 
1 saw them immediately on arrival ; he was suffering from acute mania, exhibiting 
many forms of delusion ; general health good. The officers bringing him repre- 
sented him asbeing a very dangerous person; he came about half-past one o’clock ; 
he was handcuffed when he came ; the officers remained in charge until I got two 
of the constabulary, who took charge until a warrant of two magistrates was 
procured for committal to Belfast Asylum ; it occurred on 8th of April instant ; 
he was forwarded next day to the lunatic asylum ; the constabulary took him 
away at once from the Workhouse, and kept him until next morning, when he was 
sent to the Asylum near Belfast. He threatened the Schoolmaster, who came 
in to sec him, saying, if he had the handcuffs off* he would soon dispose of him. 
He was born in liasharkin, in this Union ; I have heard nothing of him since. 
The explanation given by the officer in charge, was that he was picked up in the 
street in Glasgow as a dangerous lunatic, and kept there for two months at the 
public expense, in Gartnaval Lunatic Asylum, having acquired no residence 
there ; one of his delusions was that lie was a very important personage, saying 
at one time he was Mr. Gladstone, and at another the Marquis of Bute. The 
magistrate, James Leslie, esq., saw him; Mr. Charles O’Hara also signed the 
warrant, but he was unwell and not able to see the lunatic. 

The second person in charge informed me he belonged to a private asylum in 
Glasgow, and that the man was very dangerous.

William Breen (Sub-Constable). 

I was one of the police having charge of Oliver M‘Millan in the police 
barracks; John Bermingham and two other sub- constables brought him there ; 
I sat up with him all night ; he was in the strong-room ; he had no bed but the 
usual boards; he slept a little ; he took milk, but refused bread and butter ; he 
took tea in the morning, and bread before leaving ; he demanded X'20 from me ; 
betook off his boots and refused to put them on ; and we took off a strait 
jacket which Mr. Stewart hud borrowed from the Bridewell Keeper to put on 
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him • we did not put on the jacket again, but we put on the handcuffs again, 
although he objected ; he was taken on a car next morning to railway station.

John Stewart, Master of Ballymoney Workhouse. 

The officers from Glasgow applied to me on the 8th of April, and told me 
the lunatic must be closely looked after as being very dangerous. I took him at 
once into the probationary ward. The person who had charge of him was called 
Hobbs, and another also. Hobbs went with me to the barracks, and they sent 
three men at once with me to take charge. I applied to medical officer to see 
him, and then for a warrant. He was not removed from my custody until I 
o-ave it to the police. He got tea and he partook of it at the workhouse. He 
was handcuffed. The person accompanying Hobbs was said to be _ accustomed 
to such persons, and was a very strong able man. I had an application from his 
mother to know if he was here. I informed her that he had been sent to the 
Belfast Asylum. This is the letter I received (marked A.).*

David Gallagher, Constable, stationed at Ballymoney. 

I took MMillan on a car to the railway station from the barracks in Bally- 
money. He went peaceably. He objected to go by the train, but he went 
quietly. He never spoke until we got to Belfast, lie went on a car quietly 
to the Asylum. When he got to the grounds he protested going, any further, 
but he walked quietly up. I delivered him to Dr. Stewart himself, he is 
manager of the asylum. Dr. Stewart asked him some questions, and delivered 
him to one of the keepers. I kept the handcuffs on till the keeper came. He called 
himself the Marquis of Bute. There was no doubt about his being deranged.

City Parochial Chambers, Glasgow, 
Gentlemen, 6th April, 1870. 

I think it proper to bring the case of James Kilgour specially under your 
notice. He was committed to the Asylum by the Sheriff, at the instance of the 
Procurator-Fiscal, as a dangerous lunatic, until cured, or until caution should 
be found for his safe custody. He is not cured, and, in order to have him re- 
moved to his own Union in Ireland, I have had to find caution for his safe cus- 
tody, through the Chairman of our Board, granting a Bond for the sum of Fifty 
Pounds that he shall, with safety to himself and the lieges, be removed to Stra- 
bane Union, or the Union in which Donaghedy is situated, and there detained 
until the lunatic is cured, or until caution is found for his safe custody. The trans- 
ference of the lunatic, per the hands of our removing officer, Mr. Hobbs from 
my to your charge puts an end to our personal supervision over this lunatic ; 
but I am advised that, in the event of the lunatic’s escape or removal from vour 
Asylum, and return to this city by any improper or irregular manner, or until 
the lunatic _ is cured, I have a good claim against you for payment of the 
£50, for which a Bond lias been granted. I hope, however, that your care and 
treatment of this lunatic will be such a3 to prevent his escape, and the conse- 
quences I have referred to. The bearer, Mr. Hobbs, will hand the patient over 
to you.

( a ) — Letter from the Secretary to the Board of Supervision. 

Board of Supervision, Edinburgh, 

Sib, 8th July, 1870. 

In compliance with the request of Mr. Secretary Bruce, contained in your 
letter of the 2nd of May last, I am directed by the Board of Supervision for 
Belief of the Poor in Scotland, to report that, upon receipt of your letter, they, 
in the first instance, applied to the Inspector of Poor for the Parish of Glasgow 
for such additional information as he could furnish respecting the two cases re- 
ferred to in your letter of dangerous lunatics who had been recently removed 
from that parish to Ireland ; and I have the honour to transmit, for Mr. Secre- 
tary Bruce’s information, copies of the letters received from the Inspector of 
Poor, Glasgow, upon the subject. 

The Board have further to report that it appears, from the document trans- 
mitted to the Home Office by the Irish Government, and from the statements 
of the Inspector of Glasgow — 

1st. That Oliver Macmillan and James Kilgour were legally removable from 
Scotland to Ireland, they having been born in Ireland, having acquired no 
settlement in Scotland, and having become chargeable as paupers in Scotland. 

2nd. That the proceedings and warrants of removal were, in all respects, 
regular. 

3rd. That the paupers were removed to their respective places of birth in 
Ireland, and there delivered to the Masters of the Workhouses of the Unions in 
which these places are situated, all as directed by sections 4 and 5 of the Act 25 
and 2G Viet., c. 113. 

4th. That the removals were effected by the officers to whom their execution 
was intrusted, in conformity with the warrants, and with due care and hu- 
manity. 

5th. That the pauper, Oliver Macmillan, was not, in any proper sense, 
“ separated” from “ his family” by the removal, as stated by the Commissioners 
for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in Ireland, in their letter 
dated 22nd April, to Mr. Burke. Macmillan was transferred in conformity with 
the law from an Asylum in Scotland to the care of the authorities legally bound 
to receive him in Ireland, and the person upon whose letter the Irish Commis- 
sioners found the allegation of separation from his family was his mother , who 
was neither residing with him at the time of his removal, nor herself removable 
as a dependant of the pauper. 
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r 1 1, That the “ proper Warrant of Removal,'’ under the Lunacy Acts, referred 
eri^n^the warrant for removing James Kilgour to Ireland, is tlie authority m 
such ease required by the i 5th section of the Act 25 and 26 Viet., c. 54, when a 
person has been committed as a dangerous lunatic by the Sheriff.

City Parochial Chambers, Glasgow, 
My Dear Sir, 17th May, 1870. 

In reply to your note of the 12th instant regarding the removal 
of James Kilgour to Ireland, I have to state that the words “ the Petitioner first 
obtaining a proper warrant for removal under the Lunacy Acts, refer to the 
middle clause of the 15th section of the 25 & 2G Viet., cap. 54, commencing 
with the words “ and such lunatic shall be detained in such Asylum until cured, 
or until caution shall he found for his safe custody,” &c. 

When a pauper lunatic is sent to an asylum at my instance he may he removed 
to Ireland, if such is his native country, and if he has no legal settlement in 
Scotland, by an ordinary warrant as any other pauper (a copy of which is here- 
with sent) ; but if the lunatic has been committed at the instance of the Pro- 
curator Fiscal, then, in addition to the ordinary warrant, one has to. be obtained 
under the 15th section of the 25 & 2G Viet., cap. 54, a copy of which I enclose 
for your information. 

Reference is made in these documents to a bond of caution given by our late 
chairman, Mr. Knox ; hut the proceedings were not earned out at that time, 
and therefore a new bond by our present chairman, Mr. Muir, was deemed 
necessary. 

I shall be happy to give any other information you may require.

Case of Pauper not having Wife or Children. 

Unto the Honorable the Sheriff of the County of Lanark, or his 
Substitutes. 

The Petition and Complaint of Edenezer Adamson, Inspector of the Poor 
for the Parish of Glasgow, 

Humbly Showeth, 

That by statute Eighth and Ninth Victoria, chapter eighty-third, intituled 
“ An Act for the Amendment and better Administration of the Laws relating 
to the Belief of the Poor in Scotland,” it is enacted, section seventy-seventh, 
u That if any poor person born in England, Ireland, or the Isle of Man, and not 
having acquired a settlement in any parish or combination in Scotland, shall be 
in the course of receiving parochial relief in any parish or combination in Scot- 
land, then and in such case it shall be lawful for the Sheriff or any two Justices 
of the Peace of the county in which such parish or any portion thereof is 
situate, and they are hereby authorized and required, upon complaint made by 
the Inspector of the Poor or other Officer appointed by the Parochial Board of 
such parish or combination, that such poor person has become chargeable to 
such parish or combination by himself or his family, to cause such person to be 
brought before them, and to examine such person or any witness, on oath, 
touching the place of the birth or last legal settlement of such person, and to 
take such other evidence or other measures as may by them be deemed necessary 
for ascertaining whether he has gained any settlement in Scotland ; and if it 
shall be found by such Sheriff or J ustices that the person so brought before them 
was born either in England or Ireland, or the Isle of Man, and has not gained 
any settlement in Scotland, and has actually become chargeable to the com- 
plaining parish or combination by himself or family, then such Sheriff or 
Justices shall, and they are hereby empowered, by an Order of Kemoval under 
their hands, which Order may he drawn up in the form ofthe Schedule (A) here- 
unto annexed, to cause such poor person, his wife and such of his children as 
may not have gained a settlement in Scotland, to be removed by sea or land, by 
and at the expense of the complaining parish, to England or Ireland, or the Isle 
of Man respectively, according as such poor person shall belong to England, 
Ireland, or the Isle of Man : Provided always, that no person shall be so 
removed until there has been obtained a certificate, on soul and conscience, by 
a regular Medical Practitioner, setting forth that the health of such person, his 
wife and children as aforesaid, is such as to admit of such removal : Provided 
also, that nothing herein contained shall prevent any Parochial Board or their 
Inspector from making arrangements for the due and proper removal of such 
poor persons either by land or water, provided the arrangement be made with 
the consent of such poor persons themselves.” 

And that, by statute Tenth and Eleventh Victoria, chapter thirty-third, 
intituled “ An Act to amend the laws relating to the removal of poor persons 
from England and Scotland,” it is enacted, section second, “ That it shall be

He removal of John Mailley, Wife, and four Children, from Dumbarton, Scot- 
land, to Galway Workhouse. 

Statement of Anne Mailley, wife of John Mailley. 

That she and her husband were born in the neighbourhood of Clifden, and 
resided there up to the time of leaving for Scotland, about 1 6 years since ; that 
they got married in Scotland, and that all their children have been born there. 

That about two months past her husband became ill from mental alienation, 
and was taken into the Workhouse at Dumbarton, and kept there one week, 
when he was discharged as cured ; that he was out of the workhouse only one 
day when his mental disease assumed a violent form, and that he was, in conse- 
quence, arrested by the police, and sent again to the Dumbarton W orkhouse, 
where he was kept up to the time of his removal. 

That on the 16th inst. a messenger came to her from Mr. M‘Kay, Inspector 
of the Poor, to say that he wished to see her ; that accordingly she went to Mr. 
M‘Kay, who told her that her husband was to be removed next day tt) Ireland, 
and that she might, if she chose, go to the Workhouse, and bring her children 
to take leave with him. 

That she proceeded to the Workhouse in so hurried a manner that she took 
from a woman of her acquaintance, whom she met in the street, a shawl to 
cover her. 

That on her arrival at the Workhouse, she was shown into a room, where, 

* John Mailley was not delivered at the Galway Workhouse. The officer having charge 
of the removal produced a letter, purporting to be from the Master of the Belfast Work- 
house, certifying that John Mailley absconded from that Workhouse on the morning of 
the 18 th instant. 
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after waiting some time, the Governor told her that she could not see her husband 
that night, and should remain until morning; that she unavailingly remonstrated 
against the hardship to herself and the children against her forcible detention 
and unprepared separation from her house and belongings ; and that she was 
locked up for the night, which was pitiably spent from the distress of the chil- 
dren at the separation from home. 

That on the next morning (17th), on getting outside the Workhouse gate, 
on her refusal to enter, she was forcibly thrust into a car by a policeman, and 
conveyed away from her home against her will with her husband and children. 

That on the night of the 17th inst., the family were lodged in the Workhouse 
of the Belfast Union ; that no notice was given of her husband being suffering 
from mental aberration, and that on the morning of the 18th he was missing; 
and that, on account of his mental condition, she is much troubled for his 
safety. 

That, when unsuspectingly induced to pay the farewell visit to her husband 
at the Dumbarton W orkhouse, she was in occupation of a house for which she 
paid £6 a year rent, with taxes ; had six lodgers paying each 3 s. per fortnight ; 
that the weekly washing for her own family and her lodgers was in progress, 
including some of the ordinary clothing of her children ; food for the family in 
preparation ; that every tie, of house, home, industry, and worldly prospect was 
thus at once violently disrupted, not a moment allowed or opportunity permitted 
of even asking a friend to take charge of her house, clothing, bedding, &c., of 
which she knows not what has become ; that, notwithstanding her husband’s 
illness, she would be fully able to maintain herself and children by her own 
industry. 

That she protested against being left in Galway where she knows nobody, and 
has no friends to assist or interest themselves about her.

He has, he informed me, forwarded a 
copy of the warrant, together with a statement made to him by Anne 
Mailley, wife of John Mailley, named therein. 

Lest the woman should leave the workhouse I deemed it advisable to 
get the facts from her in the form of a deposition, which I beg to for- 
ward herewith.

Deposition of Anne Mailley, enclosed in foregoing Report. 
Galway Union. 

Anne Mailley, being duly sworn, saitli — I and my husband, John Mailley, 
were born in the neighbourhood of Clifden, in the county of Galway, and always 
resided there up to the time of leaving for Scotland about sixteen years since. 
We were married in Scotland and all our children, six in number, were born 
there. About two months since my husband became ill, his mind was affected. 
He was taken into the Workhouse at Dumbarton and remained there one week 
when he was discharged cured. After being out of the workhouse but one day 
his mind became violently affected, and he was arrested by the police and sent 
again to the Workhouse. On the 16th of the present month a messenger came 
to me from Mr. M‘Kay to say that he wished to see me. I went to him and he 
told me that my husband was to be removed next day to Ireland, and that I 
might go to the Workhouse and bring my children to take leave of him. I 
immediately proceeded to the Workhouse, and after waiting for some time, the 
Governor £aid I could not see my husband that night, and that I should 
remain until next morning. I was locked into the room during the night not- 
withstanding my protest and explanation of the circumstances under which I 
left my house. On the morning of the 17th I was forcibly put on a car by a 
policeman and brought away against my will, together with my husband and 
four children. On the night of the same day we arrived in Belfast, and were 
brought to the Workhouse by Mr. M‘Kay, and lodged there. Next morning 
my husband was missing, and on account of his mental state I feel very anxious 
about his safety. On the 19th Mr. M‘Kay delivered me and my children at the 
Workhouse of the Galway Union. I complained of being left here where I 
know nobody and have no friends to assist me. At the time of my forcible 
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removal from Dumbarton, I was for four years in occupation of a house for 
which I paid £7 rent and taxes. I had six lodgers paying each three shillings 
a fortnight. The weekly washing for my own family and lodgers was in progress, 
and food for the evening meal in preparation. No opportunity was permitted 
me of asking any person to take charge of my house, clothing, bedding, &c., anil 
I do not know what has become of them. Had I been allowed to remain m 
Dumbarton I could have supported myself and children.

That the following particulars relating to John Mailley and family 
who were admitted into this Workhouse on the 17th inst., be forwarded 
to the Poor Law Commissioners, in reply to their letter, No. 21,909, 
dated 26th instant : — 

John Mailley, aged 46 years, married, labourer, Roman Catholic. 

Anne Mailley, aged 40 years, his wife, Roman Catholic. 

Festus Mailley, aged 10 years, their child, Roman Catholic. 

Catherine Mailley, aged 6 years, their child, Roman Catholic. 

John Mailley, aged 4 years, their child, Roman Catholic. 

Anne Mailley, aged twelve months, their child, Roman Catholic. 

The above-mentioned arrived here, en route to Galway, and were re- 
ceived by Mr. Watt, the Master of the Workhouse, on the 17th inst., at 
the request of two removing officers from Dumbarton, who stated they 
would refund the Board any expense incurred by accommodating the 
party for the night. On the folio-wing morning, after the officers had ob- 
tained a discharge in the Master’s Office for Mailley and his family, and 
whilst a car was being prepared for their removal, the man, J ohn Mailley, 
effected his escape. 

The officers consulted with Mr. Watt, and he advised them to com- 
municate with the constabulary, and request a watch to be had on all 
the railway stations, as well as on the Scotch boats in the evening, which 
he has reason to believe was strictly carried out. 

Mailley was described to the Master simply as a “ labourer,” had he 
been described as a “lunatic” he should have had him placed in the 
lunatic ward until all had been ready for his removal. The warrant 
did not come under the Master’s notice, nor did he ask for it, as the family 
were not to remain here. 



No. 7. — Extract from Minutes of Proceedings of the Board 
of Guardians of Galway Union, 7tli September, 1870. 

A letter, from Mrs. King, of Dumbarton, to Anne Mailley, lately 
removed thence to this Union, was laid before the Board ; and, with 
reference thereto, the following Resolution was proposed by Mr. George 
Morris, seconded by Mr. Bernard O’Flaherty, and passed unanimously : — 
Resolved : — “ The Board consider the case of the forcible removal of 
Anne Mailley and four children from Dumbarton Union requires the 
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special attention of the Poor Law Commissioners ; and we, as a Board, 
are of opinion a very exceptional course should be taken by us in order 
to preserve to this woman her house and property at Dumbarton. A 
letter from Mrs. King, in Dumbarton, to Mrs. Mailley being read to-day, 
a copy is ordered to be sent to the Poor Law Commissioners, and we 
resolve to expend a sum of Pour Pounds to allow her to return to Dum- 
barton, which, under the peculiar circumstances of this case, we feel 
warranted in doing.”

I received your letter on Monday, and Martin Durkin and me are looking 
after the house since you left, and all you left in the house when you left is all 
right, and that three of the men left, and three are in the house. There are 
different people are looking after the house, and Martin Durkin paid a month’s 
rent last Saturday for fear that any person would get it ; and that if you don’t 
be over before another fortnight the rest of the men will leave, and I have not 
let Bridget to school since you left, trying to keep the men in the house ; and I 
would have written to you before this, only I did not know where to write to ; 
and my sister’s death did not grieve me as much as you and John Mealy has 
done ; and I was lying when I received your letter, and I trust you will be over 
next week.

No. 8 . — Letter from the Commissioners to His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 12th September, 1870. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor in Ireland transmit to you herewith, for the information of their 
Excellencies the Lords Justices, a copy of correspondence with the 
Board of Guardians of the Galway TJnion on the subject of the removal 
of Anne Mailley and her four children from Dumbarton to the Work- 
house of the Galway Union. 

The information before the Commissioners does not enable them to 
satisfy themselves whether John Mailley, the head of the family, was 
legally removable from Scotland or not ; but, assuming that he was 
removable, there appears, by the correspondence, to have been so much 
irregularity and hardship in the removal of the family, that the Commis- 
sioners feel it their duty to bring the matter under the notice of their 
Excellencies. 

In the first place, it appears that the family, if removable, ought to 
have been sent to the Clifden Union, and not to the Galway Union. 
The only evidence produced by the removing authorities on this point, 
when applying for the warrant, was that of Mailley himself, a lunatic, 
who stated in his evidence that for some time past he had “ been unable 
to remember things and even his evidence is insufficient to support the 
removal to Galway Union, his statement being that he “ was born in 
county Galway, in Ireland, at a place called Loughmore,” — Loughmore 
being, in fact, in the Clifden Union. 

It is to be observed, also, that Anne Mailley and her children do not 
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appear to Iiave become chargeable in Scotland, and that the husband 
alone was in receipt of relief, in consequence of having become deranged, 
he having been arrested by the police, and sent to the Workhouse. Anne 
Mailley appears to have been earning an independent livelihood for her- 
self and her children, and states that she could have continued to do so 
had she been allowed to remain at Dumbarton. 

The warrant of removal is dated the 12th August, but Anne Mailley 
does not appear to have been aware that it had been obtained until some 
days after that date. Her account of the transaction is as follows : — 

“ On the 16th of the present month (August), a messenger came to 
me from Mr. M‘Kay to say that he wished to see me. I went to him, 
and he told me that my husband was to be removed next day to Ireland, 
and that I might go to the Workhouse and bring my children to take leave 
of him. I immediately proceeded to the Workhouse, and, after waiting for 
some time, the Governor said I could not see my husband that night, 
and that I should remain until next morning. I was locked into the 
room during the night, notwithstanding my protest and explanation of 
the circumstances under which I left my house. On the morning of the 
17th, I was forcibly put on a car by a policeman, and brought away 
against my will, together with my husband and four children.” 

A further irregularity is found in the fact of the continuance of the 
removal of the family after the head of the family had escaped from the 
custody of the removing officer. It will be seen that, when the party 
arrived in Belfast, on their way from Dumbarton to Galway, the remov- 
ing officer obtained accommodation for the family in the Workhouse of 
Belfast Union, and that on the following morning, after the family had 
received their discharge, and while the removing officer was preparing to 
continue the journey, John Mailley contrived to effect his escape, and 
has not since been heard of ; and the Commissioners submit that the 
removing officer had no authority to proceed with the removal of the 
dependent members of the family without the head of the family, for 
whose removal the warrant was granted, and that he ought to have con- 
ducted them back to Dumbarton. 

The Board of Guardians of Galway Union propose to defray from the 
rates the cost of sending the woman and her children back to Dumbar- 
ton ; but the Commissioners have felt bound to point out to them that 
there is no legal authority for their doing so. The Guardians, however, 
have, in the opinion of the Commissioners, just grounds of complaint 
that their Union should thus be unjustly and illegally burthened with 
the support of the family ; but the Commissioners are not aware that, in 
the existing state of the law, there are any means of redress, and the 
only course open to them is to submit the facts of the case to their 
Excellencies, in order that, should it be deemed fit, the attention of the 
Scotch Poor Law authorities may be drawn to the irregularities com- 
plained of : and also, as affording another illustration of the necessity of 
an alteration of the law relating to the removal of Irish born poor from 
England and Scotland to Ireland.

removed from Dumbarton to Galway, in which the Guardians, in con- 
sideration of the peculiar circumstances of the case, propose to allow 
Anne Mailley a sum of Four Pounds, to enable her to return with her 
children to Dumbarton, where it appears she has a house and some pro- 
perty, and from whence it is stated she was forcibly removed ; and in 
reference thereto, the Commissioners desire to state that they concur 
with the Guardians that the case is one of great hardship and irregu- 
larity ; but the law does not authorize the application of the rates m the 

manner proposed. . 

The Commissioners have brought all the facts of the case under the 
notice of their Excellencies the Lords Justices, in order that, if their 
lordships should see fit, the attention of the Scotch Poor Law authorities 
may be drawn to the irregularities complained of ; and also, as affording 
another illustration of the necessity of an alteration in the law relating 
to the removal of Irish born poor from England and Scotland to 
Ireland.

With reference to your letter of the 17th September last, 
transmitting for a report by the Board of Supervision, copy of a com- 
munication, with its enclosures, from the Irish Government, respecting 
the removal of Ann Mailley and her four children from Dumbarton to the 
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Workhouse of the Galway Union, I am directed by the Board to submit 
the following report for the information of Mr. Secretary Bruce. 

Upon receipt of your letter of the 17th September, the Board called 
upon the Inspector of Poor of Dumbarton for an explanation of the 
circumstances under which the removal of Ann Mailley had taken place ; 
and I am to transmit herewith a copy of their correspondence with that 
officer. 

The Board have now carefully considered the communication from the 
Irish Government, along with the Inspector of Dumbarton’s statements, 
and they are of opinion that, with the exception of the order of removal 
being directed to the wrong Union (to be afterwards adverted to), the 
Irish Poor Law authorities have no valid ground of complaint. 

It appears that the information upon which the Irish Poor Law 
authorities proceeded was in several important respects incorrect. 

1. John Mailley was not a “ lunatic,” it having been ascertained after 
eight days’ observation of him by the Medical Officer in the Dumbarton 
Combination Poorhouse, for the very purpose of determining the question 
of his sanity, that there was “ nothing wrong with him mentally.” 

2. It is inaccurate, both in law and in fact, to state that Ann Mailley 
(the wife) and her children had not become chargeable in Scotland. 
When a husband becomes chargeable it is unquestionably the law that 
his wife and children, as his dependents, are removable as well as himself. 
But in point of fact, in the present instance, Ann Mailley was in receipt 
of 3s. per week of out-door relief for herself and her children from the 
date of John Mailley’s admission to the poorhouse, until her removal to 
Ireland. 

If J ohn Mailley had been removed to Ireland without his wife and 
children, the Irish Poor Law authorities might have more justly com- 
plained ; and no doubt they would have complained that, in the forcible, 
separation of the male pauper from his family, there was “much 
irregularity and hardship.” 

3. The ability of Ann Mailley to have earned an independent livelihood 
for herself and her children in Scotland, is, in the circumstances of the 
case, irrelevant to the present question ; but the statement made by her 
in Ireland on that subject is contradicted by the fact that she was actually 
in receipt of out-door relief up to the date of her removal, while it also 
appears that when she left Scotland she owed one month’s rent of her 
house, the furniture in which was not worth more than 5s. 

4. The circumstances attending the detention of Ami Mailley and her 
children in the Dumbarton Poorhouse, during the night immediately 
preceding the removal, were not truly stated by her to the Irish Poor 
Law authorities ; upon this subject the Board think it sufficient to refer 
to the statements in the Inspector of Dumbarton’s letter, accompanying 
this report. The 78th section of the Act 8 and 9 Victoria, cap. 83, 
confers the power of detention upon the Inspector of Poor, to whom the 
warrant was directed ; and the use of that power in the present case seems 
to have been reasonable and judicious. 

5. The escape of J ohn Mailley at Belfast, was not attributable to care- 
lessness or other fault on the part of the removing officer. It was 
effected while he was in the custody, or under the charge of the Belfast 
Workhouse authorities, with whom the blame, if there be any, must rest. 

6. With regard to the continuance of the removal of Ann Mailley and 
her children, after the escape of John Mailley, the Board are of opinion 
that it was neither irregular nor ultra vires of the removing officer. The 
order of the Sheriff required the removal of Ann Mailley and her children, 
as well as of John Mailley, from Dumbarton to Galway Workhouse ; and. 

H 
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it may be doubted whether the removing officer would have been acting 
legally if he had conducted them from Belfast back to Dumbarton. 

It appears, however, that the order of removal was wrongly directed 
to Galway Union, instead of Clifden Union, in consequence of John 
Mailley having deponed that he 11 was born in county Galway, at a place 
called Loughmore,” and the Sheriff who granted the order having supposed 
that Loughmore was also in the Galway Union. The Board regret that 
this mistake should have occurred, but they do not think that either they 
themselves or the parochial authorities of Dumbarton can be fairly held 
accountable for it. The Scotch Poor Law authorities have no interest or 
desire to remove Irish-born paupers to any place in Ireland except to that 
place to which they are legally removable ; but owing to the difficulty in 
many cases of ascertaining in Scotland the exact limits of the Irish 
unions, and of fixing upon the union in which any given townland or 
small holding in Ireland (the birth-place or last residence of the pauper) 
is situated, it is often far from easy to comply with the provisions of the 
4th section of the Act 25 and 26 Vic., cap. 113, without the risk of 
occasional error. 

In October, 1869, the Board issued printed forms to be used by 
Inspectors of Poor in Scotland in the removal of poor persons to England 
and Ireland, calculated to prevent, as far as possible, the occurrence of such 
mistakes as that of which the Irish Poor Law Commissioners now com- 
plain ; and they recommended that, in cases of doubt, inquiries as to the 
union in which a place is situated should be addressed to the Poor Law 
Board when the pauper was an Englishman, and to the Irish Poor Law 
Commissioners when the pauper was an Irishman. 

But in December, 1869, when the Inspector of Poor of Edinburgh, in 
compliance with the Board’s recommendation, requested information from 
the Irish Poor Law Commissioners as to the unions in which certain 
places in Ireland were situated, the Commissioners altogether declined to 
fur nis h it. Subsequently the Board of Supervision endeavoured, without 
success, to induce the Irish Poor Law Commissioners to alter their 
determination, with a view to abate the recurrence of what the Irish 
Boards of Guardians had represented to be a hardship upon them, and to 
aid the Scotch Poor Law authorities in the due administration of the law. 
The Irish Commissioners, however, informed the Board in January, 1870, 
that parochial boards might ascertain the proper unions in Ireland to 
which removals should be directed by consulting “ an alphabetical return 
of townlands, and the unions in which they are situate, published, as part 
of the Irish Census Report of 1861,” or “ the House of Commons Paper 
377> of the Session of 1864.” And the Board, in February, 1 87 0, conveyed 
this information to the Scotch parochial authorities, with an intimation 
that the documents referred to had been procured by them and might be 
perused in the office of the Board. 

The Board have only to add, upon this subject, that the documents 
above-mentioned, to which the Irish Commissioners referred the Scotch 
Poor Law authorities for their guidance, do not appear to show that any 
Townland, Parish, or Barony, named “ Loughmore,” is situated in the 
Clifden Union. 

The Board, in conclusion, desire to call the attention of Mr. Secretary 
Bruce to the conduct of the Guardians of the Galway Union in sending 
Mrs. Mailley and her four children back to Dumbarton after their re- 
moval to Ireland. The Irish Poor Law Commissioners, in their letter 
to Mr. Burke, of the 12th September, 1870, state that they had felt 
bound to point out to the Guardians that there was no legal authority 
for their doing so. But it appears, from the Inspector of Poor of Dum- 
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barton’s letter, of the 3rd October, a copy of which is herewith enclosed, 
that the woman and her children were, nevertheless, sent back by the 
Guardians.

On the 16th of August, having the warrant of removal in my possession, ancl 
being informed, on good authority, that a strong resistance was to be made by 
a number of low class Irish in the immediate neighbourhood against Mrs 
Mailley's removal, I instructed the Governor of the pool-house to detain herselt 
and children in the poorhouse when there, as they were all to be removed next 
morning, her furniture being not worth more than about Ss., and a months rent 
to pay, per letter from Factor’s clerk, a copy of which is appended. She had 
no inducement to go back to her home, as the Factor would claim the furniture 
for the rent ; and was thus enabled to remove her quietly without any dis- 
turbance. 

On the 17th of August I removed the family to Belfast, but could not get a 
train to Galway till nine o’clock the following morning. The master of the 
Belfast Workhouse kindly agreed to keep them for me all night, tor which i 
paid him, per copy receipt appended. On going to the workhouse next morning 
to remove tile Mailleys. it was found that John Mailley had made his escape by 
climbing over the walls, so that on my arrival at the Union, Mailley could not 
be produced. I then left Mailley’s wife and family in the workhouse, and 
caused a search to be made everywhere for him, but without avail. He was too 
anxious to be freed from his wife to have remained within reach when he got 
his liberty. On the morning of the 19th, I proceeded to Galway with Mailley s 
wife and four children, their removal there being specially mentioned in the 
■warrant. I left them there in good condition and in sound health. 

The whole proceedings had been regularly gone about, and the removal 
effected strictly in terms of the Poor Law Amendment Act (Scotland) , 8 and 9 
Vic., cap. 83, and the Act 25 and 26 Vic., cap. 113. I had no control over the 
man escaping from the Belfast Workhouse. # , 

The Poor Law Commissioners seem to be under the impression that Mauley s 
wife and children were not chargeable to the parish here. This is a mistake. She 
was in receipt of 3s. a week from the date of her husband going first to the 
poorhouse (21st July), to the date of her removal to Ireland; and she repre- 
sented herself very ill off, with four children to support, and only two lodgers 
to depend on. She is of that class that will not want relief if it is at all to 
be got. „ . ~ 

The Commissioners say that John Mailley escaped from the removing officer. 
He escaped from the custody of the officials of the Belfast W orkhouse. I he 
removing officer did not see John Mailley from the time he. left him at the 
Workhouse on the evening of the 17th of August; and all the information that 
the master and the removing officer could obtain was, that lie was seen climbing 
over the wall about seven o’clock next morning. In fact, little or no information 
could be got about him, only that he was not to be got when the removing 
officer called, after eight o’clock, to remove him. . . 

The Commissioners also say, “that the removing officer had no authority to 
proceed with the removal of the dependent members of the family without the 
head of the family, for whose removal the warrant was granted, and that he 
ought to have conducted them back to Dumbarton.” 

You will observe that warrant was for the removal of each individual of 
the family, as well as the head. . 

I do not see where the Irish authorities have any ground of complaint what- 
ever respecting the removal of Ann Mailley and her four children. 

I hope the explanation I have now given will be found satisfactory to the 
Board of Supervision. 

I herewith return the Commissioners’ letters and copy correspondence. .

take leave of him, but that they might arrange anything they had to arrange 
before their removal ; immediately after having this meeting with her, our ex- 
ehairman, Mr. M Neil, merchant, Dumbarton, informed me that he learned that 
a strong effort was to be made to prevent Mrs. Mailley being removed by a 
number of the other Irish in her neighbourhood. On learning this, and 
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bein<T possessed of the warrant for their removal, and considering that the 88th 
section of the Poor Law Amendment Act gave me the power of. detaining berm 
custody, and to prevent disturbance, I detained herself and children in the poor- 
house, as stated m m) r letter of the 27th ultimo. 

Mrs. Mailley knew perfectly well that herself and children were to be removed 
along with her husband, as is clearly shown from the preparations made by 
her neighbours to prevent her being removed.

That by statute Eighth and Ninth Victoria, chapter eighty-tlnrd, intituled 
“ An Act for the amendment and better administration of the Laws relating 
to the Relief of the Poor in Scotland,” it is enacted, section seventy-seventh, 
“ That if any poor person born in England, Ireland, or the Isle of Man, and not 
having acquired a settlement in any parish or combination in Scotland, shall be 
in the course of receiving parochial relief in any parish or combination in Scot- 
land, then and in such case it shall be lawful for the Sheriff or any two Justices 
of the Peace of the county in which such parish or any portion thereof is situate, 
and they are hereby authorized and required, upon complaint made by the 
Inspector of the Poor or other Officer appointed by the Parochial Board of such 
parish or combination, that such poor person has become chargeable to such 
parish or combination by himself or his family, to cause such person to he 
brought before them, and to examine such person or any witness, on oath, 
touching the place of the birth or last legal settlement of such person, and to 
take such other evidence or other measures as may by them be deemed necessary 
fo ■ ascertaining whether he has gained any settlement in Scotland; and if it 
shall be found by sucli Sheriff or Justices that the person so brought before 
them was born either in England or Ireland, or the Isle of Man, and has not 
gained any settlement in Scotland ; and has actually become chargeable to the 
complaining parish or combination by himself or family, then such Sheriff or 
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Justices shall, and they are hereby empowered, by an order of removal under 
their hands, which order may be drawn up in the form of the Schedule (A) 
hereunto annexed, to cause such poor person, his wife and such of his children 
jis . may not have gained a settlement in Scotland, to be removed by sea or land, 
and at the expense of the complaining parish, to England or Ireland, or. the 
Isle of Man respectively, according as such poor person shall belong to England, 
Ireland, or the Isle of Man: Provided always, that no person shall be so 
removed until there has been obtained a certificate, on soul and conscience, by a 
regular Medical Practitioner, setting forth that the health of such person, his 
wife and children as aforesaid, is such as to admit of such removal: Provided 
also, that nothing herein contained shall prevent any Parochial Board or their 
Inspector from making arrangements for the due and proper removal of such 
poor persons either by land or water, provided the arrangement be made with 
the consent of such poor persons themselves.” 

And that, by statute Tenth and Eleventh Victoria, chapter thirty-third, 
intituled “ An Act to amend the laws relating to the removal of poor persons 
from England and Scotland,” it is enacted, section second, “That it shall be 
lawful for any Inspector of the Poor, or other Officer appointed by the 
Parochial Board of any parish or combination in Scotland, to take and convey 
before the Sheriff or any two Justices of the Peace of the county in which the 
parish or combination for which such Inspector or Officer acts, or any portion 
thereof, is situated, without previous complaint or warrant in that behalf every 
poor person who shall be in the course of receiving parochial relief in any parish 
or combination in Scotland, and who, he may have reason to believe, is liable to 
be removed from Scotland under the secondly recited Act (8 and 9 Vic., c. 83, 
s. 77) and the Sheriff or Justices before whom any such persons shall be so 
brought shall make such examination, and proceed in the same manner in all 
respects as if such persons had been brought before him or them under and 
in the same manner directed by the Act.” 

That by the Act 25 and 26 Vic., cap. 113, further provision was made in 
reference to the removal of paupers from Scotland to England and Ireland; 
and, in particular, sections second and fourth thereof provide what shall be set 
forth in the warrant of removal, and to these sections reference is now made. 

That John Mailley, labourer, now or lately residing at Dumbarton Combina- 
tion Poorhouse, was born in county Galway, Ireland, and is in the course of 
receiving parochial relief from the parish of Dumbarton, although the said 
John Mailley. has not acquired a settlement in any parish or combination in 
Scotland, or if acquired has not retained such settlement : That the said John 
Mailley has a wife, named Ann Gordon or Mailley, and four children, whose 
names are as follow, viz. : — Festus, aged 10; Catherine, aged 6; John, aged 4; 
and Anne, aged 1 year respectively, who have not gained a settlement in 
Scotland ; and that the said J ohn Mailley have actually become chargeable to 
e said parish of Dumbarton, in consequence of which it has become necessary 
to remove the said pauper to Galway, Ireland, where he was bom.

that they have received a file of correspondence, which has taken place 
between the Scotch Poor Law authorities, the Secretary of State for the 
Home Department, and His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, in which 
the Parochial Board of Dumbarton complain of the conduct of the Guar- 
dians of Galway Union in sending back the woman and her children, 
who had been removed to Ireland, under warrant of the Sheriff of 
Dumbartonshire, and in regard to whom the Commissioners had in- 
formed the Board of Guardians that the sending her back would be 
illegal. It appears also that the woman, at the time of her removal from 
Scotland, was in receipt of 3s. a week outdoor relief. 

The Commissioners have felt constrained to bring the expenditure 
incurred, in sending the woman and her children back to Scotland, under 
the notice of the auditor.

No. 13 — Letter from the Commissioners to His Excbllencv 
the Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
“ IE ’ 19th December, 1870. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor m Ireland have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of the file of 
papers, containing the explanations made by the Poor Law authorities 
in Scotland in relation to the case of Ann Mailley and her four children, 
removed from Dumbarton to the Workhouse of Galway Union. 

In returning these papers, for the opportunity of perusing which the 
Commissioner’s are much obliged, they wish to point out that the only 
new fact elicited is the important one that Ann Mailley was, at the 
time of her removal, in the receipt of three shillings weekly as parochial 
relief, a fact which she appears to have concealed from the Guardians of 
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Galway Union in representing herself to have been maintaining her 
family by her own industry at Dumbarton when removed by force and 
conveyed to Ireland. 

The other facts remain as represented in the letter of the Commis- 
sioners of the 1 2th September last. 

That J ohn Mailley was suffering from some form of mental derange- 
ment there can be no doubt, as he was twice taken on arrest by the police 
for violent conduct to the Dumbarton Workhouse, and not on his own 
application to be admitted as a pauper, and these arrests of the head of 
the family appear to have become the groundwork for his removal as a 
pauper to Ireland. His subsequent escape from Belfast Workhouse is 
confirmatory of this view. 

It is not a usual course either in England or Ireland for the police to 
create the condition of pauperism in a family by taking their prisoners 
to a workhouse for maintenance and custody there. 

The conduct of the Master of Belfast Workhouse, upon whom the 
Board of Siipervision cast the responsibility of Mailley’s escape from 
custody, is certainly open to observation ; but he was ignorant of 
Mailley’s infirmity of mind, and the Commissioners have recommended 
the Board of Guardians not to permit the Master in future to let the 
workhouse be made a place of custody for persons passing through Bel- 
fast under warrant of removal for some other part of Ireland. 

With regard to the legal effect of the man’s escape, the Commissioners 
reiterate their opinion that the officers in charge of the family were not 
justified in going on with the removal of the family to Galway. The 
Board of Supervision adopt a different view, and the Guardians of 
Galway Union will have to consider what means of redress may exist, 
assuming the proceeding to have been illegal. 

On the other hand, the Galway Board were not justified in expending 
the poor rate in assisting the family to return to Dumbarton, and the 
Commissioners have brought the illegal expenditure under the notice of 
the Auditor of the union accounts, who will, without doubt, disallow it, 
and charge the responsible parties with the expense of refunding the 
amount. 

The Commissioners cannot accept any share of responsibility for the 
removal of this family to Galway instead of Clifden, which latter Union, 
undoubtedly, contains the place of birth both of the husband and wife. 
It was easy for the removing authorities to have obtained this informa- 
tion from them or either of them ; for although there is no townland 
called Loughmore (Anglice 11 big lake”) either in Galway or Clifden 
Union, both of them well knew in what part of the county they were 
bom, and the parliamentary books recommended by the Commissioners 
to the attention of the Board of Supervision would have supplied all the 
additional information necessary to ascertain the proper union. 

If the question as to the proper union were put (as suggested to the 
Scotch removing authorities by the Board of Supervision) to the Irish 
Poor Law Commissioners, they would have to ascertain it from one of the 
two published documents referred to, and they really cannot see why 
reference should not be made directly to these books in Scotland rather 
than to them, reluctant as they admit themselves to be to give any 
assistance to the Scotch Parochial Boards in transferring the burthen of 
maintaining their poor to the Poor Law Unions in Ireland.

No. 11 .— Report from Mr. Horsley to the Commissioners. 

Caherciveen, 

Gentlemen, March 15tli, 1871. 

Adverting to your communication of the 7th inst., with enclosures, 
I beg to state that I examined Ellen Connell on oath to-day, at the 
Caherciveen Workhouse, relative to the circumstances attending the re- 
moval of herself and her four children from the Holborn Union to 
Caherciveen Workhouse, on the 27th November last ; and I transmit 
herewith the minutes of her evidence for the information of the Com- 
missioners. 

It appears that Ellen Connell was deserted by her husband in the 
Fulham Union, in the month of June last, and that about four months 
afterwards she became chargeable on the rates of the Holborn "Union, 
after a residence of only one week therein, and that having received 
relief for six weeks in the workhouse, a warrant, for her own removal 
and that of her children to Caherciveen Workhouse, was granted to the 
Holborn Union authorities by the police magistrate of Clerkenwell 
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Court, on the ground that she was born at Valentia, in the Caherciveen 
Union. 

No great exertion appears to have been made on the part of the 
Holborn Guardians to find her husband, and render h im amenable for 
his desertion of her and her children ; and I think, from her evidence, 
that he might even now be found at Merthyr, or its neighbourhood, in 
Glamorganshire. At all events, as a deserted wife, neither she nor her 
children could be legally removed to the place of her birth. 

I return herewith the file of papers which accompanied your letter of 
the 7th instant.

Removal of Ellen Connell and her Four Children from Holborn Union, Middle- 
sex, to Caherciveen Workhouse, on 29th November, 1870. 

Ellen Connell, being duly sworn, saitli — I am a married woman. My husband’s 
name is Geoffrey Connell. I was married to him at Dowlais, Glamorganshire, 
on the 8th of August, 1853, by Father Miller, Roman Catholic priest of the 
parish. The clerk’s name was Roger Williams. He lived in High-street, 
Merthyr. There was a register of Roman Catholic marriages kept by° him and 
'John Miller. I have four children alive. They were all born in Merthyr, with 
the exception of the youngest, who was born in London, about a year and five 
months ago. My husband was a metal breaker in Merthyr, with a Mr. Crockett, 
for a great many years. My husband and I, after our marriage, lived together 
in Merthyr for nearly twelve years. After the expiration of that period, my 
husband went to London to look for work, and left me and my children at my 
brother s house in Merthyr, for about two months. He obtained work in London 
as a gasman at Fulham, and immediately sent for me to join him there with my 
children, and I went to him. This happened about two years ago. In the 
month of June last he deserted me and my children, and I have never seen him 
since, and have no knowledge of where he is now. He never has written to me 
or communicated with me in any way since he left me in June last. He was an 
excellent husband. He was earning 5s. 6d. a day when he left me. We had no 
quarrel, but I was remonstrating with him for spending too much money on 
beer, the night before he left me. For four months after he left me I supported 
myself by disposing of my furniture and clothes. After that I was obliged to 
go into the Holborn Union Workhouse. I had friends living in the union, and 
went from the house of one of them to the workhouse. I received relief for six 
weeks lor myselt and children in the workhouse, and I was then taken before 
the magistrate sitting at Clerkenwell Police Court, and a warrant was procured 
for my removal and that of my children by the Holborn Union Guardians to 
Caherciveen V orkhouse. When I was taken before the magistrate, I was onlv 
asked where I was born, and I told him at Valentia, in the Caherciveen Union 
Ireland. I was unwilling to be sent to Ireland, and I asked the magistrate to 
send me to Merthyr, as I thought it l.kely my husband might have gone there ; 
but I was told I could not be passed to that place. Mr. Powell, a relieving

No. 13 . — Letter from Messrs. Needham and Co., to the 
Commissioners. 

No. 7186, 1871. Caherciveen Union. 

1, New Inn, London, 

Gentlemen, 1st April, 1871. 

We have made as instructed the preliminary inquiry into this case, so 
far as we found it necessary, in order to ascertain the truth of the pauper. 
Ellen Connell’s statement, deposed to by her before Mr. Horsley, as to 
her marriage with J effrey Connell and her subsequent desertion by him, 
and we now beg to report to the Commissioners the result of such inquiry 
as follows : — 

As regards the marriage, we send the Registrar-General’s certificate 
of the same having been duly solemnized on the 14th June, 1859, from 
which it appears that Ellen Connell was legally married to Jeffrey 
Connell, by Father Miller, in the presence of the Superintendent Regis- 
trar, not on the 8th August, 1858, as stated by her, but on the 14tli 
June, 1859. 

As regards the question of desertion, we have attended at Fulham, 
and ascertained from Connell’s late master, Mr. Henry Edward Brook- 
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house, foreman at the Fulham Gas Works, and by reference to the 
clerk's books there, “that Jeffrey Connell (described as of apparently 
about forty years of age, a stoutly built man, with light complexion, 
sandy hail', and round face), applied for and obtained work there, on or 
about the 24th October, 1867, and that he left those works finally on or 
about the 25th of June, 1870. That his pay averaged thirty shil lin gs a 
week, nine shillings and sixpence of which remained due to him when 
he left, which was afterwards, viz., on the 2nd July, paid to a woman 
believed to be his wife, who vowed vengeance against Brookhouse if he 
did not give her the money, which he did to get rid of her. That the 
husband was a hardworking and to all appearances a steady fellow, and 
the besb man they had in the yard, and that his wife (who is described 
as a remarkably fine lusty woman, but whose Christian name was not 
known to the authorities there), was just the reverse of her husband, 
being an idle, drunken, violent woman. She was not employed at the 
Gas Works ) but as the Connells lived not far off, at No. 1, Factory-lane, 
she was a well-known character at the works. That her husband fre- 
quently complained at the works of her violent temper and the miserable 
life she led him, and that at last, after repeated threats to go away from 
the neighbourhood in consequence, he left the works in despair, leaving 
his wife and several children behind him, and very likely with the inten- 
tion of entirely deserting her ; but it is not known at the gas works what 
became of him. That the wife was, at or about the time her husband 
went away, committed to prison for assaulting one of the other work- 
men named James Keif, by cutting his face with a broken jug, and it 
was believed afterwards went into the Fulham Workhouse.” 

The house where the Connells lived has changed proprietors as well 
as tenants, and we could not gather any facts there as to the husband’s 
departure, sale of goods by the wife, or otherwise. 

Upon inquiry of the Master of the Fulham Workhouse, and on 
reference to his books, we ascertained “that Ellen Connell, aged 33 
(undoubtedly from the master’s description the same woman), made 
application for relief on the 29th June, 1870, stating that her husband 
had left her with the children on the previous Saturday” (this statement 
appears in the master’s books), “ which Saturday would be the 25th of 
June. That on the 5th July she accordingly entered the Fulham Work- 
house with four children, whose names and ages she gave precisely as 
described in the W arrant of Removal. That she and her family left that 
workhouse on the 7th October following, and have not been seen or 
heai'd of since. That her husband was not known there.” 

heie is no such place as George-lane, Holborn ; but we have seen a 
woman named Mary McCarthy, of No. 3, George-court, Fox-court, 
-Brook-street, Holborn, who knew Connell and wife well, and she men- 
tioned that Mrs. Connell’s maiden name was Ellen M‘Crohon, which 
agrees with the marriage certificate, and that they came from Merthyr 
n U ‘ ^r rs ' M‘Carthy states “ that when J effrey Connell first came 
Irom Merthyr to London (she thinks about 1865 or 1866) he came alone 
and took lodgings at No. 2, George-court, next door to her, and that his 
wde vith Wo cluldren, Darnel and Mary Ann, joined him there in about 
a fortnight or three weeks. That they remained in George-court several 
months and then removed to 27, Yerulam-street, Gray’s Inn-road, and 
trom thence to No. 7, Baldwin’s-gardens, Leather-lane, and that Jeffrey 
worked during all that time for Mr. Sewell, paving the streets. That 
trom Baldimn s-gardens they (Connell and wife and family) all went 
together to Fulham.” [Witness heard from the pauper what took place 
at b ulham, and how her husband had deserted her, leaving her to support 

J 2 
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herself and children, and that Mrs. Connell was in prison about a week, 
but, was out .again before her husband left her.] “That when Mrs. 
Connell left the Fulham Workhouse about last October, she with four 
children (the two youngest of whom she stated were born at Fulham, 
although witness- had lost sight of them whilst there) came direct to 
witness’s lodgings, at 3, George-court, where witness sheltered them in her 
room for three nights. That Mrs. Connell and family then went straight 
into the Holborn Workhouse, and were there for a few weeks, during 
which time she always came to visit witness on Sundays. That Mrs. 
Connell wrote while in the Holborn Workhouse to a brother of hers at 
Merthyr (whose address is not known) to make inquiries about her hus- 
band thinking he might have gone back there, and got a letter in reply 
that the brother had not seen or heard anything of him. That a cousin 
of Mrs. Connell’s named Daniel M‘Crolion, who knew Jeffrey well, 
worked at the Fulham Gas Works at the same time that her hus- 
band did, and later, and believes that that cousin is now living in 
Merthyr and may know something about J effrey. Witness never saw 
Jeffrey Connell after he left London for Fulham, and cannot say what 
became of him. Believes he was a very good husband, but they were 
both fond of drinking ; however, thinks it a great shame that he should 
not be made to support her, which he never helped to do after leaving 
Fulham.” 

We cannot make out that Jeffrey Connell has since leaving Fulham 
contributed anything towards, the support of his wife and family, or that 
he. has been seen or heard of as being at or in the neighbourhood of Ful- 
ham or London since the 25tli of June, 1870, on which day he, in all 
probability, went back to Merthyr, where he appears to have been, 
according to Father Bond’s letter, in or about October last, and very 
lik ely is so still. We could, no doubt, get further information on this 
head should it be hereafter required in further proof of desertion, but we 
think it desirable at once to report the result of our inquiry thus far. 

On the whole, therefore, it appears to us that the pauper Ellen 
Connell’s statement, as deposed to before Mr. Horsley the inspector, is 
substantially true both as to her marriage and desertion.. 

We. enclose with the certificate of marriage copy correspondence we 
have, had with parties at Merthyr, and we also return the papers 
received from the Commissioners.

W ould you have the kindness to inform us whether the marriage did or not 
take place, as alleged, and when ? It is possible she may be mistaken in her 
dates. . Also, whether to your knowledge Jeffrey Connell has gone back to 
Dowlais, and when, together with his present address.

February, 1871. 

Bead letter from the Clerk of the Durham Union, dated 6th 
February, 1871, stating, “On the 31st December last I sent you a 
Warrant for the Bemoval of Catherine Clark and her eight children to 
vour union. The case was considered by the Guardians of this Union 
on Saturday last. It appears she keeps a small shop in Willington and 
that two of her sons have regular work in a coal mine, for which they 
are paid on an average ten shillings and sixpence a week. 

“ If removed to your union these lads might not be able to get em- 
ployment, or to' earn as much as they do at present. The mother too, 
would no longer have the income which she now derives from her shop. 
The consequence would probably be that your union would have to pay 
a much larger sum for the relief of the family than is sufficient m then 
present circumstances. 

v « The Guardians of this Union, therefore, suggest that the family 
should remain here and he relieved at the cost of your union, if this can 
he legally done. They are at present allowed five shillings a week. 
Oblige by sending me an answer as early as convenient. ’ 
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Order. 

Read — “ The Board cannot see that the case referred to justifies the 
arbitrary removal of the family, and, referring to the suggestion made by 
the Durham Board, they are not aware that there is any provision in 
the Poor Law Act empowering the Guardians of this "Union to grant 
out-door relief beyond the limits of their own union. 

“The Board beg to call the attention of the Commissioners to this 
case, which appears to them to be one of great hardship to the persons 
proposed lo be removed.” 



No. 4. — Letter from the Commissioners to the Board of 
Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 15th February, 1871. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have had before them a resolution of the Board of 
Guardians of Carrick-on-Shannon Union of the 9th instant, in reference 
to the case of a woman named Catherine Clark and her eight children, 
viz., Maria, aged sixteen years ; Hugh, aged fifteen years ; Margaret, 
aged thirteen years; Thomas, aged ten years; Michael, aged seven 
years ; Ann, aged five years ; Catherine, aged three years ; and Ellen, 
aged one year and nine months ; whom it is proposed to remove from 
the Durham Union to the above Union, and for whose removal , a 
warrant has been obtained and forwarded to the Guardians of Carrick- 
on-Shannon Union. 

The Commissioners have also had before them a copy of a letter 
addressed to the Guardians by the clerk of the Durham Union on the 
6th instant, in which he states in reference to this subject, that the case 
was considered by the Durham Guardians on Saturday, the 4th instant, 
that it appears the woman in question keeps a small shop in "Willington, 
that two of her sons have regular work in a coal- mine, for which they 
are paid on an average ten shillings and six pence per week ; and he 
observes that if the family be removed to Carrick-on-Shannon the sons 
might not be able to obtain employment, or earn as much as they do at 
present, and that the mother would lose the income which she derives 
from her shop ; and that consequently the Carrick-on-Shannon Board 
would have to pay a much larger sum for the relief of the family 
than is sufficient in their present circumstances, and the Durham Guard- 
ians suggest, therefore, that the family should remain in the Durham 
Union and be relieved there at the cost of the Carrick-on-Shannon 
Union, their present allowance from the Durham Guardians being five 
shillings per week. 

In reference to this case the Commissioners desire to state that the 
proposal to relieve the family in question at the expense of the Board of 
Guardians of Carrick-on-Shannon Union, cannot be carried out, and the 
auditor would disallow any such expenditure. 

It appears at the same time a great hardship to remove an indus- 
trious family from means of employment which they now possess. 

The Commissioners recommend the Board of Guardians to send an 
answer to the Durham Board of Guardians to this effect.

politan Police District and County of Middlesex, that Patrick Collins, aged 
fifty years, a person born in Ireland, hath become and is now chargeable to the 
said Parish of St. Giles in the Fields. And whereas upon examination of the 
said Patrick Collins, taken upon oath before me (which examination is hereunto 
annexed), it doth appear, to my satisfaction, that he was born in or last resided 
for the space of three years in the town or place of Kanturk, in Ireland, and 
had not a settlement in England. And whereas I have duly examined the said 
Patrick Collins as to the state of health of himself, and am satisfied that lie is in 
such a state of health as not to be liable to suffer bodily or mental injury by 
removal to Ireland under this warrant. 

These are therefore to require you, the said Guardians of the Poor of the 
Parish of St. Giles in the Fields aforesaid, in the District and County of 
Middlesex aforesaid, or some proper person or persons to be employed by you, 
to remove and convey the said Patrick Collins from and out of the said Parish 
of St. Giles in the Fields, and to cause him to be safely conveyed to. the said 
town or place of Kanturk, in Ireland, and for such purpose to be delivered at 
the Workhouse of the Kanturk Union, in the County of Cork, in Ireland.

Kanturk Union, in which the Guardians state that the man has taken 
his discharge from the workhouse, and that his depositions before the 
police court, upon which the Warrant of Removal was granted, are 
totally at variance with his statement on arrival at Kanturk. 

With regard to this case, the Commissioners request to be informed in 
what particular the man’s statement varied from the contents of his 
deposition in the police court, and whether he adhered or not to the fact 
of his having been bom in London. 

The Commissioners observe that the printed form of examination does 
not elicit the fact of the person being born in Ireland, but that words 
are used ambiguously so as to apply the removal to persons who have 
resided in Ireland, although not born there, and it is the Commissioners’ 
intention to make a representation to Government on the subject. 

As the man in question has left the workhouse, the Guardians will 
probably not think it necessary to incur the expense of appealing against 
this illegal proceeding.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor m Ireland forward herewith, for the information of His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant, a copy of an Order of Removal, under the 
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authority of which a person named Patrick Collins was removed from 
the Parish of St. Giles in the Fields in London, to the Workhouse 
of Kanturk Union in Ireland, together with a copy of the deposition 
made by Collins himself before the Removing Magistrate, and a copy of 
his statements taken down by the Clerk of the Union on his arrival at 
Kanturk in the charge of the Removing Officer of St. Giles’ Parish. 

In this latter statement Collins declares himself to have been born of 
Irish parents in London, and to have lived there for seven years, at 
which time he went with his parents to Ireland and remained there for 
some years, and upon this latter fact, involving a residence of three 
years probably in Kanturk Union, his removal appears to have been 
grounded. 

As, however, though of Irish parents, he was born in some parish in 
London, and had a legal settlement in the place of his birth ; he was not 
legally removable to Ireland, and the Commissioners here, therefore, 
pointed out to the Kanturk Board that an appeal against the removal 
would be successful ; but as it seems uncertain whether he will remain 
chargeable, they are unwilling to undertake the expense of the pro- 
ceeding. 

In comparing the Warrant of Removal in this case with the deposi- 
tion in order to see how the Magistrate was led to declare himself satis- 
fied that the pauper was “born in Ireland,” it was found that the 
printed form of warrant used in the Parish of St. Giles differs from the 
form prescribed by the Act 26 and 27 Yic., c. 89, sec. 6, in substituting 
for the Magistrates’ declaration that the pauper was “ born in Ireland,” a 
declaration that he was “ born in or last resided” in some place in that 
country for the space of three years. It was further found that the 
printed form of deposition contained a corresponding declaration by the 
pauper himself, to the effect that he was “ born in or last resided for the 
space of three years” in a certain place in Ireland. 

There can exist little doubt that these two printed forms have been 
deliberately framed, in contravention of the statute, for the purpose of 
carrying on the illegal removal of persons who were not born in Ireland, 
but who might have resided there for three years, as if the latter were 
in itself a substantive ground for removal, and there is, without doubt, 
a numerous class to which this expedient might be applied, as it has been 
applied in the case of Patrick Collins. 

It is possible that these printed forms are those used generally in the 
police coiu’t at Bow-street, and that other parishes besides that of St. 
Giles avail themselves of this mode of removing persons to Ireland who 
possess birth settlements in London, and are not of the class exclusively 
made removable to Ireland by Act of Parliament, namely, persons 
“ bom in Ireland” with their wives and dependent children. 

The Commissioners have thought it right to bring this matter 
expressly under the notice of His Excellency, in order that the removing 
authorities in the Police Court at Bow-street and of the parish of St. 
Giles in the Fields may have the opportunity of explaining as to their 
use of printed forms of the character above described.

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Case of John Greene removed from Liverpool to Dublin. 

No. 1 . — Letter from Dr. M'Iver, Medical Officer of Ardee 
Workhouse. 

Gentlemen, Ardee, February 18th, 1871. 

I beg to intimate to you that a case of mild small-pox has occurred 
in the Ardee Workhouse Hospital. The patient John Greene was sent 
from Bvownlow-hill Hospital, Liverpool, to Dublin, in charge of a 
Removing Officer on the 10th of February. He stopped one night in 
the North Dublin Union Workhouse, one night in Balrothery Work- 
house, one night in Drogheda Workhouse, and came to Ardee on Mon- 
day night last. On Tuesday I admitted him to the Fever Hospital, 
Ardee, labouring under general feverish symptoms, and on yesterday the 
disease developed itself. The patient is proceeding favourably. I had 
him removed to our small-pox hospital.

No. 2 . — Letter from the Commissioners to the Under Secre- 
tary of the Lord Lieutenant. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Snt, 4th March, 1871. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland transmit to you herewith, for the information of His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, a copy of a letter received from the 
Medical Officer of the Workhouse of Ardee Union, reporting the occur- 
rence of a case of smallpox in the Workhouse of that Union in the 
person of a man named J ohn Greene, who was removed from Liverpool 
under an Order of Removal and in charge of a Removing Officer on the 
10th ultimo, only a few days before the disease manifested itself on 
him. The Commissioners also enclose a copy of a further circular which 
they have just issued on the subject of the progress of small-pox in 
Hus country, in which they refer specially to the importation of cases of 
small-pox from Great Britain.* 

Other cases of a like description to that described by the Medical 
Officer of Ardee Workhouse have occurred, hut no case could illus- 
trate more clearly and certainly the danger which must under existing 
circumstances attend the removal of Irish horn persons to Ireland from 
such centres of small-pox contagion as are presented at London, Liver- 
pool, and Glasgow, from which places the removal of Irish persons to 
Ireland is peculiarly frequent and is carried on almost daily. 

The Commissioners beg, at the same time, to call attention to a 
correspondence which took place in 1866 during the invasion of cholera 
when the Commissioners suggested for consideration whether power was 
not given to the Privy Council in England by the Sanitary Act, 1866 
(ill section 52), to make an order to prevent the spread of contagious 
disease from one part of Her Majesty’s dominions to another ; and the 
Commissioners desire again to submit to consideration whether an Order in 
Council would be of force to prevent the removal of poor persons to Ire- 
land from Great Britain during the prevalence of small-pox in thoso 
planes from which such removals most frequently take place. 

The result of the correspondence in 1866 was, that through the intor-

Law Authorities of Liverpool parish assented to suspend, for a short 
period the removal of poor persons to Ireland.

Gentlemen, Kingstown, March 30, 1871. 

In reply to your letter of the 28th inst., relating to removals from 
Liverpool to the two Dublin unions in the years 1867, 1868, and 1869 
I have the honour to inform you that most of the orders of removal have 
been preserved, and that all the particulars respecting the persons 
removed have been recorded in books kept for the purpose ; I forward to 
you returns obtained from the workhouse masters, and prepared from 
these records and the workhouse registers, containing some information 
on the subject. 

You will observe from these returns that about 16 per cent, of the 
persons removed in the three years referred to, had not been born in the 
Dublin unions, nor had they resided there for three years, but that having 
been less than a year out of Ireland they were legally removable to Dublin 
with their consent, and you will also notice that about 57 per cent, 
of the entire number removed from Liverpool to Dublin, left the Dublin 
workhouses on the day of their arrival. 

These facts would appear to favour the presumption that the Poor 
Law authorities at Liverpool are often applied to for relief by persons 
who desire to return to Ireland, and the master of the South Dublin 
Workhouse informs me that he has learned from many of the persons 
removed that they sought relief in Liverpool to effect that object; the 
master of the North Dublin Workhouse, however, says that very fe w 
ever stated, on their arrival at that workhouse, that they desired to be 
sent over from Liverpool to Ireland.

No. 1.— Letter from Nine of the Poor Law Inspectors to the 
Commissioners. 

Gentlemen, Dublin, October 17th, 1870. 

We the undersigned Poor Law Inspectors desire respectfully to 
refer to the correspondence that has recently taken place regarding the 
salary and emoluments of our office. 

We think it unnecessary to recapitulate the facts set forth in the cor- 
respondence which has been published in your annual reports laid before 
Parliament in the years 1869 and 1870, showing the additional labour 
and responsibility imposed on us by the operation of the Act 31 & 32 
Vic., cap. 74, and the increased personal expenses involved in the dis- 
charge of our present duties, and we now take the liberty of addressing 
you only with the view of directing your attention to the fact that no 
reply has yet been received from the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury to the communications made by you and by His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland in the year 1869, recom- 
mending that the salary of our office should be raised, and we do so in 
the hope that it may appear to you expedient to bring our case again under 
their lordships’ notice. We annex an extract from a report of the pro- 
ceedings in the House of Commons on the 14th of July last, by which 
you will observe that, in answer to Lord George Hamilton, the First 
Lord of the Treasury stated that the question had been re-examined, and 
that their lordships’ answer would shortly be- made known : — 

House of Commons, Thursday , July 14. 

Irish Poor Law Inspectors. 

Lord George Hamilton. — I beg to ask the First Lord of the Treasury 
whether, having regard to the facts set forth in the annual report of the Poor 
Law Commission for Ireland, laid before Parliament in the years 1 869 and 1870, 
to the effect that the operation of the Act passed in 1868, 31 & 32 Vic., cap. 
74, extending the powers and duties of the poor law inspectors in Ireland, has 
imposed additional labour on those officers, and considerably increased their 
personal expenses, it is the intention of Her Majesty’s Government to accede to 
the application made by the Poor Law Commissioners, and both by the late and 
present Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, in favour of an improved scale of salary for 
the poor law inspectors ? 

Mr. Gladstone. — The noble lord has asked me, after stating the grounds for 
his question, whether the Government are prepared to comply with the request 
for an increase in the salaries of the poor law inspectors in Ireland, mainly on the 
ground of augmentation of duties. I am informed that the question has been 
repeatedly under the consideration of the Treasury, and that it has always 
received a negative reply. The question, has, however, been re-examined, 
partly in connexion with matters to which the noble lord adverts, and their 
answer will shortly be made known in a letter from the department. 

We would also beg to remark that, since the foregoing statement was 
made by Mr. Gladstone, the number of inspectors in Ireland has been 
reduced, the vacancy caused by the retirement of Dr. Knox not having 
been filled up, and the unions that were in his charge having, by a re- 
arrangement of the districts, been apportioned among the other inspec- 
tors ; this alteration, while it has effected a saving in the cost of the 
staff of inspectors in Ireland, has stiff further added to our duties and 
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increased our personal expenses, and rve would express a hope that the 
circumstance may he considered as an additional reason why our claim 
for an improved scale of salary should receive favourable consideration.

I am directed by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to 
state, for the information of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, that they are 
not of opinion that a case has been made out for the proposed grant of increased 
salaries to the Poor Law Inspectors in Ireland, recommended by you in a letter 
of November, 1869, to their favourable consideration. 

You are aware that frequent applications had been previously addressed to 
this Board praying sanction for a scale of salaries, which would place the Irish 
Poor Law Inspectors, after twenty years’ service, at the same maximum as the 
English Inspectors. . . 

These applications, however, did not anticipate the obvious objection that 
although the salaries in England may be somewhat higher, the work of inspec- 
tion, as a whole, is less costly than in Ireland, because the inspecting staff is 
proportionately to the work less numerous. 

My Lords are glad to perceive that the Poor Law Board endeavour to 
answer this objection, and they have given their best consideration to the 
explanations which the Commissioners offer. 

Legislation of late years has, without doubt, added to the duties of the Irish 
Inspectors, although on the other hand it should be borne in mind that pauper- 
ism has decreased in Ireland since 1849-50, the date at which the present scale 
of salary appears to have been fixed. 

My Lords note further the statement of the Commissioners that Boards of 
Guardians are subjected to more constant and uniform supervision in Ireland 
than in England. . . 

But, after making allowances on these points, their Lordships still do not teel 
satisfied that the great disproportion of numbers is fully explained, for the fact 
remains that the central establishment in England obtains all the information it 
requires concerning the relief of nearly a million paupers and the outlay of 
<£7,500,000 from twenty inspectors, including workhouse school inspectors, 
costino- less than .£23,000 a year, while the central department in Ireland 
requires eleven men at £10,000 a year to watch the distribution of rather more 
than £800,000 among 70,000 paupers, and the question arises whether there is 
the same economy of highly-paid labour in Ireland that there is in England ? 

Eor example : — 

1. Do the Irish Inspectors undertake any work which could be performed by 
a lower class of official ? 

There is a large staff of inspectors’ clerks at small salaries attached to the 
inspectors in England, in order to relieve them of much routine work. Is there 
any similar provision in Ireland? If so, it does not appear on the face of the 
estimates. . 

2. It is notorious that the poor have of late years been treated m England 
with greater liberality than formerly, and that the interference of the central 
department is more frequently called for, increasing of course the labour of 
inspection. 

The Poor Law Board in England has met the new demands upon them by 
the creation of a class of sub-inspectors who will receive for five years a salary 
of £500, allowances included, and it is intended, whenever practicable, that 
first appointments shall hereafter be made to this class. 

By the aid of this and other arrangements my Lords have reason to hope that 
the cost of inspection in England, in spite of increased demands upon it, will at 
least remain stationary ; and they would ask whether it is not possible for the 
Irish Poor Law Commissioners to devise measures similar, at all events, in effect 
to those which have been adopted by the English Board. 

My Lords must request, before finally deciding upon the increase proposed, 
that you, with the Poor Law Commissioners, will consider these points, and 
favour this Board with your and their opinion upon them. 

Under no circumstances could my Lords consent to the scale proposed by the 
Poor Law Commissioners themselves. 

But if the Commissioners should be able to propose a lower minimum for 
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inspectors newly appointed, or other measures of an economical character their 
Lordships would be willing to increase the maximum salary to £050, making, 
with the* commuted personal allowance of £150, a total sum of £800 per annum.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 3rd instant, 
communicating by direction of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant Mr 
Stansfeld’s letter of the 3rd November instant, relating to the proposed 
increase of the salaries of Poor Law Inspectors in Ireland, and request- 
ing the Commissioners to furnish His Excellency with any observations 
which they may desire to make thereon. 

The Commissioners regret to find that they have failed m then pi e- 
vious endeavour to make it appear that the official status of a. Poor Law 
Inspector in Ireland considered in relation to that of a Poor Law 
Inspector in England, cannot be fairly estimated by the comparative 
amount of cost and numbers of the recipients of relief in the two 
countries ; and they now submit with great deference that this question 
is a separate and very different one from the question of the proportionate 
number of inspectors and not, like the latter, to be measured m any 
material degree by the statistics of pauperism. 

It is the duty of the Commissioners without doubt to explain, if they 
can, to their lordships’ satisfaction that great disproportion of numbers 
which appears so likely to have an influence on their lordships’ decision 
in regard to the proposed increase of salary. The question is thus stated 
in Mr. Stansfeld’s letter. How does it happen that while the central 
establishment in England obtains all the information it requires concern- 
ing the relief of nearly a million paupers and the outlay of £7,500,000 
from twenty inspectors costing less than £23,000, while the central 
department in Ireland requires eleven men at £10,000 to watch the dis- 
tribution of rather more than £800,000 among 70,000 paupers J 

It is right to state that on one, the Irish, side of the comparison here 
made, the°700,000 recipients of medical relief are omitted. . Still the dis- 
proportion of numbers and more especially of expenditure is very large. 

The answer to this inquiry must be given without reserve. A greater 
proportion of .inspector's is necessary in Ireland than in England, because 
the central establishment in Ireland requires' of necessity a great deal 
more information from its inspectors than the central establishment in 
England does. _ t # # ... . 

It is difficult to appreciate, without witnessing it, the Vast difference 
in the administration of the Poor Law in the two countries, which has 
been caused by the difference in the laws of relief and especially by the 
creation in Ireland of the power to dissolve a Board of Guardians and 
to appoint paid officers in its stead; for although this power, once 
exercised to a great extent, has in recent years not been exercised at all, 
its existence causes a course of administration to be maintained which is 
absolutely necessary to enable the central board to avoid its exercise. 

The two Commissioners deputed by the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury in 1854 to inquire into “ all the circumstances con- 
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nected with the Poor Law Commission in Ireiand,” made a mmute 

detail the results of that inquiry and the conclusion which they am 

at concisely expressed as follows : — , , 

“ The importance of the Poor Law Office in 

could not be satisfactorily explained. 

The authors of this report appear to have fully appreciated the grrat 
difference existing in the administration of the Poor Laws m th 
countries, for they recommended, on the grounds which are stated theiem 
a permanent Poor Law Establishment exceeding m cost to the public 
£40,000 per annum, including twenty inspectors, the corresponding cos ■ 
at this time being £28,987 and the number of inspectors ten 

It is true that since the date of that report many of the pecuhar pr o- 
visions of the Irish Poor Law enumerated therein have i ceased to be 
sources of onerous labour to the department ; but on the othei haiid the 
Burial Grounds Acts, the Compulsory Vaccination Act and 
Sanitary Acts were not at that time m existence It is moreorei 
remarkable that in 1854 the poor rate expenditure had dnnmished from 
£2,177,651 in 1849 to £849,859, a sum very nearly identical witn tne 

present annual expenditure. . „ _ii„ 

That reduction of expenditure and of pauperism had very natui ally 
and properly, without interference on the part of their lordships, een 
accompanied by a very large diminution in the staff of inspectors, resu - 
ing in a saving of £20,000 per annum, together with other retrenchments 
voluntarily adopted by the Commissioners. So far,, however, from, that 
reduction being supposed to lower the status of the inspectors remaining 
in office, an opportunity was ultimately taken by then- lordships of ap- 
proving a very material increase in the salaries of those officers who 

This measure was recommended in the Report already quoted in the 
following terms : — 

« At present there are sixteen Poor Law Inspectors, and five Medical Inspectors 
over 163 unions and 960 dispensaries. . , , , ,, ^i-i, 

“Eio-ht of the Poor Law Inspectors are paid at the same rate as the English 
inspectors, viz., £700 a year, and the remaining eight at £500 > a year. 

u The reason for this reduced rate was, that on abolishing the coips ot tem- 
porary inspectors, and making permanent a certain number of them, there was a 
great competition for the permanent office among those who had served as tem- 
porary inspectors, and the applications of many very good and tried men wer 
necessarily unsuccessful. It seemed difficult, therefore, at that time to propose 
a larger salary than that which was equivalent to the emoluments of mspectois 
when temporarily employed, as so many would have been glad to continue on 
the same terms. . , , , 

‘i On the other hand, it must be borne in nnnd that instead of one, two, tin ee. 
or four unions, the number allotted to temporary inspectors a short time before 
the change, the permanent inspectors, selected as they all were from that both , 
have from five to ten unions each, according to the nature of the district. -Lhej 
are obliged, therefore, to be from home to a far greater extent than when m 
charge of a smaller number of unions, and the Commissioners have had com- 
plaints from some of them of the inadequacy of their salaries on this account. 

“ We are of opinion that this is a fitting opportunity for equalizing the labours 
of the several inspectors ; and, as it has been represented to us that the districts 
mi<dat be enlarged in some cases, so as to render it unnecessary to employ more 
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than fourteen inspectors, ire suggest to the Commissioners the propriety of 
taking steps to carry into effect that object. , 

° , K A * sB * * 

“ In equalizing the labours of the inspectors, it will be proper to place their 
salaries upon a more satisfactory footing. With this view, we recommend that 
the scale of salaries for inspectors should commence at £500 a year, and in- 
crease bv an annual rise of .£20, to £600 a year. 

“ In addition to which, we are of opinion that they should be paid a, commuted 
allowance of £150 a year each, in lieu of personal allowance when absent from 
Pome, together with the actual amount paid for them conveyance. 

1 1 Theeigbt senior inspectors might be allowed to continue at the existing ra > 
of salary and allowance as long as they hold their present offices, with the power 
of commuting at any time for the fixed sum. , * 

“ Cke medical inspectors, we are of opinion, may be paid at the same rate oi 
salary provided their number be reduced from five to four ; but in any case 
the personal allowance should, we think, be commuted for the same amount as 
the other inspectors, viz., £150 a year.” 



It will be seen from this extract that the inspectors in Ireland were 
originally on the same footing as to salary as the inspectors m hngland, 
and the Report explains correctly the way in which those appointed as 
permanent inspectors after the famine came to be appomted at a lower 

SC Itw^hSy felt in 1851 that, as nothing had occurred to lower the 
status of an Irish Poor Law Inspector, it was but fair, after several 
years’ service, to advance the salary from the minimum assigned on first 



The increase so recommended was not actually sanctioned by the Lords 
Commissioners of the Treasury until the year 1860, at which time the 
poor-rate expenditure had fallen so low as £558,835, and the average 
daily number of paupers to 45,412. . _ 

A further advancement is now sought after a further interval of ten 
years, not because the expenditure has again advanced to £817,772, and 
the average daily number relieved to 69,260, hut on account of the 
increased period of service, regard being had to the minimum of £500 on 



first appointment. * 

The several questions — “ Whether there is the same economy of highly 
paid labour in Ireland that there is in England T “ Whether the Irish 
Inspectors undertake any work which could be performed by a lower 
class of officials V And — “ Whether there is in Ireland as in England a 
large staff of Inspectors’ clerks at small salaries attached to the inspectors, 
in order to relieve them of much routine work T — must be. answered by 
the simple statement that there is no routine work of which an Irish 
inspector could be relieved by a clerk or -other inferior officer, and that 
if an inspector in Ireland should he allowed a clerk he would not know 
what use to make of his services. 



The Commissioners are not exactly cognizant of what routine work an 
English Inspector is relieved by his clerk. They can only say that, in 
Ireland the Inspector’s time is not occupied in collecting or compiling 
the statistics of his district, or in correspondence with union officials 



unless upon exceptional occasions. 

There is nothing therefore of this nature to furnish employment for a 
clerk in compiling or copying ; all statistics, whether relating to the Poor 
Law or medical charities, are procured and compiled at the central office 
(with more economy of service and more efficiency as the Commissioners 
apprehend); and such statistics are always at the service of the inspector 
so far as they relate to his own district. The inspectors can at all times- 
likewise command copies from the office of their own reports, or other 
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documents relating to their districts whenever they may have occasion 
to refer to them. All the correspondence, therefore, occupying the time 
of an inspector in Ireland, other , than his own reports to the Commis- 
sioners, consists of minuting on the papers daily referred to him any 
suggestions which he may have to make on the subject of the business 
contained in such papers ; and these, be it observed, include the minutes 
of the weekly meetings of each Board of Guardians in his district. It is 
clear that this branch of duty, which is of a high order, could not be 
performed by anyone but the inspector himself. A short enumeration 

of the other branches of duty performed by an Irish inspector will show 
that there are none of which he could relieve himself by the assistance of 
an inferior officer, all of them being of an equally high order with the 
corresponding duties of an inspector in England. Eor example, attend- 
ance at Boards of Guardians, inspection of workhouses, workhouse 
schools, and workhouse hospitals, inspection of dispensaries, a duty not 
yet known to the English inspector, but having most important effects 
on the administration of medical relief in Ireland, and especially on the 
practice of vaccination. The conduct of special inquiries into complaints 
preferred against Boards of Guardians or their paid officers, under the 
provisions either of the Poor Law, the Medical Charities, the Burial 
Grounds, or the Sanitary Acts, and the preparation of special reports 
oi such occasions. 

It is clear that none of these, which are the ordinary duties ot an 
Irish inspector, could be discharged vicariously. 

It may be proper to add that the services of an inspector in Ireland 
are not unfrequently, with our assent, employed by the Government in 
duty quite extraneous to the functions of the Commissioners, and that they 
have in recent years been used in matters of great difficulty and delicacy 
arising under the provisions of the Lunatic Asylums Acts, the E actory Acts, 
and under certain provisions of the Sanitary Acts and Burial Board Acts 
appertaining to the department of the Privy Council. The inquiry which 
the Irish inspectors were directed to" make into the relations between 
landlords and tenants in Ireland previously to the introduction of the 
present Irish Land Act shows perhaps more forcibly than any other 
circumstance could the degree of confidence placed in them by the Irish 
Government, while their reports thereon indicate, among other things, 
the just influence which they possess among the proprietors of land and 
their representatives. _ ... 

Upon the whole, the Commissioners submit that there is nothing, m 
the character of the duties performed by Irish inspectors, nor anything 
in the records of the past relating to their salaries which shows their 
official status to have been considered to be ill any way inferior to that 
of the English inspectors. 

Reverting to the question of the disproportionate number of those 
officers, attended as it is by a disproportionate cost, according to the 
criterion of pauperism and expenditure, the Commissioners have further 
to observe on that point that in deference to "the views of the Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury the last vacancy in the body 
of the inspectors was not filled up, so that there are now only ten, and 
not eleven, inspectors, as supposed in Mr. Stansfeld’s letter. 

Another form of economy suggested by Mr. Stansfeld the Commis- 
sioners are quite prepared to adopt, should their lordships see fit to direct 
that on every future appointment the salary should commence at the 
lower amount of .£500 'per annum, including allowances, progressing 
after certain periods of service to the maximum which their lordships 
may see fit to determine. This' arrangement would in the main be eon- 
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sistent with the course pursued in regard to permanent appointments 
since 1849, except that during the period of ten years from 1860 to 1870 
there has so far been no progressive step in improvement of the salaries. 

At the same time the Commissioners venture to submit that it is not 
desirable in Ireland that a different grade of inspector should be established, 
but merely a gradation of salaries according to length of service, appre- 
hending, as they do, that embarrassments and difficulties would ensue on 
any interference with the simplicity of the relations which at present 
subsist between the inspectors and the central authority. 

The Commissionefs assure His Excellency that they are keenly alive 
to the great cost caused annually to the public by the central office in 
Dublin, and the system of control and inspection maintained by it over 
the local poor law establishments ; and they have always been prompt to 
adopt every possible retrenchment consistent with the efficiency of the 
service and with justice to individuals ; the retrenchment actually effected 
since 1849 having been no less than <£35,000 per annum. 

They trust, however, that the public has received and still receives 
value for this expenditure, iri the maintenance and supervision of a 
system of poor law which promptly relieves necessity without temptation 
to improvidence or danger to property, which has made death by privation 
an almost unknown occurrence in this country, which provides immediate 
medical relief to the poor in every form in which it may happen to be 
required, and thus, with the aid of the Sanitary Acts, keeps the population 
free, for the most part, from epidemic disease, which has nearly 
extinguished the small-pox, and which finally is regarded with general 
satisfaction by the country. 

All which the Commissioners humbly submit to the favourable con- 
sideration of His Excellency.

’ The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 31st ult., 
referring to the correspondence that has taken place on the subject oi the 
salaries of poor law inspectors in Ireland, and informing them by direction 
of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant that a communication has been 
received from the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, stating 
that their lordships decline to vary the conditional offer made by them 
by their letter of the 25th October last. . . 

The Commissioners understand that reference is here made to the last 
paragraph in Mr. Stansfeld’s letter of the 25th October last, which is as 
follows : — 

“ But if the Commissioners should be able to propose a lower minimum for 
inspectors newly appointed, or other measures of an economical character, 
their lordships would be willing to increase the maximum salary to £650, 
making, with the commuted personal allowance of £150, a total sum of £800 
per annum. 

In reference to this passage the Commissioners desire respectfully to 
state that in obedience to the request communicated to them in Mr. 
Matheson’s letter of the 3rd November last, that they would furnish His 
Excellency with any observations which they might desire to make on the 
Treasury letter, the Commissioners in their letter of the 12th November 
reported to His Excellency that they had (as had been previously 
intimated) reduced the number of inspectors from eleven to ten, and that 
they were prepared to appoint hereafter inspectors at the reduced salai \ 
of £500, including commuted allowance. ... 

The Commissioners beg to quote the following passages from their 
letter of the 12th November which contain the statements above 
adverted to : — 

“ Reverting to the question of the disproportionate number of those officers, 
attended as it is by a disproportionate cost, according to the criterion of pauper- 
ism and expenditure, the Commissioners have further to observe on that point 
that ill deference to the views of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury, the last vacancy in the body of the inspectors was not filled up, so 
that there are now only ten and not eleven inspectors, as supposed in Mr. 
Stansfeld's letter. „ , , , „ 

“Another form of economy suggested by Mr. Stansfeld the Commissioners 
are quite prepared to adopt, should their lordships see fit to direct that on every 
future appointment the salary should commence at the lower amount of £500 
per annum, including allowances, progressing after certain periods of service to 
the maximum which their lordships may see fit to determine.” 

The Commissioners desire to point out that the amount saved to the 
public by the discontinuance of one inspector is £750 per annum, 
independently of travelling expenses ; and that the aggregate amount of 
increased cost by the additional allowance of £50 per annum to each of 
the nine inspectors to whom it applies will be but £450 per annum. 

This is irrespective of the saving to be effected hereafter by the reduced 
rate of salary of inspectors on first appointment.

The Commissioners for administering the. Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland return to you herewith the file of papers relating to the 
salaries of Poor Law Inspectors in Ireland, including a minute on the 
whole correspondence, which you have referred to them by direction of 
His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant for their information, and for their 
observations thereon. 

The Commissioners have the honour to observe that, as they under- 
stand it, the effect of the proposal in the minute, with regard to eight of 
the inspectors affected by it, is that having reached the present maximum 
of £600 per annum more than two years since they would at once enter 
on the enjoyment of the additional £50 per annum. In the case of the 
other inspector, who was appointed on the 1st November, 1866, he will 
only reach the present maximum of £600 on the 1st November next, 
and would then enter upon the annual increment of £25 per annum 
which in two years more will bring him to the improved maximum of 
£650 independently of the £150 commuted allowance. 

The Commissioners trust that the improvement proposed will be per- 
mitted to take effect at once, that- is to say, from the commencement of 
the current quarter. 

The Commissioners understand, at the same time, that the appoint- 
ment to the vacancy which has occurred by the death of Dr. Hill, 
Medical and Poor Law Inspector, on the 11th instant, will be made 
subject to the proposed change in the commencing salary, viz., at £500 
per annum, without any commuted allowance, to increase thereafter by 
£20 per annum until it reaches the maximum of £800.

CIRCULARS OF INSTRUCTION ISSUED UNDER THE 
MEDICAL CHARITIES ACT. 



No. 1 . — Annual Appointment of Dispensary Committees and 
Wardens. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
SiRj 28tli March, 1871. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland desire to call your attention to their circular of the 21st of 
March, 1862, relating to the annual appointment of . Dispensary Com- 
mittees and Wardens, and to the extracts from previous circulars, 
appended thereto : and they request that you will take the necessary 
steps, as pointed out in the circular referred to, to place before the Board 
of Guardians, after the annual Election, a correct List of the Members 
of the Board entitled to be Members of the respective Dispensary Com- 
mittees in the Union. 

This ought to be done by distinct Resolution and recorded on 
the Minutes. 

As soon as the Committee shall have been completed for any Dispen- 
sary District, the Guardians should fix a day for the first meeting of such 
Committee, for the special purpose of appointing their Honorary Officers 
for the current year , in accordance with Articles 5 and 6 of the Dispen- 
sary Regulations, and you should give notice thereof to each member of 
the Dispensary Committee, in accordance with Articles 10 and 12 of the 
Dispensary Regulations. 

A form for the Return of Officers of the several Dispensary Com- 
mittees in the Union will be forwarded to you in due course.

No. 2 . — Return of Officers of Dispensary Committees.

With reference to their circular of the 31st ultimo, relating to the 
Annual Appointment of Dispensary Committees and Wardens, the 
Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland enclose herewith a form for the Return of Officers of the several 
Dispensary Committees in the Union. 

In the circular above referred to the Commissioners recommended that 
“ as soon as the Committee shall have been completed for any Dispen- 
sary District, the Guardians should fix a day for the first Meeting of 
such Committee, for the special purpose of appointing their Honorary 
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Officers for the current year, in accordance with Articles 5 and 6 of the 
Dispensary Regulations, and you should give notice thereof to each 
Member of the Dispensary Committee, in accordance with Articles 10 
and 12 of the Dispensary Regulations and if this recommendation 
has not been acted upon in the case of any Dispensary District in the 
Union, the Commissioners request that you will bring the matter again 
under the notice of the Board of Guardians. 

The Commissioners enclose three copies of the form so as to enable you 
to make the Return in Duplicate to this Office, and to retain a copy for 
the use of the Board ; and they request that you will procure the neces- 
sary information with the least practicable delay, and then forward your 
return to this Office.

No. 3 . — Appointment of Committees under Sanitary Acts. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 25th April, 1870. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland having reason to believe that in some instances Boards 
of Guardians have not, since the recent Annual Election of Guardians, 
re-appointed Committees under the Sewage Utilization Act, and the 
Nuisances Removal Act, and as some of the members of the Com- 
mittees which were formerly appointed may not continue to be qualified, 
not being any longer Guardians of the Union, the Commissioners desire 
to draw the attention of the Board of Guardians to the subject, as it 
appears desirable that these Committees should be appointed in the same 
manner as the Dispensary Committees after each annual election of 
Guardians. 

The Commissioners annex, for the information of the Board of Guar- 
dians, a copy of their circular letter of the 30th March, 1867, in which 
they pointed out the constitution and the functions of each of the three 
different Committees that may be appointed under the Sanitary Acts, 
and of the two circulars, dated respectively the 17th October and the 5th 
December, 1866, which are therein referred to.

Committees under Sanitary Act. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Si Rj 30th March, 1867. 

The Election of Guardians for the current year in the several Unions being 
now completed, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland think it right to draw the attention of the Board of Guardians 
to the propriety of re-appointing Committees, under the provisions of the 
Sanitary Act, 1866, for the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of the 
Sewage Utilization Act and the Nuisances Removal Acts. 

On this subject the Commissioners desire to refer the Board of Guarcdans to 
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their Circular Letter of the 17th October last, by which it will be seen that the 
Act contemplates three distinct Committees, viz. : — 

1. The Sanitary Committee, which is in fact the Dispensary Committee of 

the District, and whose functions as Sanitary Committee under the 
Diseases Prevention Act are only called into action when an Order in 
Council under that Act is in force (29 & 30 Vic., c. 90, sec. 63). 

2. The Committee of the Nuisance Authority, the action of which is con- 

tinuous, and which must consist exclusively of members of the body by 
which it is appointed, that is, members of the Board of Guardians 
where the Board is the Nuisance Authority (18 & 19 Vic., c. 121, 
sec. 5; and 23 & 24 Vic., c. 77, sec. 5). 

3. The Committee of the Sewer Authority, the action of which is also con- 

tinuous, and which must be appointed at a meeting specially convened 
for the purpose, and may consist partly of Katepayers (28 & 29 Vic., 
c. 90, sec. 4). 

The Guardians may appoint one or more Committees for each of the purposes 
above mentioned (Nos. 2 and 3), and the Commissioners recommend the Guar- 
dians to take the subject into consideration with a view to appointing Nuisance 
and Sewer Committees for such parts of the Union as are not within the juris- 
diction of another Sewer and Nuisance Authority; and the Commissioners 
think it might be advisable to consider the propriety of dividing the Union into 
Districts consisting of Electoral Divisions for these purposes and appointing 
Committees for each District. 

The Commissioners enclose another copy of the circular of the 17th October 
last, above referred to, and also a copy of another circuhir, dated the 5th 
December, on the subject of appointing Sanitary Inspectors, to which the atten- 
tion of the Guardians is requested.

Mode of Charging Expenses under Sanitary Act. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 17th October, 1866. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland forward herewith a General Order issued by them under the provisions 
of the Sanitary Act, 1866, prescribing the mode in which certain items of 
expenditure, incurred under the authority of that Act, are to be charged in the 
Accounts of the Board of Guardians. Such expenditure may be incurred either 
directly by the Board of Guardians, or through the agency of some Committee 
appointed either for the purposes of the Sewage Utilization Act, the Nuisances 
Removal Acts, or the Diseases Prevention Act. 

It is of much importance that the functions of these several Committees should 
be exercised by the body to which they legally belong, and by no other ; for not 
only might the legality of expenditure, conducted by a wrong agency, be brought 
in question, but the area of chargeability, as will be seen by the terms of the 
Sealed Order, will depend on the question, under what provision of the Law, 
and through what particular agency it has taken place. 

In order to avoid confusion, as far as practicable, the Commissioners have 
defined the agency of the Dispensary Committee of Management, to be that of 
“The Sanitary Committee,” whose function is to assist the Guardians in carry- 
ing out the purposes of the “ Diseases Prevention Act,” when Cholera is in the 
Union. . Any Committee appointed by the Guardians, acting as Sewer 
Authority, should, therefore, for distinction’s sake, as well as in conformity with 
the language of the Act of Parliament, be called, not the “ Sanitary Committee,” 
but the “ Sewer Committee” of the Union, or other District within the Union 
for which it may be appointed. Similarly, and for the same reasons, any 
Committee appointed by the Guardians, acting as Nuisance Authority under the 
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Nuisances Removal Acts, should be called the “ Nuisance Committee” for the 
Union, or other District within the Union for which it may be appointed. 

None of these Committees are accounting bodies, but agents merely, acting 
for the Board of Guardians, who must account with the Electoral Divisions of 
the Union for expenditure conducted through such agencies, in the same way 
as for expenditure directly incurred by the Board itself; such expenditure 
being subject to the inspection and authority of the Auditor of the Union in 
the same manner as the Poor Law Relief Expenditure. ' 

It is desirable, therefore, that as far as possible, the sums expended under the 
Sanitary Act should be paid by order of the Board of Guardians, by cheque on 
their Treasurer, to the parties entitled to receive them. 

If under any sudden emergency or necessity of an urgent kind, cash should be 
placed at the disposal of a Committee, or any member or members thereof it 
will at once be. apparent that proper vouchers for the disbursement of all sums 
should be obtained and preserved, and finally deposited with the Clerk of the 
Union, for the purpose of being submitted to the Auditor when auditing the 
accounts.

Sanitary Inspectors. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
SiRj 5th December, 1866. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland have observed that the Guardians of many Unions which have not yet 
been attacked by Cholera, or in which Cholera, having broken out, appears no 
longer likely to prevail, have shown a disposition to lessen their expenditure 
under the Sanitary Act of 1866, by discontinuing the services of Inspectors of 
Nuisances, or Sanitary Inspectors, as they are sometimes called. 
t The fact that the present invasion of Cholera commenced almost at the same 
time with the introduction of the new Sanitaiy Law, may, perhaps, have given 
rise to a supposition that when the one is disappearing the other ceases to be 
necessary. 

No doubt, on the disappearance of the epidemic from Ireland, and the with- 
drawal or termination of the Order in Council, and of the Sealed Order of the 
Commissioners relating to treatment and prevention of the spread of the disease, 
all expenses of an extraordinary nature incurred under the provisions of the 
latter Order will also cease, inasmuch as, in fact, they could not continue to be 
legally incurred. 

But the provisions of the Sanitary Act are not directed against Cholera alone, 
but against every description of dangerous contagious disease, especially the 
more fatal kinds of fever, which, although not now epidemic, are always prevail- 
ing more or less in the country with fatal effects, and may at any time become 
epidemic. 

These diseases are promoted in the same way as Cholera, by the impurity of 
the air, more especially of that within the dwelling-house, and by the use of im- 
pure water, unwholesome food, and other like causes. 

I he removal of nuisances, the maintenance of proper drainage, the supply of 
pure water to the population of towns and villages, and the prevention of over- 
crowding in dwelling-houses, are objects which the Legislature has determined 
shallhenceforwardbe continuously carried out for the security of the public health, 
and has, therefore, created permanent powers and imposed permanent responsi- 
bilities for that purpose ; and there is no Union in Ireland in which, henceforth, 
it will not be necessary for the Guardians to employ, at all times one or more 
inspectors of Nuisance, in order to enable them to carry out continuously and 
permanently these objects of the Legislature. 

ihe office of Inspector of Nuisances will necessarily vary much as to the extent 
o its duties, and the amount of remuneration for their performance accord- 
J ng to the circumstances of the district. In some cases it may be proper to 
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employ a person devoting himself wholly to the office ; in other cases, especially 
in rural districts, Relieving Officers or other officers under the control of the 
Guardians can be invested with the duties ; but in the opinion of the Commis- 
sioners all territory which is within the district of the Guardians, as a Sewer or 
Nuisance Authority, should be under some person having authority to act as an 
Inspector of Nuisances, and responsible for reporting to the Guardians every 
case requiring any exercise of their powers either as Sewer or Nuisance 
Authority. 

In the discharge of their Sanitary duties the Guardians must be prepared to 
encounter some additional annual expenditure from the Poor-rates ; but when- 
ever Epidemic disease is not present, the ordinary Sanitary expenses will he 
found to be only a light additional burthen ; and it must be borne in mind that 
the continuous and permanent powers, if properly exercised, will obviate the 
more expensive arrangements which it would become necessary to adopt in the 
presence of Epidemic disease.

No. 4 . — Small-Pox. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 23rd July, 1870. 

In their circular of the 8th March last, relating to the decrease of 
small-pox, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief 
of the Poor in Ireland had the satisfaction of stating to the Guardians 
that in the quarter ended 31st December, 1869, only one death from 
small-pox had been registered in Ireland, and that this was the case of a 
Swedish sailor who died in Dublin, having brought the disease with him 
from the Baltic. 

The Commissioners are now enabled to state that in the quarter ended 
31st March, 1870, no death is known with certainty to have occurred in 
Ireland from small-pox ; the only cases on the Registrar-General’s Return 
for that quarter being the following : — 

1. Dingle Union (Castlegregory Dispensary District) — Mary Egan, aged 

1 year ; teething 3 months, bronchitis 6 days, varicella 4 days. Date 
of death, 26th March, 1870. No medical attendant. 

2. Tuam Union (Tuam No. 2 Dispensary District) — Ellen Roach, aged 

2 years; small-pox a fortnight, uncertified. Date of death, lOthMay, 
1868. No medical attendant. 

The second of these deaths, although registered in 1870, appears to 
have occurred in 1868, and the death of Mary Egan is described so as 
to raise much doubt, in the absence of any medical attendant, whether it 
was really occasioned by small-pox. 

The result of the Registration Returns for the quarter ended 30th 
June is not yet ascertainable; but from the Weekly Returns of deaths 
in the workhouses, and from the Quarterly Returns of the Dispensary 
Officers, it does not appear as yet that more than one death by small-pox 
took place in Ireland since the date of the Circular of the 8th March. 
This was the case of Philip Redwood, aged 38, who died of small-pox in 
Belfast Workhouse, having taken the disease from another inmate; but 
how the latter contracted it could not be discovered. 

Sixteen other cases, none of them fatal, appear to have occurred in 
Belfast Union during the two quarters, some of them in the workhouse 
and some of them out of it. The original source of contagion in Belfast 
Union could not be traced ; but the constant intercourse between that 
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place and Glasgow and Greenock renders it peculiarly exposed to the 
importation of small-pox from Scotland. 

In the Bally castle Union two cases of small -pox occurred, without fatal 
result ; the first that of Patrick M‘Auley, aged 32, who brought the 
disease with him from Greenock on the 29th March, and the second that 
of Ellen M‘Cormick, aged 18, an assistant in the Fever Hospital, who 
took it from the patient M‘Auley. 

In Banbridge Union five cases occurred, none of them fatal, during 
the quarter ended 30th April. The source of contagion was traced to a 
trading vessel called the “ Lady Alice Kenlis,” accustomed to run between 
Marvport and Whitehaven, on the Cumberland coast, Greenock, in Scot- 
land, and Belfast and Dundrum on the Irish coast. The mate, Henry 
Croagh’s case, was mentioned in the last Circular as having occurred in 
Downpatrick Union. The five cases in Banbridge Union were those ot 
Alexander MUormick, aged 25, his mother, sister, brother, and brother- 
in-law — MUormick having contracted the disease from visiting the 
ship. 

Four cases have occurred in Castleblayney Union, in one of which the 
source of contagion could not be traced ; in the other three cases, the 
first patient brought the disease with him from Greenock, and gave it 
to his brother and sister. All these patients recovered. 

Six cases occurred in Cavan Union, in which the source of contagion 
could not be traced. The disease was limited to two families (next- 
door neighbours) and the medical attendant; and was very mild in 
each case, and without fatal result. 

In Coleraine Union one case of a bad type occurred in a family which 
was in the habit of visiting Scotland. The patient recovered. 

In the Cork Union there were four cases ; none of them fatal. One 
was that of an officer’s lady who brought the disease with her from 
Hampstead, in England ; the second, that of one of her attendants during 
the illness ; the third, that of a Norwegian on board the ship “ Formica,” 
in Queenstown Harbour ; and the fourth, that of a foreigner residing in 
Queenstown, who contracted the disease by visiting the “ Formica.” 

Downpatrick and Enniskillen Unions each had one case of mild or 
modified small-pox, the source of contagion not being traceable. 

In Nenagh Union there were four similar cases all in one family; and 
one in each of the unions of Swineford and Tobercurry. 

Thus there have been forty-eight cases of small-pox known to the 
Commissioners to have occurred in various parts of Ireland during the 
first two quarters of the year 1870 ; while during the same period only 
one death is known with certainty to have taken place from small-pox. 

The fact that under these circumstances the disease has nowhere 
become epidemic, and has been fatal in only one instance, is probably due 
to the general carrying out of vaccination under the Compulsory Vac- 
cination Act. 

The Guardians will at the same time infer from the details above 
given that any relaxation of energy and vigilance in enforcing the 
provisions of the Vaccination Act could not take place without danger 
in any part of Ireland.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor in Ireland, in continuation of their circulars on small-pox, have now 
to inform the Guardians that in the Quarterly Eeturn of the registration 
of births and deaths just published, for the quarter ended 30th September 
last, it appears that during that quarter four deaths occurred from small- 
pox’ two in Belfast Union and two in Lisburn Union. _ 

In the latter case it is not certain how the disease originated, but 
the Commissioners regret to say that at the present time Belfast has 
become a focus of small-pox contagion, which is daily spreading to otnei 
towns in its neighbourhood. 
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.From a special inquiry lately made into the extent and causes of 
the outbreak at Belfast, it appears that seventy-seven cases have been 
known to have occurred, resulting in nine deaths, since March, 1870. 

There is no reason to doubt that the disease was imported into Belfast 
by personal contagion, the communication between that port and Liver- 
pool, Glasgow, and other infected ports of Great Britain being so frequent; 
while two cases of importation, one from Liverpool and one from Glasgow, 
have been clearly shown to have taken place, one of which, that of Joseph 
Wilson, was described in the circular of 21st December last. 

The Guardians will recollect that in the circulars issued from time 
to time on this subject the following cases of small-pox, imported into 
various parts of Ireland, have been recorded : —From Woolwich to 
Kingstown ; from Newport, South Wales, to Queenstown ; from Sweden 
to Dublin; from Milford to Waterford; from Sheffield to Wexford; 
from Liverpool to Belfast ; from Lancashire to Mayo ; from Greenock 
to Ballycastle ; from Whitehaven or Maryport to Banbridge and Down- 
patrick ; from Greenock to Castleblayney ; from Hampstead to Cork ; and 
from Norway to Queenstown. 

To these are now to be added the following cases subsequently ascer- 
tained, viz. : — From Glasgow to Belfast, Coleraine, Castleblayney, and 
Donegal Unions ; from Maryport to Newtownards ; and from Swansea, 
Cardiff, and Pontypridd, in South Wales, to Fermoy, Newry, and 
Macroom. 

The Commissioners have pointed out to the Guardians of Belfast Union 
that, when the disease has been imported into other parts of Ireland it 
has either not spread, or quickly died out, and that its breaking out into 
an epidemic at Belfast is probably owing to two causes, namely, the 
dangerous sanitary condition of parts of the town, and the very defective 
state of the vaccination. 

It will be remembered that in certain districts of the county of Mayo, 
when small -pox was introduced there by an itinerant inoculator in 1868, 
the disease obtained a hold there through the defective state of vaccina- 
tion, and that several unvaccinated persons lost their lives through 
that cause. 

The Co mmi ssioners believe that by keeping before the Boards of 
Guardians the course of events regarding small-pox in Ireland they are 
taking the best way of stimulating the Guardians and their officers to 
those continued exertions in the enforcement of the Compulsory Vaccin- 
ation Act, by which alone the country can be preserved in its present 
comparative immunity from that pestilence.

In issuing the present circular on small-pox, the Commissioners 
for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in Ireland desire to 
point out to the Guardians that in the previous circulars of the last two 
years they have, with the assistance of the Medical Officers of Work- 
houses and Dispensaries, been enabled to speak with confidence of the 
several localities in which small-pox had appeared from time to time 
sporadically, and to designate the places in Great Britain or elsewhere 
from whence the disease had been imported into Ireland. 

The Commissioners still continue in possession of these means of 
information, and they have now to add to the cases enumerated in their 
circular of the 15th of December last the following cases reported to 
them by Workhouse or Dispensary Medical Officers, and in a few 
instances by private practitioners, viz. : — From Glasgow to Ballymena, 
Castleblayney, and Newtownards ; from Greenock to Belfast and Wex- 
ford ; from Liverpool to Londonderry and Tuam ; and from Swansea to 
Balrothery and Castletown. 

It will be seen from these lists of cases that the towns on the eastern 
coast of Ireland are frequently invaded by small-pox, imported from 
Great Britain, more especially from Glasgow, Liverpool, and South 
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Wales. They are suffering at the same time from their vicinity to 
Belfast, the only town in Ireland where a serious epidemic of small-pox 
has prevailed, the contagion communicated from thence to the neigli 
bouring towns being limited at present to a few sporadic cases. 

At Drogheda, however, the disease has recently assumed a serious 
aspect in a community of nuns, called the Sienna Convent, of whom 
no less than seven ladies and seven boarders have taken the disease, 
and one of the former has died from its effects. The first case was that 
of a lady who had not been vaccinated, but the source of the contagion 
cannot be discovered ; all the others had been vaccinated. 

In a part of the town quite distant from the Convent, seven cases 
have occurred, one of which was fatal. In three of these cases the 
patient had been vaccinated, but the four others had not. It was an 
unvaccinated person who died. One case has occurred also in the 
Convent of the Sisters of Charity, which is distant from that quarter of 
the town of Drogheda where the other cases occurred. This is the less 
remarkable, as the Convent is one of visiting nuns, which the Sienna 
Convent is not. 

The number of small-pox cases at present under treatment in Belfast 
Workhouse Fever Hospital is seventy-four, an abatement of six in the 
last fortnight, and new cases are daily reported from the Dispensaries in 
that town. The Belfast General Hospital has opened wards for the 
reception of small-pox, and it is now hoped that the epidemic will subside 
under the influence of the great impulse given to vaccination, in a 
community which was previously much neglected in that respect. 

It is important to observe that in the cases reported there are a great 
number of persons included who at some previous period of life had 
been successfully vaccinated, and in these the disease is almost 
invariably of a mild type, and fatal results are rare. 

Still, vaccination is clearly not an absolute protection from attack, as 
its influence appears to wear out in time ; and, therefore, all persons 
who wish to escape attack should, after the lapse of ten years or more, 
undergo re-vaccination. 

By the last Quarterly Report of the Registrar-General (that for the 
quarter ended 30th September), four deaths from small-pox had been 
registered throughout Ireland, all from the outbreak at Belfast. The 
forthcoming Quarterly Report will, no doubt, exhibit a considerable 
increase of mortality from this cause.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland regret to have to inform the Guardians that since the 
date of their last circular on the subject small-pox has been making 
progress in the country, and has now become epidemic in Drogheda as 
well as Belfast Union, outbreaks having been also witnessed m other 
Ulster Unions, and at Tuam, Clonakilty, and Wexford, while sporadic 
cases have occurred on either side of the Liffey, in Dublin ; and two 
vessels, bound on Atlantic voyages from Liverpool, have been forced to 
put back into Cork Harbour with Small-pox on board. There is a case 
also reported to-day from Limerick. New cases are reported to the 
Commissioners, almost daily, as arriving from Great Britain, either of 
seamen on board ships engaged in trade, Irish persons returning home 
from visiting friends or from employment, recruits joining their regi- 
ments in Ireland, or lastly, persons forcibly brought under orders of 
removal from England, Wales, or Scotland to the places of their birth 
in this country. 

The Commissioners do not, however, apprehend any very serious 
spread of the disease in Ireland, provided that the vantage-ground which 
a comparatively good state of Vaccination presents be maintained by the 
use of every precaution which experience suggests. 

In their last circular the Commissioners recommended Re-vaccination 
after an interval of about ten years from the time of successful primary 
Vaccination, as essential to thorough security from attack. Every Dis- 
pensary Medical Officer is aware that he is bound to Vaccinate every 
person who applies to him for that purpose, whether previously Vacci- 
nated or not ; but a question has arisen whether the payment allowed 
for each case of successful primary Vaccination is payable for a case of 
Re-vaccination in which no effect has been exhibited. 

In answer to many inquiries addressed to them on that point the 
Commissioners have stated that the non-appearance of a vesicle in cases 
of this class is no criterion of success or non-success, if the operation has 
been properly performed ; the result in the latter case showing satisfac- 
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torily that the former Yaccination is still protective, and the operation 
must be therefore considered to have been successful, and should be 
included as such by the Medical Officer in his report (form H) to the 
Guardians. 

The Commissioners trust that a scarcity of good and reliable lymph 
will not be found an impedient to a more extended Vaccination under 
existing circumstances. 

The use of Husband’s Capillary Tubes, recommended by the Commis- 
sioners in their circular of 28th October, 1863, has probably placed every 
Medical Officer who adopted it in possession of a store of good lymph, 
taken from pustules selected by himself, which can be increased as 
wanted ; and the Commissioners believe that the Directors of the Dublin 
Cow-pock Institution have sufficient supplies to remedy any local tem- 
porary absence of lymph on the usual terms. 

When Cow-pock matter is supplied on ivory points or between 
glasses, in a dry state, care should be taken in liquefying it to use soft 
and not hard water, as otherwise the success of the operation may be 
endangered.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor in Ireland desire to draw the attention of the Board of Guardians 
to that part of the duties of Dispensary Medical Officers which requires 
them to make periodical returns of the names of persons registered 
as born in the district who do not appear to have been vaccinated. 

The Begulation is as follows : — 

“ He shall forward to the Board of Guardians, on the 30th day 
of June, and the 31st' day of December, in each year, a Beport 
in the form P hereunto annexed, containing the names of all 
children registered as born in the district who are over six 
months of age, and who do not appear to have been vaccinated. 

It is very desirable that these returns should be regularly made, and 
that, in cases where there are defaulters, proceedings should be promptly 
taken to enforce compliance with the provisions of the Compulsory 
Vaccination Act ; and the Commissioners suggest therefore that, if in 
any case the required return is not made by the first or second meeting 
of the Board after the dates mentioned, the Medical Officer should be 
applied to for it, and reminded of his duty in this respect under the Dis- 
pensary regulations. 

Any case of continued neglect to make the required report should be 
specially brought under the notice of the Commissioners. 

When the reports are received they should be promptly examinedand 
such steps as may appear to be necessary taken in reference to them.
